Regulatory Commission con- 
cerning the accelerated 
development which is occurring 
at Deep Creek Lake.

Mark Rothman, Lake 
Management Committee 
member, reported that the con- 
cern involves ‘‘reasonable use 
of lake frontage."’ Property 
owners are alarmed by applica- 
tions for great numbers of dock 
and boat slips being made by 
developers. The POA has hired 
the firm of Covington & Burling 
to represent them before the 
F.E.R.C, to appeal these re- 
quests for permits. 

Carrying Capacity Study 

POA President Ed King 
reported on the lake carrying 
capacity study. The first draft 
of the study will be available for 
inspection by September 19 at 
the Lake Management Office, 
the Oakland Library, and the 
Garrett Community College 
Library. A public meeting will 
be scheduled in early October to 
discuss the study. 

The POA has asked to in- 
teract with the study, and has 
requested a three to four week

Lake Management 

King reported that an ad- 
visory review committee met 
following the public meeting in 
June to devise an agenda for the 
next public meeting. 

Items on the agenda include 
the definition of usable buffer 
strips, ramping of boats across 
the buffer strip, regulations ad- 
dressing commerical applica- 
tions, and the public notice pro- 
cedure. 

King noted that the next 
possible time to schedule the 
meeting would be in early 
December. He noted that it is 
not a good time to schedule the 
meeting, but he feels it is an im- 
portant enough issue to hold it 
anyway. 

Boat Counts 

King also reported on the pro- 
cedure for conducting boat 
counts. He noted that the first 
step involved is a static count 
done by category at daybreak. 
Volunteers go around the 
perimeter of the lake, count 
each boat, and divide them into 
categories. 

The next step is a traffic 
count, which shows the density 
on the lake. The counts are con- 
ducted at key points, such as the 
Route 219 bridge and Red Run. 

The third step to boat count- 
ing is the random taking of 
aerial photographs. Plans are 
to expand the boat count pro- 
cedure by using a video camera 
along the shoreline of the lake. 
The tapes would then be used to 
show the number of boats at the 
docks over a period of time. 

Environmental 

A report was made on the 
acid mine drainage problem in 
the Cherry Creek area. A 
meeting will be set up for 
discussion with the mine 
owners in October. 

A report was also made on the 
gypsy moth damage in the area. 


The hardest hit area is along the 
Glenwood Road across from 
Beckman’s Peninsula. The 
parts of the lake which were 
sprayed by the state have not 
seen much damage, mainly 
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Church, Oakland.

My wife ‘‘reminded’’ me of my promise to read and 
recommend books by women authors. To date I have read all of 
Martha Grimes’ books except the latest, The Five Bells and 
Bladebone. I enjoyed them very much. I thought that the 
character development from book to book was especially 
interesting. The main characters are constant and I believe that 
their continued presence and familiarity is a definite attraction to 
readers. I was also pleasantly surprised that she doesn’t include a 
stock description of Superintendent Jury as filler in every book. It 
is probably a waste of time to recommend these books. Judging 
from the number of copies at the library and their evident usage, I 
am probably the last person in the county to read them.

Yankee from Olympus — Catherine Drinker Bowen 

This book is certainly not new, but the famous biography of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr. continues to provide excellent reading. 
The Holmes family, for the three generations chronicled here, 
were one of the most influential American families. The 
Reverend Abiel Holmes, 1764-1837, was the author of the Annals of 
America which detailed American history from Columbus until 
1826. His son, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 1809-1894, was a 
professor of anatomy at Harvard and the famous poet/author. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr., 1841-1935, was a Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court from 1902 until 1931. These three men led 
amazingly long, productive lives. 

High Crimes & Misdemeanors: 

The Impeachment and Trial of Andrew Johnson — Gene Smith 

In the Nineteenth Century America, it would have been 
difficult to produce a more vivid contrast to the Boston Holmeses 
than Andrew Johnson of Tennessee. Born in poverty, villified in 
his home state and the South when he became the only Southern 
Senator to remain in Washington after secession, improbable 
President, castigated and persecuted by the abolitionists who 
thought he would be their puppet, Andrew Johnson was a figure of 
conflicts and contrasts. This short, entertaining work clearly 
explains this whole episode, which is surely one of the most 
interesting in American history.

A Victim Of Vandals 
Or A Victim Of The System? 


by Sandra Cusack 


An older woman, living by 
herself in a trailer near Red 
House, owns a small house near 
the trailer which she recently 
rented to supplement her in- 
come. However, Evelyn 
Rogers’ decision to rent the pro- 
perty turned into a disaster 

Her last tenant was a young 
woman with two small children 
and very little money. The te- 
nant lived in the house for 11 
months, and when she moved 
out at the end of July, Mrs. 
Rogers discovered that the 
young woman had no respect 
for her surroundings or for pro- 
perty which she was only ren- 
ting. 

The landlord went over to the 
house to discover that windows 
had been smashed, tile had 
been pulled off the bathroom 
and kitchen floors, the 
bathroom sink had been pulled 
out of the wall, the refrigerator 
was broken beyond repair, the 
carpets were stained, and the 
entire house was infested with 
roaches 

Mrs. Rogers immediately 
began calling various county of- 
ficials and agencies in an at- 
tempt to receive some help to 
repair the damages in order to 
be able to rent the house again 
But at every turn, every person 
she talks to claims no direct in- 
volvement or responsibility for 
the actions of the tenant. 

Robert Shaffer, director of 
Social Services, could not con- 
firm whether the tenant was 
receiving help from Social Ser- 
vices, as such information is 
strictly confidential. 

Shaffer was able to state that 
Social Services does not provide 
rental assistance, but they do 
have aid in the form of public 
assistance grants. The grant is 
a fixed sum of money intended 
to help out with all living ex- 
penses. Once the applicants 
receive the funds, they are free 
to spend the money in any way 
they wish. 

Shaffer explained that the aid 
given by Social Services is 
calculated by adding up the ap- 
plicant’s assets, then figuring a 
sum to bring the applicant's liv- 
ing arrangements up to the 
poverty line established by the 
federal government, although, 
in most cases, the applicant is 
still not up to the minimal level. 


Shaffer stated that, while 
they do not provide rental 
assistance, social workers do 
help applicants with finding a 
place to live, but do not have 
responsibility for monitoring 
the living arrangements. There 
is no communication with the 
landlord, and there is nothing to 
hold the agency liable. 

“We do receive calls of com- 
plaint about the way some ap- 
plicants spend their money, 
such as for alcohol, but there 
are no legal strings attached to 
the aid that is provided,” Shaf- 
fer said. 


Duane Yoder, executive 
director of the Garrett County 
Community Action Committee, 
Inc., stated that, although Mrs. 
Rogers’ tenant was receiving 
aid from Community Action in 
the form of surplus agricultural 
commodities and fuel 
assistance, she was not receiv- 
ing any rental assistance 

Yoder stated that, legally, 
Community Action had no way 
of paying for the damages done, 
and that even if the tenant had 
been receiving aid from Com- 
munity Action, they have no 
responsibility for how the te- 
nant behaves. He said that 
when they do provide rental 
assistance, they hold a deposit 
for the protection of the proper- 
ty. 

Yoder explained that the fuel 
assistance program is closely 
monitored, and they are very 
strict about following certain 
guidelines and checking the ap- 
plicant’s income before fuel 
assistance is given. 

He also explained that the 
surplus agricultural com- 
modities program is not as 
strict. The program was started 
by the federal government to 
help farmers by keeping prices 
up when there is a food surplus. 
Because of the nature of the 
program, there is no staff to 
monitor the process. The food is 
given out to anyone who applies 
for aid at Community Action 

Yoder admitted that once the 
aid is given for either program, 
Community Action is not able to 
monitor what is done with it, 
because of a lack of staffing, 
and the applicant is free to do 
whatever he wants with it; 
“whether it be sell it, give it 
away, or throw it away.” 

Yoder said that Community 


Action can offer the landlord a 
low-interest loan to help fix up 
the property, but that there is 
no way for them to pay for the 
damages 

Yoder also said that he at- 
tempted to locate a volunteer 
group to go in and repair the 
house, but the cost of materials 
needed was too high for this to 
be feasible 

Garrett County Comissioner 
Ernie Gregg stated that the 
commissioners have no direct 
involvement with Community 
Action, but that he spoke to 
Duane Yoder about Mrs 
Rogers’ problem. Gregg said he 
asked Yoder to investigate the 
situation, report any wrongdo- 
ing to him (Gregg), and he will 
do what he can to see that ‘any 
wrongs will be righted."’ 

Jim Sherbin, State's At- 
torney, stated that he would like 
to see an investigation on where 
funding and supplies are going, 
and if the funding and supplies 
are being abused, the system 
should be changed 

It is obvious that a wrong has 
been committed. While the 
former tenant should be forced 
to make restitution, she simply 
does not have the means to do 
so. Should the landlord take full 
responsibility for the damage 
done to her house’ Should Com- 
munity Action be responsible 
for monitoring the activity of 
every person who receives aid? 
Should the Department of 
Social Services share in this 
responsibility? 

Mrs. Rogers stated that, ‘‘If I 
had gone in to Community Ac- 
tion and asked for something, 
be it food, fuel, or help in paying 
my rent, they would have given 
it to me. But asking for help to 
fix up what someone else 
destroyed, they just won't do it 
I feel very helpless and alone.” 


ADVICE TO LANDLORDS 

Various real estate agencies, 
who assist landlords with rental 
properties, had the following 
advice for anyone who wishes to 
rent property: 

1. Always obtain a security 
deposit from the tenant. The 
law states that the deposit can- 
not be more than twice one 
month’s rent, and the money 
has to be held in an account 
separate from the landlord's 
regular accounts 

2. References should be re- 
quired if the landlord does not 
know the prospective tenant. 
The landlord should require 
references from the tenant's 
previous landlords, and may 
wish to run a credit check. 

3. A lease should always be 
signed by both the landlord and 
tenant. There should be a clause 
stating that the landlord has the 
right to inspect the property at 
reasonable times with previous 
notice to the tenant. 

4. The renter should give a 
written notice to the landlord of 
any damage to the property ap- 
parent when they first move in. 
The landlord should then go 
over the list of damages with 
the tenant

Dropout Problem 


State Superintendent of 
Schools Joseph L. Shilling has 
appointed a commission to 
study the school droput problem 
and propose ways to improve 
the chances that at-risk 
students graduate from high 
school with the skills needed in 
the workplace 

State Senator Clarence 
Blount, chairman of the Senate 
Economic and Environmental 
Affairs Committee, has agreed. 
to head the commission, which 
will convene late next month. 

Dr. Shilling charged the 
Commission for Students At 
Risk with proposing a program 
that local school systems can. 
use to substantially reduce the 
number of students who fail to 
graduate 

The State Department of 
Education estimates that more 
than 15,000 students dropped out 
of Maryland schools last year. 

The commission is funded by : 
a $40,000 grant to the State’ 
Department of Education from. 
the Council of Chief State School | 
Officers. Maryland is one of 
only 11 states selected for such 
funding over the next nine 
months. Staff support for the 
commission will be provided by 
several units of the state 
education department. 

The commission will present 
its proposals in a report to be’ 
published next June. Specific: 
questions about dropouts to be: 
addressed by the commission: 
include: : 

1. How can students at risk of : 
failing in school be identified at: 
various grade levels? ;

clean.” 

This means washing hands 
before handling food and scrub- 
bing utensils, countertops, 
lunchboxes and thermos bottles 
with hot, soapy water after each 
use to prevent the growth of 
bacteria that might contami- 
nate other foods 

“Don't pack perishables in 
your child’s lunch box or bag 
unless you can keep them hot or 
cold enough,”’ Kantor stresses 
An insulated thermos does a 
good job of keeping soups and 
stews at safe temperatures. But 
because most children con't 
have access to a refrigerator at 
school, keeping cold foods cold 
can be more of a challenge. 

Kantor recommends frozen 
commercial “‘ice’’ packs or 
cans of juice as effective lunch 
box coolers. A plastic marga- 
rine tub filled with water and 
frozen or a zip-lock plastic bag 
filled with ice cubes, can also be 
used, although there is the risk 
of a leak and a wet lunch. 

Sandwiches, themselves, can 
keep lunches cold if they're 
frozen ahead of time. The 
problem with this approach, 
Kantor notes, is that some foods 
lose quality in the freezing pro- 
cess while others become virtu- 
ally inedible. Mayonnaise, for 
example, separates when 
frozen; lettuce and tomatoes 
wilt almost be} y yond rec ognition 

As far as nutrition is con- 
cerned, Kantor recommends 
using the ‘Dietary Guidelines 
for Americans" as a starting 
point. “A good lunch includes 
protein, bread, fresh fruits or 
vegetables and a beverage,” he 
says. ‘“‘There are so many 
choices within each category 
that it’s easy to prepare varied 
meals that your children will 
enjoy.” 

Experiment with different 
breads and sandwich fillings: 
sliced or grated cheese with 
nuts, pickles or onion on 
pumpernickel; mashed chick 
peas with sesame paste in a 
whole wheat pita pocket; and 
that old favorite, peanut butter, 
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with such novel accompani- 
ments as sliced apples and 
bananas or chopped prunes and 
dates. For non-sandwich pro- 
tein, try a favorite filling rolled 
up in a large lettuce leaf or a 
slice of meat wrapped around a 
cube of cheese or stalk of celery 
and fastened with a toothpick. 

“Although fresh fruit is the 
most nutritious choice for 
dessert, there’s nothing wrong 
with an occasional cookie or 
piece of cake,"’ says Kantor. He 
recommends baking your own 
sweet treats because com- 
mercial desserts often are high 
in fat, sugar and sodium. 
Another option is homemade 
trail mix, which can include 
raisins, shredded coconut, sun- 
flower seeds and other healthy 
tidbits. 


Reinhard Ushers 
In New Academic 


Year At FSI 


The quest of excellence was 
the message Frostburg State 
University President Herb F. 
Reinhard communicated to 
members of the administration, 
faculty and staff at a campus- 
wide assembly of ‘‘the regional 
state university for Western 
Maryland,”’ which has admitted 
its most selective freshmen 
class ever. Students begin 
classes today on the Frostburg 
campus. 

In his annual speech to kick- 
off the university’s 1988-89 
academic year, Dr. Reinhard 
reported FSU received a record 
number of freshmen 
applications (nearly 3,000) and 
rejected some 1,000. ‘‘We have 
become pretty selective,’’ the 
president said, also pointing out 
that the incoming freshmen as a 
class had a 19-point increase in 
the average SAT scores—the 
highest in 13 years. 

He also said to maintain the 
high caliber of students and 
excellent student-faculty ratio, 
the Frostburg campus main- 
tained its five percent enroll- 
ment growth cap, but the 
president noted, including 
students at the new FSU Center 
at Hagerstown, overall enroll- 
ment growth will surpass eight 
percent. Total enrollment is 
projected at 4,500 students for 
the fall semester. 

For this academic year, 44 
new faculty members joined the 
FSU family, along with 20 new 
administrators. The 44 new 
faculty members represent a 
doubling of the number hired 
for the same time last year. The 
president said including both 
faculty and staff the university 
has hired a ‘‘record number”’ of 
new employees. 

Dr. Reinhard also presented 
the university personnel with 10 
goals for the institution to strive 
for during the new year. ‘“‘We 
have two primary objectives for 
Frostburg State University for 
1988-89. We must review and 
refine everything we do...and 
continue at every opportunity to 
seize every kind of positive 
opportunity we can for the 
benefit of the university,”’ said

“total campus environment of 
excellence—inside and outside 
the classroom.” 

The president also 
emphasized the university must

internal systems of governance 
for both the faculty and 
students, which are being intro- 
duced this year. The establish- 
ment of a faculty senate and a 
student senate is designed to 
promote greater involvement 
by those within the university 
family in management of the 
institution. 

Other goals for the institution 
include to encourage and 
support the Strategic Planning 
Process; to administer all seg- 
ments of the new FSU Center at 
Hagerstown; to serve as an 
active and progressive member 
of the new Univeristy of Mary- 
land System, which FSU joined 
July 1, 1988; to continue active 
efforts to creatively and 
effectively serve the citizens of 
Maryland through providing 
public service leadership and 
assistance in the cultural and 
economic development needs of 
Western Maryland; to continue 
to recognize the talents, 
commitments and success of 
both the faculty and staff and to 
pursue opportunities to reward 
those individudls; to continue 
strong efforts to recruit well- 
qualified minority in faculty, 
staff and students; to continue 
to promote open commun- 
ications, professional dialogue 
and an environment of 
congeniality and mutual 
respect for differences of 
opinion, philosophy, culture and 
race. As a tenth goal, the 
president stressed the need for 
everyone in the university 
community to reach for high 
standards, accountability and 
excellence

Pinch ground cumin

42 link (1 oz.) chorizo sausage, cooked, thinly sliced 
1 tablespoon corn kernels, canned or thawed frozen 
2 tablespoons grated Monterey Jack 
2 teaspoons minced scallion

In a small bowl, combine warm water, sugar and 
yeast, set aside. In a large bowl, combine flour, salt 
and oil. Add egg and yeast mixture, combine to make 
dough. On a lightly floured board, knead dough about 
5 minutes. Place in a greased bowl, turning over once. 
Cover, let rise in a warm place until double in bulk 
(about 1 hour). Punch down. Cover, let rise again 
until doubled (about 1 hour). Meanwhile, in a 
saucepan, combine lentils and water. Cover, bring to 
a boil. Reduce heat, simmer 30 minutes or until 
tender. Drain. In a skillet, cook sausage until 
browned, stirring to separate meat. Pour off all but 1 
tablespoon of fat. Add cooked lentils, mix thoroughly. 
In a bowl, combine tomato sauce and seasonings. 
Preheat oven to 400°F’. Divide dough in half. Roll each 
half into a 12-inch circle. Place on two 12-inch greased 
pizza pans. Turn up edges of dough slightly. Brush 
each crust with additional salad oil.

42 pound ground beef

2 (5-ounce) loaves unsliced French bread 
1 (6-ounce) can tomato paste 
1 teaspoon dried whole oregano 
1 medium onion, thinly sliced and separated into 
rings 

1 (34e-ounce) package siiced pepperouil 
2 cups (8 ounces) shredded mozzarella cheese 

Slice each loaf in half horizontally, spread tomato 
paste over cut surface of each half, and sprinkle with 
oregano. Top each half with onion and pepperoni, and 
sprinkle with cheese. Bake at 400° for 6 minutes. 
Yield: 4 to 6 servings. 


Pizza Dough: 
1 package active dry yeast 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1% cups warm water (110 to 115 degrees) 
3% cups whole wheat flour 
'2 teaspoon salt 
1% tablespoons olive oil 
2-3 tablespoons corn meal 

In a small bowl combine the yeast and sugar, add 
the water and stir. Yeast should become active and 
bubbly appearing within five minutes. Place 3 cups of 
flour in a large bow! and stir in the salt. Form a well 
in the center of the flour, pour in the yeast mixture 
and add 1 tablespoon of the oil. Stir the flour/yeast 
mixture until it begins to mass together, but is still 
soft. Turn the dough onto a floured surface and begin 
to knead it. Slowly add the remaining % cup of flour 
until the dough is no longer sticky. Continue to knead 
until the dough is smooth, shiny and elastic, about 10 
minutes or so. Shape the dough into a ball and place in 
a large, oiled bowl; turn to coat the surface with oil. 
Cover the bow] with plastic wrap and set it ina warm, 
draft-free spot (such as a turned off oven) and let it 
rise until double in size (about 1 to 142 hours). Preheat 
the oven to 500 degrees. Sprinkle a large pizza pan 
(13-inch diameter ) or a large baking pan (10 inches by 
15 inches) with the cornmeal. Place the risen dough 
onto a floured surface, roll it to the pan size and about 
4 inch to 3/8 inch thick. Place it in the pan. Blend the 
sauce ingredients together. Brush the top of the pizza 
dough with the remaining '% tablespoon of olive oil, 
then spread the sauce on top. Arrange the vegetables 
on top of the sauce and sprinkle with the cheese. Bake 
in preheated oven until the crust is golden and the 
cheese is melted and bubbly (about 7 to 10 minutes). 
This will provide about 8 large pieces of pizza.

SOUND WAVES 

Sound originates when an 
object vibrates and disturbs 
the air on either side of it. A 
plucked guitar string, for 
instance, displays an oscil 
lating movement which 
creates alternating waves of 
compressed and rarefied 
air. The former are bunched 
under pressure, while the 
latter are under little pres 
sure. If they could be seen 
they would resemble the 
peaks and valleys of ocean 
waves. These waves come in 
a variety of frequencies 
which are described in 
cycles per second. The 
higher the pitch, the higher 
the frequency. As the pres 
sure exerted by the waves 
the resonating ear 
drum, they are sent to the 
brain. Here, the waves of 
pressure are recognized as 
sound

Consumer spending on high 
tech home entertainment was a 
dramatic 85 percent higher in 
June 1988, than it was in the 
same month a year ago,” 
according to Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein.

“This dramatic increase, 
combined with a 10.5 percent 
gain in household furniture and 
a 21.4 percent growth in store 
and office equipment cr eated a 
21.8 percent growth in the over- 
all furniture, fixtures and 
appliances category of sales tax 
collections,’’ Goldstein said

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced an 
initiative designed to determine 
the issues and needs of Mary- 
land's elderly citizens 

Specifically, the governor 
said that Tuesday morning, 30 
members of his staff, traveling 
in groups of three, conducted 
person-to-person interviews in 
senior centers, social security 
offices, elderly housing proj- 
ects, senior nutrition sites, and 
shopping malling in nine Mary- 
land counties (including 
Garrett) and Baltimore City 

The purpose of the inter- 
views, the governor said, was to 
gain candid responses from 
seniors about their concerns 
and the issues affecting the 
quality of life of older people in 
Maryland. The survey teams 
asked seniors how they feel 
about the services they are now 
receiving, and what the state 
can do to improve those ser- 
vices 

“This informal survey by 
members of my staff sets the 
stage for establishing priorities 
for future elderly programs and 
services,’ the governor said 
“Our new Elderly Initiative is 
another way to strengthen 
interagency cooperation and 
establish partnerships with the 
private sector.

Health officials stress that the 
health threat from exposure to

The judge sentenced Robert 
L.. Warnick Jr., 25, Elk Garden, 
W.Va., to one year in the 
Department of Corrections for a 
battery charge. The sentence 
was suspended except for time 
served, and Warnick was fined 
$100 

The judge sentenced Warnick 
to 60 days in the Garrett County 
Jail for a charge of malicious 
destruction of the property of 
another. The sentence was then 
suspended, and Warnick was 
fined $50 and placed on one year 
supervised probation. 

The charges were filed by 
Nancy L. Cooper, Kitzmiller, 
following a May 11 incident 
there.

One detail Sen. Sarbanes was 
able to relay to local farmers 
attending a breakfast Monday 
morning at Will O'the Wisp with 
the senator and his party, was 
that those receiving drought 
assistance will be required to 
purchase crop insurance for 
next season’s crops. He ex- 
plained that crop insurance was 
the ‘biggest hassel’’ faced by 
Congress when working on the 
bill. The bill that passed the 
House required farmers to be 
holders of crop insurance now 
to receive drought assistance 
According to the senator, only 
four percent of Maryland's 
farmers carry crop insurance 


He explained that the Senate 
was able to keep the current 
crop insurance requirement out 
of the bill by making no such re- 
quirement in the bill passed by 
the Senate. When the bill went 
to the conference committee, 
however, a compromise had to 
be made, and the result was: 
drought assistance to any 
farmer applying who has suf- 
fered the required loss, but re- 
quiring that he purchase crop 
insurance for the next season's

Only 25 percent of farmers 
nationwide carry crop in- 
surance, according to 
Sarbanes, who added that they 
are not participating because of 
the cost, the complex record 
keeping it requires, and trouble 
finding agents who sell it be- 
cause of the low commission in- 
volved

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fast, Oren Bender suggested 
that Congress find out ‘if there 
is a surplus of milk." Bender 
pointed out that dairies are 
competing for, even begging for 
milk here in the East, but that 
dairy product imports are still 
coming into the country from 
Canada 

Bender went on to say that the 
American people seem to feel 
that surpluses are not only 
expensive but unnecessary, 
instead of being greatful that 
they exist to be used when 
needed. 

Senator Sarbanes said, 
“We've pushed hard to find 
markets and expand markets 
for dairy products."’ He said 
that one problem is that farms 
are heavily subsidized in 
European countries, and that is 
one major source of contention 
when dealing with the EEC 
(European Economic Com- 
munity). Sarbanes feels the 
U.S. must get ‘‘much tougher 
with trade policies.”’ 

Brought to the attention of 
those attending was the fact 
that Maryland Governor 
William Donald Schaefer is 
planning a state conference on 
the Future of Maryland Agri- 
culture, to take a look at the 
most important, most critical 
issues affecting Maryland agri- 
culture in the next 10 to 15 
years. The conference will be 
held November i0 and il in 
Baltimore, and Sarbanes says it 
is a real effort to raise the 
profile of agriculture to policy 
makers. 

The senator said there is an 
assumption that farm economy 
doesn’t count, but that eco 
nomic impact does exist. 

The farmers attending told 
Sen. Sarbanes that the effect of 
this drought will be felt this 
winter, and that the public has 
no clear understanding of what 
expenses farmers have. Several 
farmers told the senator that 
the cost of soybeans have risen 
60 percent, compared to a .04 
percent retail food price rise 
this summer. In relation to the 
drought assistance, several 
said, ‘It will be too late to wait 
until mid-winter to know if we 
qualify for drought assistance.”’ 

A wide range of farm related 
issues was discussed, and 
Charles Mason concluded by 
telling the senator that for the 
last five years the government 
has prevented farmers from 
making a profit. ‘‘We all hate to 
go asking for something,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but we aren't allowed to 
make a profit and build up a 
reserve. Let us do that and we 
won't need crop insurance." 

Following the breakfast, the 
senator’s party had a chance to 
see some drought damage to 
crops and pasture on the Mason 
farm just south of Oakland.

Years Have Revolutionized Harvesting 


Harvesting has evolved over 
the years from hand picking to 
machines that harvest hun- 
dreds of acres of grain in a few 
days 

Recently, several John Deere 
Harvester Works managers 
were brought together to talk 
about this evolution of harvest- 
ing equipment. The subjects 
discussed ranged from the his- 
tory of combines to the future

REAPING TODAY’S

When early inventors 
patented designs for the first 
combine in 1828 they could 
scarcely have been expected to 
envision the next 160 years of 
harvest technology. ‘‘But those 
early inventors and their 
modern day counterparts share 
similar goals for harvesting 
technology improving 
productivity, efficiency, capac- 
ity, crop quality, safety and 
comfort,’’ said Herman Jasper, 
factory marketing manager for 
the John Deere Harvesting 
Works 

“Early development of com- 
bine technology was relatively 
good as inventors refined their 
initial efforts,’’ explained

Jasper.**‘But the last 50 years 
have seen some startling 
changes.”’ 

One such change occurred in 
1938 when self-propelled com- 
bines were introduced and 
quickly began replacing 
tractor-powered machines. 

Although design refinements 
were continuous, a major tech- 
nological advancement 
occurred in 1954 when John 
Deere engineers introduced the 
concept of attaching a corn 
harvesting head to a combine 

This development changed 
harvesting procedures and 
grain movement in many 
regions. It revolutionized the 
way farmers handle and store 
grain, and gave birth to new 
grain-drying and grain-handl- 
ing businesses. At the same 
time, it nearly eliminated the 
need for corn shellers, also part 
of many combine manu- 
facturers’ product line 

Through the 1960s, as farms 
grew in size, yields increased, 
and a wider variety of crops 
were produced, combine manu- 
facturers kept pace. Threshing 
units were improved. The cylin- 
der, concave, beater, and 
beater grates were refined to in- 
crease capacity. 

“These improvements were 
made possibie by the develop- 
ment of compact, high-horse- 
power engines,”’ said Jasper

“Early combines required only 
20 to 50 horsepower; today’s 
machines utilize powerplants 
producing 130 to more than 200 
horsepower." 

To protect these high-horse- 
power engines in dirty harvest 
conditions, a system was 
developed to remove trash and 
chaff from the air before it 
enters the radiator, which 
keeps the radiator clean and 
effective. The system uses a flat 
rotating screen placed ahead of 
the radiator 

The larger, more complex 
machines also required new, 
higher-capacity drive systems. 
John Deere introduced the first 
hydrostatic variable ground 
drive combine in the mid-1960s. 

“Hydrostatic ground drives 
increase combine efficiency be- 
cause they are more respon- 
sive. They provide a much 
broader variable speed range 
than gear transmissions and the 
V-belt drive systems, thus 
eliminating gear shifting except 
when transporting the machine. 
Hydrostatic drives also en- 
hance reliability and provide 
hydrostatic braking,’’ said 
Jasper. 

Today, hydrostatic trans- 
missions are standard on most 
larger combines and a popular 
option on smaller machines. 

‘*We found additional uses for 
the new generation of low-cost, 
fixed and variable displace- 
ment hydraulic motors,” added 
Jasper. ‘‘Fully hydrostatic 
steering and header reel speed 
control are two examples of 
new uses for hydraulic power.”’ 

One of the most significant 
developments utilizing 
hydraulics was the introduction 
of powered rear wheels in 1972. 
This added power and 
maneuverability allowed 
farmers to harvest during 
adverse field conditions. Today, 
this is a very popular option, 
especially with corn, rice and 
soybean growers, and can be 
engaged by means of a switch 
located in the cab. 

The operator's cab is another 
area of the combine that has 
undergone significant refine- 
ment 

‘‘Manufacturers began offer- 
ing cabs as an option in the 
early 1960s,"’ said Jasper 
“From those early, no-frills 
cabs, many improvements have 
been made in air conditioning, 
pressurization and cab sealing, 
air filtration, operator visibility 
and sound reduction. An innova- 
tion now found on most com- 
bines is the feeder house

reverser, which keeps the oper- 
ator inside the cab and away 
from the machinery 

“As technology advances 
more and more controls and 
adjustments are handled from 
the cab,”’ he continued. ‘Today 
an operator can adjust cylinder 
speed and concave clearance 
from the cab, as well as monitor 
ground speed, engine speed and 
grain loss." 

In addition to developing 
machines that are easier to 
operate, manufacturers are 
developing ways to help 
farmers decrease crop losses at 
harvest. In 1975, the row crop 
head was introduced to reduce 
soybean and sunflower loss due 
to reel shatter. This head re- 
trieves down crops and allows 
higher ground speeds 

Another development 
resulted from the need to re- 
duce losses when harvesting 
low-growing crops. The wide, 
high-capacity, rigid-cutting 
platforms did not follow ground 
contours. In 1976, a cutting plat- 
form was produced with an inte- 
gral flexible cutterbar. The 
flexible cutterbar follows the 
contour of the ground, im- 
proving soybean plant pickup 
and reducing damage to the 
header and cutterbar 

*“Combines and combine tech- 
nology have come a long way, 
but this is just the beginning,”’ 
said Jasper. “We are very 
selectively marrying new tech- 
nology with proven harvesting 
concepts to provide more effi- 
cient harvesting machines. The 
next 10 to 15 years promise to 
bring even more innovative 
combine developments. We're 





confident farmers will find 
these innovations as beneficial 
as the changes to combines and 
harvesting that have taken 
place in the last 50 years.”

ALFALFA TIPS 

eCutting or Grazing — The dry weather sure put a strain on 
the alfalfa crop this summer. Now, with the recent rains and 
cooler weather, we are starting to see a response in growth. I 
would suggest that you delay grazing or cutting until after we get 
a killing frost. The suggested management practice is that alfalfa 
has a four to five week period of recovery after a cutting before a 
hard frost. As you all know, trying to out guess the weather in 


Garrett County is risky. 


«Potash — Potash provides winter hardiness. With many of 
the plants under stress, I think it would be a good practice to 
apply around 200 lbs. of potash per acre. 

¢Spring Seedings — In the last couple of weeks I have checked 
several alfalfa fields that were also seeded with grass. In most 
cases the grasses did not survive the dry period. You should check 
your fields for plant population. Going into the winter you would 
like to average around 20 plants per square foot. Chances are 
there will be a loss of plants up to 40 percent due to winter kill. 


Weed Control — 


As most of you noticed, weeds are generally 


more drought resistant than our crops, particularly broadleaf 
weeds such as ragweed, pigweed, etc. If you let these weeds go to 
seed, chances are you will have more weeds next spring. Also the 
loss of plant population provides less competition. For new 


seedings of alfalfa or alfalfa grass, 


you are very limited in 


selection of herbicides. The most common herbicide used for 
broadleaf weed control in new seedings is Butyrac 200 applied at 
1-12 qts. per acre. The larger the weed, the more difficult to kill 
On established stands, after the alfalfa goes dormant this fall, you 
may use Lexone, Sencor or Senbar

Policy Explained 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education is required by its 
own policy and by federal and 
state law to annually notify 
eligible students and parents 
who have children attending 
public school of the policy regu- 
lating the handling of student 
records and the information 
contained within them, accord- 
ing to Albert Coviello, director 
of pupil services. 

The provisions of this policy 
are intended to preserve the 
right of students and parents to 
have full access to all official 
records about the students

Individual pupil records 
maintained by teachers or other 
school personnel under the pro-

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WVU Psychologists Offer Advice 


About Children’s 


MORGANTOWN, W.Va 
Going to school for the first time 
is probably the most important 
step children take in becoming 
independent from their parents, 
according to Drew Bradlyn, 
clinical psychologist the 
department of behavioral 
medicine and psychiatry at 
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psychologist at WVU, recently 
discussed the trials and 
anxieties that students—from 
kindergarten to senior 
high—may experience during 
the first weeks of a new school 
year 

Their presentation, 
Homework, Hassles 
Back to School,”’ was part of a 
public lecture series offered by 
Chestnut Ridge Hospital in 
Morgantown 

Bradlyn most school- 
related anxieties of first-year 
students are normal responses 
to their changing social roles 

“Going to school for the first 
time is a startling experience. 
It’s comparable to adults who 
go to a foreign country and 
aren't sure how to act. The best 
way to fit in is to watch other 
people and find out what 
behavior is appropriate and 
what gets you in trouble,” said 
Bradlyn 

She added that parents should 
begin preparing their child to 
enter school up to a year before 
they attend class 

“Positive conditioning can 
begin with simple remarks like, 
This time next year, you'll be 
in school.’ Talks about what the 
child will actually do, stressing 
much fun school can be, 
should become more detailed as 
fall approaches,”’ she said 

Bradlyn also recommends 
that parents take their child to 
the school before classes begin. 
‘Some children don’t know

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what a school looks like. Just 
seeing the physcial structure 
before the beginning of classes 
can speed the initial adjust- 
ment,” she said 

A normal adjustment period 
for first-year students ranges 
from one to several weeks, 
Bradlyn said 

The most common problem 
parents experience from 6- to 
10-year-old children’ is 
reluctance to attend school once 
classes have begun 

Bradlyn said it’s not 
uncommon for children to flatly 
refuse to go to school. If this 
refusal becomes routine, the 
child can quickly fall behind in 
learning and social develop- 
ment. 

Bradlyn warns parents to be 
prepared for the age-old 
ploy—‘‘I’m too sick to go to 
school today.” 

“When children claim to be 
ill, it puts them in the driver 
seat because they have a 
certain amount of control over 
the situation. At the very least, 
they will receive attention,’’ she 
said 

Bradlyn said that parents 
must first determine whether 
the child is actually ill 

“If parents are not sure 
whether the child is ill, the 
safest thing to do is schedule a 
doctor's appointment. I 
recommend making an appoint- 
ment the morning or afternoon 
the child says he or she is sick 
In many cases, fear of the 
doctor is greater than the fear 
of school and the child will 
decide to go to school after all,” 
she said 

If the child stays home, 
parents should treat the child as 
sick throughout the entire day 

“Don't let them play sick dur- 
ing the morning and play Atari 
all afternoon. Kids learn very 
quickly what they can get away 
with,”’ Bradlyn said 

If school-related anxieties 
persist for more than several 
days in young children, Bradlyn 
recommends that parents con- 
front the child and inform the 
child’s teacher 

‘Just ask children what's 
wrong, and they'll usually put 
their problems on the line 
Whether it’s schoolwork, 
teachers, or problems with 
other children, acknowledging 
fears is always the first step 
toward overcoming them,” 
Bradlyn said

In severe cases of school-re- 
lated anxieties, professional 
counseling may be necessary 
for the child, Bradlyn said 

“It’s always easier for a child 
psychologist to deal with 
problems at their earliest 
stages than at more progressed 
states,"’ she said. ‘‘The longer 
the child has suffered, the 
longer it will take for him or her 
to function effectively in the 
classroom." 

Dr. Harris explained that 
school-related anxieties of 
children 12 years and older are 
usually different than those 
experienced by young children 

“For junior and senior high 
school students, school is first 
and foremost a social environ- 
ment,’’ Harris said 

“When asked to state their 
favorite aspects about school, 
the two top answers are friends 
and extracurricular activities. 
Third is ‘nothing.’ Finishing a 
disappointing fourth are 
teachers and classwork.”’ 

Many school-related 
anxieties for teenagers occur 
during the transitions from 

elementary to junior high and 
from junior high to senior high 
“One day you're at the top of 
the ladder, the next day you're 
at the very bottom,’’ Harris 
explained. 

“Outgoing children who are 
involved in school activities 
seem to make the transition 
more smoothly. For shy adoles- 
cents or those with very low 
self-esteem, the transitions 
often compound existing 
problems."’ 

Harris said a variety of inter- 
ventions are available for 
junior and senior high students 

“Tutoring and a talk with the 
guidance counselor can some- 
times solve problems without 
the need for further inter- 
vention,’’ Harris _ said. 

“The most important thing 
for parents to do is get involved 
as soon as severe emotional 
changes develop. Consider talk- 
ing with school officials. They 
probably have experienced 
identical problems with pre- 
vious students and may offer 
very helpful suggestions.”’ 

If anxiety persists in teenage 
students, Harris says, parents 
must first determine the 
severity of the problem 

“Once you define the extent of 
the problem, set a course of 
action and a reason- 
able—usually brief—time 
frame for resolving it. When 
that period has elapsed, re- 
evaluate the child. If anxieties 
persist, professional counseling 
may be necessary. 

“For most students, school is 
a rewarding experience, 
academically and socially. The 
involvement of parents can 
make school a_ better 
experience for all family mem- 
bers,”’ Harris concluded.

The policy goes on to spell out 
the types of data in a pupil 
record, the types of student 
records, and how the records 
are transferred between 
schools, individuals, institu- 
tions, and agencies. 

If access to a_ student's 
records is desired by an eligible 
student or parent, he/she 
should contact the appropriate 
school principal. In most cases,

Glendale Bridge 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners held meetings on Tues- 
day with the Garrett County 
Grand Jury, the Garrett County 
Roads Board, as well as a 
Block-4Grant Hearing 

GRAND JURY 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Ernie Gregg stated that 
the meeting with the Garrett 
County Grand Jury was ‘‘very 
positive and very fruitful.”’ 

Gregg stated that plans to 
replace the Glendale Bridge 
over Deep Creek Lake are being 
finalized. Because the current 
bridge is only a little wider than 
one car, traffic is often held up 
on the Glendale Road. The new 
bridge will be similar to the 
Deep Creek Lake bridge on Rt 
219 which was built by the state 
The cost will be slightly higher 
than $2.5 million. Tentative 
plans are for construction to 
begin in the spring 

The accomodations tax was 
appraised.

Drowning Victim 
Not Found, Dogs 
To Aid In Search 


The search for the body of ap- 
parent drowning victim Larry 
Darnell Owens, 22, of 
Baltimore, continued this week 
with shoreline and surface sezr- 
ches, according to Department 
of Natural Resources Police 
Cpl. John Williams 

Williams noted that the next 
step in the search will be a 
group of Labrador Retrievers 
from the Washington, D.C., 
area which have been trained to 
smell drowning victims under 
the water. Williams noted that 
dogs trained in this field were 
able to locate a car containing 
four victims in 200 feet of water. 

Williams said, “I have no 
reason whatsoever to believe 
there is not a body there.” 
Williams listed several reasons 
why the body has not yet been 
located. On factor is that no one 
in the area has had any ex- 
perience with deep water 
drownings and the visibility if 
very limited. Also, a good loca- 
tion in this incident was not pin- 
pointed. He said, “If we could 
have pinpointed a good location, 
we could have found the body 
the same day or the day after.”’ 

Williams said, ‘‘With the 
drowning on Monday, we had a 
very good location, and three 
divers were able to locate the 
body within an hour. However, 
in this case, we had 20 divers, 
and they still couldn’t find the 
body.”’ Williams also noted 
that water temperature is a fac- 
tor in the time it takes for a vic- 
tim’s body to come to the sur- 
face. ‘The water temperature 
at that area of the lake is ap 
proximately 45 degrees, which 
is very cold. The colder the 
water is, the longer it will take 
for a body to rise 

“Stomach contents also have 
a lot to do with it. If the person 
had eaten and drunk a lot before 
the incident, the body would 
rise faster. However, if the 
stomach was empty, it would 
take longer.” 


Idella Kretchman, of Grantsville, 


Begins Second Century Of Living 


“This was just my first 100th 
birthday and now I am going to 
start working on my second 
hundred.’ 

These were the words of 
Idella Kretchman, who ob- 
served her 100th birthday last 
Friday, September 2 

A celebration was held for the 
occasion on Sunday in the com- 
munity room at the Goodwill 
Mennonite Home in Grantsville 
Nephews and nieces of Ms 
Kretchman hosted the party, 
which was attended by friends 
and relatives, as well as 
residents and workers of the 
horne 

Ms. Kretchman was born 
September 2, 1888 to Monroe 
and Annie Kretchman. The 
family lived and worked on a 
208 acre farm near St. Paul in 
Elk Lick Township, Pa. There 
were six children: Martha 
(Schlosnagle), Cora (Engle), 
Edith, Harry, Idella and Orpha 
When Idella was three and a 
half years old, their father died 
of ‘‘brain fever,’’ now known as 
mastoid fever. Since hot com- 
presses were prescribed in- 
stead of the cold compresses 
used today, his death 
greatly accelerated 

After Monroe Kretchman’s 
death, the family moved back to 
live with the Lowrys in Elk 
Lick. The farm was sold to 
Monroe's brother, and the farm 
was paid for by a dowry. The 
dowry eventually provided a 
home for the family and enabl- 
ed Idella to attend Susquehanna 
College, where she majored in 
music and piano. This educa- 
tion provided the basis for her

After graduation, Idella went 
to live in Pittsburgh with her 
sister Cora, who was married to 
John Engle of Engle’s Mill in 
Elk Lick. To succeed in her new 
vocation, she needed to live in 
the city, so she spent her entire 
working life with her sister's 
family. 


On July 7, 1912, Idella joined 
the Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church in Beechview, Pitts- 
burgh, with a letter of 
reference from her home 
church in Salisbury, Pa. She 
soon became church organist, 
and managed to build up a 
clientele of piano students. She 
taught students in their homes 
for 56 years, never missing a 
single lesson, except for the 
period in 1918 when she became 
very ill with the flu and almost 
lost her life 

Idella became well known in 
musical circles. She was a 
charter member and officer of 
the Pittsburgh Piano Teachers 
Association, as well as the 
South Hills Chorale. She fondly 
remembers singing in Forbes 
Field for a special day honoring 
the Pittsburgh Pirates.

Dock Permit Moratorium Imposed; 
Rolling Ridge Application Approved 


The Federal Energy Regu 
latory Commission issued a 
decision on August 29 to place a 
moratorium on new permits for 
more than 10 docks on Deep 
Creek Lake. FERC also granted 
an application by Rolling Ridge 
Joint Venture/Rachuba Enter- 
prises, Inc. to construct boat 
dock facilities consisting of 79 
boat slips and appurtenant 
facilities on two sites currently 
being constructed at Deep 
Creek Lake by Rolling Ridge. 

In addition, the Commission 
made quite clear its dissatis- 
faction with Penelec’s failure to 
fulfill its obligations under the 
license, and put Rolling Ridge 
on notice of the need to fulfill its 
commitments and particularly 
of the need to inform prospec- 
tive purchasers of the limited 
number of boat slips available. 

Opposing the application 
were the Deep Creek Lake 
Property Owners Association 
and the Marsh Hill Road 
Extended Property Owners 
Association, arguing that the 
application is inconsistent with 
the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources’ regulations 
governing the recreational use 
of Deep Creek Lake. They also 
contend that the addition of the 
proposed boat docks would 
further overcrowd the lake and 
cause safety hazards as a result 
of the increase in boat traffic 
and the configuration of the pro- 
posed docks. 

The associations also argued 
that, at the very least, the Com- 
mission should withhold action 
on the pending application, and 
any other similar application 


Scenic Steam Railroad Proposed 


By New W. Md. Tourism Bureau 


A new tourism bureau, the 
Western Maryland Convention 
and Visitor's Bureau, recently 
held its second meeting in 
Hagerstown to discuss ways to 
enhance and expand the tourist 
industry in the state’s three 
western-most counties, as a 
whole. The key suggestion 
stemming from the meeting 
was the possibility of develop- 
ing a Hagerstown-to-Oakland 
scenic railroad to unify the 
region and help spur tourism, 
economic development and con- 
vention business. 

The new tourism bureau was 
created through legislation last 
session by the Maryland 
General Assembly, and meets 
with Allegany County Delegate 
Casper R. Taylor Jr. directing 
the bureau. Each of the three 
Western Maryland counties has 
one delegate on the bureau. In 
addition to Taylor from Alle- 
gany, that includes Del. George 
C. Edwards from Garrett and 
Del. Peter G. Callas from Wash- 
ington. The bureau also in- 
cludes two members appointed 
by the commissioners of each 
county and two members 
appointed by the Chamber of 
Commerce in Allegany and 
Washington and two members 
appointed by the Deep Creek 
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Lake/Garrett County Pro- 
motion Council in Garrett. The 
members of the bureau from 
Garrett County in addition to 
Edwards are: Commissioner 
John Braskey, Development Di- 
rector Tom Jones; Rob 
Michaels; and Tom James. 

Del. Edwards explained that 
the purpose of the bureau is not 
to take away from what each 
county is doing individually, but 
to expand and involve private 
enterprise in the effort for the 
good of all three counties. 
Bureau Director Casper Taylor 
said, ‘‘When you talk to people 
on the Eastern Shore, you don’t 
hear people talking about 
individual counties. You hear 
people talking about the East- 
ern Shore. That’s the kind of 
mentality we've got to develop, 
and to do it you've got to break 
down parochial barriers.” 

The scenic railroad concept is 
one that Del. Edwards sees as 
“having a lot of potential.” In 
the very preliminary stages of 
discussion, the railroad would 
go through tunnels in the 
Appalachian foothills of Wash- 
ington, Allegany and Garrett 
counties and wind along parts of 
the Potomac River and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal, en- 
compassing a scenic steam 
locomotive line called the Alle- 
gany Central Railroad which is 
expected to begin operating this 
fall between Cumberland and 
Frostburg. 

The line would use a right-of- 
way which stretches westward 
from Frostburg to Oakland in 
Garrett County and a right-of- 
way between Hagerstown and 
Hancock, which CSX Trans- 
portation has applied to 
abandon. Edwards said it is 
very difficult to get permission 
from CSX to use steam loco- 
motives on tracks in use by 
freight trains, such as the 
stretch between Hancock and

that might be filed involving 
installation of a_ significant 
number of new boat slips, pend- 
ing completion of a carrying 
capacity study and a lake 
zoning plan, both of which are 
currently being prepared 

In their decision, FERC 
stated, ‘in that Penelec (owner 
of Deep Creek Lake) has never 
implemented any recreational 
development, required by its 
license issued 20 years ago, and 
in that a lake zoning plan, re- 
quired by the license, and the 
lake carrying capacity study, 
currently being prepared by 
DNR, are due to be filed on 
March 1, 1989, we do not intend 
to grant any further extension 
for any of these filings. Nor do 
we intend to authorize the 
issuance of any more permits 
for the installation of docking 
facilities until we have received 
the required information. When 
the filings are made on March], 
1989, we will carefully consider 
them and impose any restric- 
tions with respect to lake 
management that are neces- 
sary to ensure the maintenance 
of Deep Creek Lake as a recrea- 
tional and natural resource and 
the safety of lake users. 

After the decision was an- 
nounced by FERC, Ed King, 
president of the Deep Creek 
Lake Property Owners Associ- 
ation, stated that although they 
were disappointed that FERC 
approved Rolling Ridge’s 
application for 79 dock slips,

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Who’s To Blame?... 


Today is National Literacy Day, which calls to 
attention the fact that millions of our citizens suffer 
from the terrible ‘‘affliction’’ of illiteracy. 
According to the most recent statistics, there are 20 
million adult Americans who cannot read or write, 
and nearly 4,000 of them reside right here in Garrett 
County (see special feature on page C-1). 

The first question that comes to our minds is, 
Why? Why, in this the most civilized nation of the 
world with an outstanding education system, are 
there so many adults who are illiterate? Is it the 
system? Is it poor teaching? Is it something else? 

We believe that our current education system of 
something called ‘‘mainstreaming’’ has something 
to do with the large number of students who come 
out of school, either with a diploma or as dropouts, 
who cannot read. The idea of mainstreaming is to 
allow all students, regardless of ability, to work at 
their own levels and be passed on to the next grade if 
they meet certain standards. The standards for the 
‘slower’ students are lower than those for the 
‘‘gifted’’ students. 

The first-grade students who start out in the 
“‘slow’’ group are often locked into that group for the 
rest of their school days, falling farther and farther 
behind each year. Thus, we have eighth-grade 
students reading on a third-grade level, but they are 
still meeting that minimum standard for the ‘‘slow”’ 
class. 

Should these students who are so far below level 
continually be retained, however? Some believe so. 
Yet, what about the ‘‘slow’’ student who works much 
harder than even the ‘“‘gifted”’ student, but still can’t 
quite do it? What about the student who has one or 
more of the hundreds of identifiable learning 
disabilities? If these students, whose self-esteems 
are already so fragile, are retained year after year, 
they simply drop out at age 16, defeated and more 
dejected than before. 

Poor teachers? In some cases, perhaps. But in 
general, we do not believe the teachers are to blame 
for our illiteracy problem. We believe the real 
source of the problem is with the parents. 

On every single report card in Garrett County 
the level of the student’s performance in the major 
subjects is indicated as above, on, or below level. 
The parents of students who are performing below 
level, in reading or in any subject, should do 
everything within their power to improve their 
child’s performance. They should meet with the 
teacher, ask questions, find out what can be done at 
home to help the child, and check into the many 
resources provided by the Board of Education. Good 
teachers are thrilled when a parent takes such 
action, because they want nothing more than to see 
their students achieve. Unfortunately, too many 
parents do not act in this manner. They ignore the 
problem and it just gets worse, until it is too late to 
help the child. 

So, parents, we believe that you are primarily to 
blame if your child becomes an illiterate adult. 
However, the adults who do suffer from illiteracy 
need help, and the Literacy Council of Garrett 
County provides the means for all literate adults to 
provide that assistance. The council needs volun- 
teers to open a whole new world for people like Billy 
Joe Burns, for whom the nightmare of illiteracy is 
rapidly fading away because of the caring efforts of 
a fellow human being. 

We are not sure whose feeling of immense 
satisfaction is greater, Billy Joe’s or his tutor’s. 
Give the Literacy Council a call.

To the Editor: 

Because of a petition signed 
by 51,000 Maryland voters, the 
citizens of Maryland now have 
the opportunity and the 
responsibility to overturn by 
referendum in November one of 
the most onerous and potenti- 
ally abusive laws ever to be 
passed in the Maryland General 
Assembly: Maryland's new 
handgun law (HB1131). 

This poorly crafted law, con- 
trary to the major média’s 
propaganda that its purpose is 
to outlaw “Saturday Night 
Snecials,”’ can ban the manu- 
facture and sale of any and all 
handguns made after 1984. 

It is a legislative abortion. 
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For example: 

1) It delegates power from the 
legislative branch to the execu- 
tive branch to appoint a nine- 
member board to decide which, 
if any, handguns manufactured 
after January 1, 1985 can be 
legally sold in Maryland. In 
addition to being questionable 
on Constitutional grounds, this 
delegation places far too much 
power in the hands of a few 
political appointees who are tc 
be appointed by an acknowl- 
edged anti-gun state adminis- 
tration. 

2) According to Richard S. 
McKernon, a respected expert 
in gun law and well-known 
Montgomery County attorney, 
the standards specified in this 
law to be used by the board in 
deciding which guns will be 
legal are vague and subjective 
Mr. McKernon adds (July issue 
of Free State Journal), ‘‘The 
bill is not specific. There is no 
requirement on the board to test 
(handguns). The board, a 
super-legislative body, does not 
have to answer to anybody.” 

3) The law has the potential for 
harming innocent law-abiding 
citizens who inadvertently sella 
handgun not included on the 
board’s list and are thus re- 
quired to pay a fine up to $2,500! 
And what impact will this new 
law have on criminals? Like 
most gun laws . . . absolutely 
none! 

Gun control is not crime 
control. It has been described 
as the last refuge of political 
cowards who refuse to come to 
grips with the real problem: the 
criminal and the criminal man- 
ner with which he has been 
allowed to prey repeatedly on 
society by a permissive 
criminal justice system. 

The liberal state of Massa- 
chussetts had the good sense to 
vote a similar handgun ban pro- 
posal down in a referendum in 
1976 by a better than two to one 
margin. Maryland voters can 
and should do the same in No- 
vember to preserve their 
Second Amendment rights and 


Maryland 
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to send out representatives in 
Annapolis a loud and clear mes- 
sage that they went far too far 
in encroaching on the rights of 
the people they are supposed to 
serve.

Let me tell a little about the origin of the drive. ‘‘In the Meuse- 
Argonne Forest the last big decisive ‘push’ of the World War was 
fought and won by the Allies on Argonna Day, September 26. The 
Disabled American Veterans of the World War enlisted the aid of 
the general public in waging the battle for justice still being 
fought by thousands of unfortunate disabled veterans whose 
claims for government treatment and compensation have been 
denied because of deficiencies of the law or of the evidence 
submitted by them. 

“On September 24, 1926, forget-me-nots were first offered for 
sale in every large town and city throughout the nation to people 
who had not forgotten their wartime promises that nothing would 
be too good for the returning soldier. The wearing of a forget-me- 
not on Argonna Day, therefore, meant much more than the 
expression of a sentiment; it carried with it as well, the fact that 
the wearer was performing an unselfish service in assisting 
unfortunate and needy Disabled American Veterans 

“By remembering the living, we can best honor the dead. 
Through the sale of the little blue flowers of remembrance, the 
D.A.V. hopes to realize sufficient funds to carry on its very 
important work for the coming years 

“At the Detroit Convention, July 31, 1929, Argonne Day, 
September 26, and Armistice Day, November 11, were designated 
as ‘‘Forget-Me-Not Days”’ with the understanding that units may 
conduct a drive on dates other than the above because of weather 
conditions or other local circumstances 

“In accordance with the custom established at the White House 
at the time of the Disabled Veterans of the World War’s first 
annual appeal to the public through the medium of the forget-me- 
not sale, President Calvin Coolidge, while at the summer White 
House, issued a proclamation calling upon the people of the U.S. 
to support the organization's call for assistance in which he 
commended the D.A.V. The president stated that the D.A.V. was 
one agency which gave the government needed help by assisting 
in every possible way in alleviating the sufferings of those 
veterans of the recent conflict for whom the war still endured.” 

About six years ago, we started holding a church service to 
begin the forget-me-not drive in Garrett County. This year’s 
service will be September 18 at St. Paul's United Methodist 
church during the 10:45 a.m. service. All those attending should 
meet in front of the church by 10:30 a.m. and enter as a group 

We also remember the more than 1,300 members of the 
military who fought in Vietnam who are still either prisoners of 
war or listed as missing in action. It is important that we never 
forget that they are there

Gun control and urbanization 


It's the hottest item on the Nov. 8 
ballot. The outcome of the voting 
could have nationwide impact. An 
expensive campaign is being 
waged. It could even overshadow 
the Bush-Dukakis race, 

Gun control is the issue. The two 
sides are adamant in their positions. 
And virtually everyone knows what 
the positions are. 

On the one side is the National 
Rifle Association and its support- 
ers. They oppose any law that 
would restrict an individual's right 
to own a gun. They consider gun- 
owning a rock-hard constitutional 
privilege. They are not shy about 
pronouncing the present handgun 
control measure a threat to the safe- 
ty and well-being of every Ameri- 
can 

On the other side are a bunch of 
"do-gooders." They include Gov. 
William Donald Schaefer, Attorney 
General J. Joseph Curran Jr. and 
members of gun-control groups 
They are anxious to outlaw a Cate- 
gory of handguns known as 
"Saturday Night Specials." These 
are small, poorly made, cheap hand- 
guns often used in street crimes. 
These people consider the gun law a 
matter of safeguarding the public's 
safety by er the availability 
of Saturday Night Specials to crim- 
inal elements. 

The NRA is expected to pour a 
million dollars or more into the 


Maryland campaign to defeat this 
law on referendum. Those favoring 
the law have far fewer resources and 
won't come close to matching the 
NRA's financial fire-power. Nor can 
proponents match the NRA's hard- 
edged scare tactics and propaganda 
assault. What Marylanders heard on 
radio this summer is only a preview 
of NRA advertising soon to come 

What supporters of the law do 
have is the weight of officialdom 
and public opinion. It is hard to 
find many elected government lead 
ers in high office in this state who 
support the NRA on this issue, Nor 
is it easy to find many police chiefs 
who back the NRA. According to 
opinion polls, most people favor 
gun-control, too 

Are polls of this nature accurate? 
That's what this election will tell 
us. Is the NRA's vast membership 
as all-powerful as has been 
thought? We'll know in November. 

One reason the NRA is willing to 
pull out all the stops to defeat this 
law is that a victory for gun control 
advocates in Maryland would open 
the way to a series of similar pr 
posals in other states, Why Con- 
gress might even get up enough 
nerve to take on the NRA! 

This election gives Marylanders a 
chance to express their preference: 
Do they want to prevent the state 
from imposing a partial ban on 
handgun ownership? Or do they fa-

vor a government crackdown on 
easily obtainable weapons often 
used by criminals? 

Maryland is no longer a bucolic, 
farming state. Very little of the 
state remains rural. The imperative 
for every houscholder to own a 
handgun and a rifle has disappeared. 

The Free State ranks No. 19 
among states in degree of urbaniza 
tion. It ranks No. 3 in the nation in 
the percent of people living in met 
ropolitan areas (93 percent, exceeded 
only by California and New Jersey) 
The state's crime rate is No. 16 in 
America—5,602 crimes reported for 
every 100,000 people. 

The crime problem is especially 
severe in the most densely populat 
ed regions. There, crime is almost 
of epidemic proportions. Yet the 
suburbs are experiencing a growing 
amount of handgun-related violence 
as its population swells 

Everyone carried a handgun in the 
Old West because it was the only 
way for citizens to ensure their safe 
ty. That solution won't work in the 
America of the late 20th Century. 

As this state's population swells 
and the cities’ suburbs move farther 
and farther into the countryside, the 
nature of society changes, The No 
vember referendum will indicate 
how concemed Maryland's electorate 
is about the level of criminal activi- 
ty and how an increasingly urba- 
nized state views the importance of 
handgun ownership.

blunt talk and quick action.

Last week I took part in a very special groundbreaking. It was 
the beginning of a project that I have followed very closely and 
one for which I have very high expectations. We were breaking 
ground for a new demonstration day care center that will serve 
the children of employees of Maryland’s Department of Environ- 
ment. 

When completed in November, the day care center will house 84 
children, ages 2 through 5, in a brand new, beautifully designed 
building just 100 yards from the Department of the 
Environment's office near Baltimore. Parent and child can come 
to work together, have lunch together, and go home together. 
That's a dream that many working parents have had for a long 
time. We hope that the success of this program will lead to other 
similar programs in businesses throughout Maryland. 

If there is one issue that everyone seems to agree on these days, 
it is the need for better and more affordable day care for our 
children. I don’t even have to spell out the arguments anymore. 
We all know how important quality day care is to each of us 
whether we have young children or not. How we care for our 
children today will determine our state’s and our nation’s future. 
How we nurture our children today will determine our prosperity 
tomorrow 

This demonstration center represents a new venture for the 
state of Maryland. It means that we have moved from talking 
about the problems of day care to doing something about them. It 
means that the state is trving to be a good corporate citizen and a 
caring and conscientious employer. 

State government is one of Maryland's largest employers. It is 
very important that we set an example for others to follow. We 
want more employers to get involved in helping employees solve 
their day care problems. This center will provide a national 
model that others can follow. 

I also look at this center as a unique opportunity to learn about 
day care first hand. The state will be right there like any other 
employer. We will have to meet the same regulations and 
standards. We will have the same problems and obstacles as any 
business owner and that is where we will learn. 

We want to use this experience to improve our system. It may 
mean that we propose changes in licensing regulations or 
modifications in design or standards. The important thing is that 
a year from now we should be able to go to a business and say: ‘‘It 
can be done and here’s how you can do it.” 

This pilot program is part of a larger emphasis on child care in 
Maryland. During the last legislative session, we increased fund- 
ing for day care slots for those who need them most— low-income 
and welfare families who must have child care to move into the 
workforce. We consolidated licensing and regulation of day care 
to make it easier for good providers to cut through the red tape 
and set up new facilities. We established incentives to encourage 
businesses to provide child care centers at the work site. And now 
we want to show what an employer can do with determination and 
commitment ; 

In recent months, we explored a number of different 
approaches to the questions of quality day care. We talked to 
leaders in other states. We visited a model day care center run by 
the Stride-Rite Corporation in Massachussetts. In every case, we 
found a common thread: partnership and innovation. Certainly, 
we have tried to build those two ideas into our program. 

The key to the Maryland project has been the strong cooper- 
ation between state government and private business. We have 
worked very closely with the owners of the Point Breeze business 
park where the center will be located. We have had wonderful 
cooperation from Cardinal Industries, a local Maryland company 
which has developed a modular prototype for a day care center 
that other businesses may want to explore. We have hired an 
excellent Lutherville, Maryland, company to staff and manage 
the renter 

We think we are on the right track in building a model that 
many businesses will be able to adapt to their individual needs. 
Overall, we expect the state’s investment in establishing and 
operating the center during the first year of the project to be less . 
than $220,000. Balance that against reduced absenteeism, : 
improved employee morale, and happy, well-cared-for children 
and it is a bargain by any calculation. .

I approached the dilapidated 
cabin hesitantly. The home 
health referral for this 52-year- 
old man cited a wound infection 
on the lower abdomen needing 
cleaning and a fresh dressing 
three times a day, one by me 
and the other two by him. The 
referral called him ‘“‘function- 
ally illiterate” and his personal 
hygiene “very poor.”’ 

My paiient met me at the 


door, a pudgy, unshaven man in 
filthy bib overalls. Period. No 
shoes. No shirt. Just bib 
overalls. Dried tobacco juice 
streaked from the corners of his 
mouth. Even his bald head was 
too dirty to shine 

“So you're the nurse,”’ he 
responded coldly after I intro- 
duced myself.‘‘I didn’t want 
you but my doctor said I had to 
let you come.” 

I took a quick look around. At 
one end of the living room was a 
trash-covered couch minus 
three legs. At the other was a 
woodpile, complete with 
chopping blocks and ax. A leaky 
wood stove separated the two. 
The floor of the narrow kitchen 
was slippery and sticky. I 
noticed brown streaks on the 
once-white metal cabinets. I

Maryland Natural Resources 
Police have compiled their 
boating accident statistics for 
Fiscal Year 1988, and report 374 
boats were involved in 297 
recreational boating accidents. 
These accidents resulted in 17 
deaths, 90 personal injuries, 
and $1,040,490 worth of property 
damage.

The HOMAR program was 
established in 1986 by the 
General Assembly. It supplies 
funds to help provide minor 
safety and security repairs to 
elderly or handicapped home- 
owners with very limited 
incomes 

The program is funded and 
administered through DHCD’s 
Division of Community 
Assistance, but each HOMAR 
program is organized and 
managed locally. Presently 
there are more than 20 pro- 
grams operating across the 
state. 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has praised the 
HOMAR program as ‘‘an 
example of state and- local 
governments and _ individual 
citizens, all working together to 
provide a Vital service. This is a 
true grassroots person-to-per- 
son program. Thanks to the 
HOMAR program, hundreds of 
elderly and handicapped Mary- 
landers, who cannot do their 
own repairs, receive home 
repair services which help them 
maintain their own homes and 
keep their independence,”’ the 
Governor explained. 

Political subdivisions, local 
community development 
agencies, and nonprofit cor- 
porations may apply for up to 
$20,000 to establish or continue a 
home maintenance and repair 
service for the elderly and 
handicapped in their 
communities. Grants are 
awarded on a competitive 
basis, and run for 12 months. 
The HOMAR funds must be 

matched through local funding. 

To help applicants under- 
stand the HOMAR program and 
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successfully apply for funding, 
DHCD's Office of Community 
Assistance will conduct a free 
pre-application training session 
on Tuesday, September 13, 
from 9:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. at the 
Department of Agriculture 
Building in Annapolis. The 
session will explain who is 
eligible, what the service 
parameters are, what expenses 
may be covered by a HOMAR 
grant, and other details. Pre-

disease, kidney failure, 
alcoholism, diabetes, or certain 
types of cancer, have the 
greatest risk. Residences of 
nursing homes or other institu- 
tions housing patients of any 
age who have serious long-term 
health problems should receive 
the vaccine 

Children 2 years of age and 
older with long-term illnesses 
that are associated with a high 
risk of getting serious 
pneumococcal infection should 
also have the vaccine. This in- 
cludes children whose spleens 
have been surgically removed 
and those who have nephrotic 
syndrome (a type of kidney 
disease), sickle cell disease or 
are taking drugs that lower the 
body's resistance to infections. 

Although vaccine failures 
may occur in some of these 
groups, especially those who 
are immuno-compromised, it is 
still recommended because 
they are at high risk for 
developing severe diseases. 

The health department 
reported that the pneumococcal 
vaccine should be given only

Time magazine called him ‘‘Mr. Literacy.’’ Many more knew 
him as the ‘Apostle to the Illiterates.’’ Lowell Thomas called him 
“the greatest teacher of our time.” 

The time of Dr. Frank Charles Laubach spanned from 1884 to 
1970, and in these nine decades he helped shape the world 

Dr. Laubach was a creator in the fullest sense of the word. His 
worth led directly to action. Through his world- 
rich, poor, teacher, and taught discovered 


vision of human

their own potenial to create a better world 

It was as a missionary in the Philippines in the 1930s that Dr 
Laubach discovered the value of key words to aid students in 
identifying sounds, and that he discovered the untapped potential 
of volunteer teachers. There in Lanao province the rallying cry of 
Each One Teach One was first heard 

Word of Dr. Laubach’s successful literacy campaigns in the 
Philippines drew requests for assistance around the world, and as 
Dr. Laubach traveled, the ‘‘Laubach Method” took form. At the 
same time he spared no efforts in pointing out the injustices 
suffered by the poor and hungry. He saw literacy as means of 
filling empty stomachs and preparing minds for self-rule. 

UI L4uUbDaCh spent 40 years as a literacy consultant to 
governments, church missions, and private organizations 
Working in 103 countries and 314 languages, he is credited with 
the basic education of millions of adults 

In 1955, Dr. Laubach founded Laubach Literacy International 
which continues his work today through a worldwide network of 
trained volunteers who enable illiterate adults to acquire the 
literacy skills they need to solve their daily problems. 

During his 40 years as a literacy crusader, Dr. Laubach also 
found time to be a prolific writer with 35 books and scores of

In an age when we get cash from instant money machines and 
world news from remote places on our TV screens, and when 
tomorrow's weather is predicted by sophisticated satellite and 
pre-schoolers learn the alphabet from Sesame Street, it would 
seem that literacy might be taken for granted. But not for the 23 
million Americans who have been identified as ‘functionally 
illiterate.”’ 

This term relates to the inability of a person to use reading, 
writing, and computational skills in everyday living. It means 
that these persons cannot perform the simple tasks of reading a 
counting correct change, or reading directions on a 
medicine bottle. These little necessities of living, then, become 
very important in this electronic world 

Unfortunately, literacy is not a guarantee of citizenship in a 
For many and varied reasons, 50 percent of the 
American workers and 75 percent of the unemployed have 
difficulty with basic skills of reading and writing; 27 percent of 
Army enlistees cannot read 7th grade level training manuals. In 
Garrett County, according to the 1980 census, 46 percent of 
persons over 25 did not complete high school, and 28 percent did 
not go beyond 8th grade 

These statistics show the necessity of a community effort such 
as the Literacy Council in which volunteers train to teach non- 
readers to read. The goal is not only so they can get a job, but so 
they can function in a modern world

For a number of years I had been concerned about the literacy 
problem in our county. Finally, through the efforts of three of us 
in the Lutheran Church Women, Linda Buckel, Beulah Moon and 
I, Ferne Beachy, together with Lillie Seward from the Maryland 
State Department of Education, Specialist Library Information 
Services and Programs, we began to do something about it. 

Through Ms. Seward the MSDE furnished a large supply of 
Laubach ‘‘way to reading’’ textbooks. Also, outreach chair- 
persons Kay Mackley and Mel Bennett of the Literacy Council of 
Frederick County, Maryland, Inc., came to our county in June 
1986, and offered leadership and encouragement and helped lay 
the foundation for a council. 

Through the Engle Memorial Fund in Frederick, a training 
team came to Garrett County. Betty Seligmann, Eva Hudson, 
Shirley Mumford and Joyce Routzahn came to conduct the initial 
Laubach tutor training workshop in October 1986. At that time 
twenty persons were certified as trained tutors to teach using the 
Laubach method of ‘‘each one teach one’’ with students wanting 
to learn to read and write. 

In the meantime officers of the local Council were elected as 
follows: co-chairpersons: Ferne Beachy and Thelma Swartzen- 
truber; secretary: Nancy Railey; assistant secretary: Beulah 
Moon; treasurer: Joan Sprangel; three directors: Edith Brock, 
Lorraine Ledden, Barbara Zaharoff; overall coordinator: Sallie 
Thayer; central area coordinator: Elizabeth Lohman; and 
northern area coordinator: Linda Buckel 

After adopting a set of by-laws, the Council made application to 
Laubach Literacy Action’s national office in Syracuse, New York, 
for our charter. We received our charter in March 1987 

Both volunteers and students come from all parts of the county 
and meeting places are mutually agreed upon. Some arrange to 
meet at libraries in the county, and several churches have co- 
operated in offering space for Council meetings and tutoring 
when needed 

Bonnie Tucker is now serving as vice president and Lorraine 
Ledden has replaced Sallie Thayer as coordinator for the county. 
Three of our trained tutors, Bonnie Tucker, Joan Sprangel and 
Jack Caruthers, are working to become Tutor Trainers at the 
present time and will be able to provide workshops at times other 
than Saturdays 

Our records show that we have had 20 volunteers tutoring in 
both 1987 and 1988. In addition, 18 non-teaching volunteers have 
assisted the Council in various ways. At present, Council 
records show there are 32 students 

Thanks go to the many people who have helped in this special 
project in Garrett County. We hope to educate everyone to the 
many ways the Council can be helped by individual effort. We

The job of the coordinator is to try to match each student with a 
tutor. In doing this there are many things to consider 

When a person calls for help in reading, we ask what his or her 
needs are, and then set some goals. Some want to be able to 
advance in their work situation. Others may need help in passing 
the written examination for a driver's license. Some want to be 
able to read the Bible. Many want to be able to read stories to 
their children. All of the information that comes to the coordina- 
tor, and then to the tutor, is confidential 

To arrange a location for instruction is another function of the 
coordinator. We have tutors scattered over much of Garrett 
County, while most of our students are concentrated in one area 
This causes a waiting list of students in that area. This imbalance 
causes other locations in the county to have tutors without 
students 

Once student and tutor are paired, a mutually acceptable 
location for instruction is arranged. Lessons usually take place 


twice weekly for about one and a half hours a session. Each month 
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tutored and how the student is progressing 

Some of the students have reached their goals. Students who 
make the commitment and attend their weekly lessons find that 
they can make rapid progress 

So far the volunteer tutors in the Council have taught 798 hours. 
We do need more tutors 

Our next training class will be held in October. If you can read 
you can help someone else learn to read. It does take some time, 
but its rewards are great.

Laubach Literacy Action (LLA) and Literacy Volunteers of 
America (LVA), the nation’s largest non-profit literacy organiza- 
tions, for 25 years have provided direction and focus to the 
volunteer literacy movement. In the early months of 1987 as a 
result of a Laubach Tutor Training Workshop, the literacy council 
of Garrett County came into being as an organization to provide 
volunteers for teaching the Laubach method of reading. 

By March of 1987, tutors were working with students, officers 
and committees were at work, and the by-laws had been sub- 
mitted to the national office of Laubach Literacy Action 

The Literacy Council of Frederick County, Maryland provided 
training teams, technical support and financial assistance. The 
Engle Memorial Fund purchased the texts for the second work- 
shop and sent six council members to the regional LLA 
conference in June 1987, and three members to the national 
conference in June of 1988 

In Garrett County the Glades Mennonite MYF was the first 
group to provide financial support. The Civic Club of Oakland, 
Garrettland Realty, and Mastercraft Printers, as well as other 
organizations followed suit. Continuing services given by the 
Ruth Enlow Library in Oakland extend to providing storage 
space, a room for some tutoring sessions, and a telephone number 
by which the Literacy Council can be reached 

Even more than the telephone, however, all of the librarians act 
as liaisons, fielding questions, referring calls from students, and 
accepting applications from those interested in working as tutors 
or in supporting roles for the Literacy Council. Edith Brock, the 
library director, was instrumental in obtaining a grant from the 
Appalachian Regional Commission. Among other things, that 
grant provided almost 500 high interest, easy reading level books 
for distribution to the libraries of Friendsville, Accident, Grants- 
ville, Kitzmiller and Oakland. These books supplement similar

I became acquainted with Laubach Literacy Action when I 
attended a workshop. I was amazed at the illiteracy statistics 
presented. I couldn't imagine not being able to read, something I 
take for granted. I felt sad for the illiterate. I was certified a tutor 
in May 1987. 

It became apparent that for the program to grow, Garrett 
County would need a Tutor Trainer to present workshops as 
needed. When approached by Elizabeth Selignamm and Joyce 
Routzahn, I agreed and registered with Laubach Literacy Action 
in Syracuse (LLA/Syracuse) as an Apprentice Tutor Trainer 
(ATT). 

Under the direction of a Supervising Tutor Trainer (STT), an 
ATT is required to meet the following criteria before becoming a 
certified tutor trainer. 

register as ATT with LLA/Syracuse 

tutor a minimum of 75 hours 

observe a workshop 

pre-workshop rehearsal 

present each segment of a workshop 

attend a trainer workshop 

prepare a schedule and assign presentations for certifica- 
tion workshop 

be lead trainer and responsible for entire workshop 

summit application to STT for certification along with 
handout and evaluations of at least two workshops 

STT, upon examination and approval, will submit documenta- 
tion to LLA/Syracuse for certification. 

Certification from LLA/Syracuse takes approximately six 
months. As you can see certification takes time. 

A certifiable Laubach literacy workshop of ten or twelve hours 
instruction is the first step in becoming a certified tutor trainer. It 
is designed to enable a person with no prior teaching experience 
to tutor successfully an adult in basic reading and writing skills. 
Trainees become sensitized in the workshops to the feelings of the 
beginning reader and the characteristics of adults as learners. 

Through group discussion, modeling, paired practice, group 
writing, visual aids, questions and answers, trainees learn how to 
teach the Laubach Way to Reading (LWR) Series. The LWR is a 
structured program using a multi-sensory approach to each four 
color coded skillbooks. Upon successful completion of the fourth 
skillbook a student will be reading at a fifth grade level and is 
encouraged to enroll in Adult Basic Education 

Day 1 of the tutor training workshop focuses on on in depth 
study of Skillbook 1. Although lesson plans change slightly as the 
material becomes more difficult, the basic lesson pattern 
remains the same throughout. Once tutor trainees master the 
moethode of Skillhank 1 teaching the other three hooks is much 
simpler. Each skillbook has a student's book and a teacher's 
manual to assist the tutor in lesson planning. 

The next Tutor Training Workshop will be held Saturday, Octo- 
ber 22, 1988, and October 29, 1988, from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. at the 
McHenry campus of Garrett Community College. Anyone 
interested in attending the workshop, or needing additional infor- 
mation, may call Lorraine Ledden at 334-4290 or Ferne Beachy at 
245-4452, or the Continuing Education Department of Garrett 
Community College.

Garrett Community College, the site of the first tutor training 
workshop, provides the use of its facilities for tutor training work- 
shops as well as other meetings. The pleasant environment and 
convenient location give an added dimension to the workshops 
and in-service training sessions 

Somewhat less than six months after its formation, 19 students 
were working with tutors, with each program individually design 
ed to meet the student's specific needs and goals. These needs 
could include, ‘mproved reading skills for job promotion, greater 
ability to shop wisely, to enable a person to read for pleasure, to 
improve the self-esteem of the student, and to support the learn- 
ing of their children individual as the 
students 

An important component of the literacy program is its 
insistance upon maintaining the confidentiality of the tutoring. As 
one-to-one teaching is the key feature of the Laubach method of 
teaching reading, privacy and techniques carefully tailored to the 
individual student are constantly stressed 

The organizational structure of the local council provides for 
three directors. Those for 1988 are: Edith Brock, Lorraine Ledden 
and Craig Ingram. Other officers and standing committees also 
exist. Dues are two dollars a year for an individual membership, 
five dollars for a family, and ten dollars or more for a patron 
membership. Funds for operations come from dues, donations, 
fund raising, grants, and in-kind services as there are no paid 
positions 


Other reasons are as 


The need for literacy training in Garrett County is very great 
Volunteers are a continuing need as the waiting list for tutors is 
increasing. Without volunteers the problem of illiteracy will not

Forest Announced 

At 53,000 acres, the Savage 
River State Forest is 
Maryland's largest, and the 
variety of habitats found from 
its stream valleys to ridge tops 
support a great diversity of 
plant and animal life, according 
to a Department of Natural 
Resources spokesman. 

In order to properly manage 
such a large natural resource, 
access to the forest is a must. 
As such, over 200 miles of roads 
crisscross the Savage River 
State Forest, which provide 
access for timber and wildlife 
management personnel, as well 
as forest vistors. 

Twenty percent of the roads 
in Savage River are county 
maintained and are used by the 
general public in their daily 
commutes through the forest, 
the spokesman said 

The rest of the roads located 
in the state forest are main- 
tained by the Maryland Forest, 
Park and Wildlife Service 
More than 80 percent of these 
are open year-round, allowing 
access for MVA licensed 
vehicles. Hunters, naturalists, 
photographers and other out- 
door enthusiasts have easy 
access to various sites in the 
state forest afforded by these 
roads 

Twenty percent of these state 
forest roads are gated either 
year-round or during certain 
seasons. Roads are closed with 
gates to protect the forest in 
various ways: to promote road 
stabilization, enhance wildlife 
management practices, deter 
poachers, discourage trespass 
on adjacent private lands, pro-

EXERCISING CAUTION

DHMH Observing 
Baby Safety Week 


The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH), in cooperation with 
the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) and 
the Juvenile Products Manu- 
facturer’s Association (JPMA), 
has announced the observance 
of “Baby Safety Week,’’ Sep- 
tember 4-10. The observance is 
focusing on the safe use of 
nursery equipment, juvenile 
furniture and other children’s 
products. 

Items such as cribs, play- 
pens, high chairs, strollers, 
walkers, gates and enclosures 
must comply with mandatory 
regulations established by the 
CPSC, such as technical 
requirements for small parts, 
sharp edges and a ban on excess 
lead in paint. Children’s 
furniture displaying the 
JPMA's seal of approval 
indicates the furniture has 
complied with mandatory and 
voluntary requirements. 

“Some juvenile furniture is 
potentially dangerous whether 
it’s old or new,” said David L. 
Resh Jr., director of the DHMH 
Offce of Food and Product 
Health. “‘But there are some 
guidelnes parents can follow in 
order to ensure the safety of 
young children.” 

— When using an older crib or 
purchasing a new one, be aware 
of the widely-spaced side slats 
or decorative cut-outs along 
the top edge of the head and foot 
boards. These areas have been 
the cause of injury due to head 
entrapment. Also, cribs that 
have been designed with knobs 
or post can cause injuries by

Those injuries most 
associated with strollers are 
pinched fingers and falls from 
tipping. The base of a stroller 
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should be wide enough to pre- 
vent tipping, even when the 
baby leans to one side. Don't 
hang pocket books or shopping 
bags on the handle as this 
affects stability. Keep seat belts 
securely attached and make 
sure the brake works properly. 

Injuries occurring to young 
children while using walkers 
are due to falls down stairs or 
tipping over. Place guards at 
stairways or keep doors closed. 
Keep the walker on smooth 
surfaces rugs and raised 
thresholds can cause them to tip 
over. 

An_ entrapment/strangu- 
lation hazard exists in 
accordion — style gates and 
enclosures that have large 
V-shaped openings between the 
slats. Although these gates and 
enclosures are no longer being 
manufactured in the U.S., they 
may be available in second- 
hand stores, garage sales, etc. 
Consumers are urged to use 
only types that have a straight 
top edge or ones with small Vs 
or small diamond-shaped 
openings between the slats.

For Filing Crop Disaster Claims 


William F. DeWitt, chair- 
person of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee, said 1988 crops 
damaged by drought conditions 
during the 1988 calendar year 
may be covered under the 
Disaster Assistance Act of 1988 

The act provides assistance 
for emergency livestock feed; 
loss of 1987 and 1988 tree seed- 
lings’ re-establishment of 
forage crops on permanent pas- 
ture; disaster payments for 
qualifying deficiency in produc- 
tion; and retention of part of the 
advance 1988 crop deficiency 
payments. 

“Eligible 
commercial 
said. 

Farm program participants 
who received advance defic- 
iency payments will not have to 
refund that part of the advance 
payment for crop production 
losses less than 35 percent of 
normal production. ‘Producers 
who did not collect advance 
payments at sign-up will have 
30 days after being notified to 
request their advance pay- 
ments.” 

Garrett County farmers who 
abandon or harvest their dam- 
aged crop for other than 
intended use should contact the 
Garrett County office before the 
crop is destroyed. The crop may 
need an appraisal to establish 
production credit. ‘If workload 
prohibits an immediate 
appraisal, producers should

Not All Drought 
Aid Requires 
Crop Insurance 


The Emergency Feed Pro- 
gram does not require crop in- 
surance, according to County 
ASCS Executive Director Mike 
Kozier. ‘‘There seems to be 
some confusion about this,”” he 
said, ‘‘ but, these programs al- 
ready in effect (Emergency 
Feed Program and Emergency 
Feed Assistance Program) 
have no connection with the 
drought legislation recently 
passed by Congress and signed 
by the President.” 

Kozier stated that Garrett 
County farmers who suffered at 
least a 40-percent loss of feed 
grains or hay were eligible for 
both emergency feed programs 
when the county was declared a 
drought disaster area. 

Kozier explained that the 
Emergency Feed Program pro- 
vides up to 50 percent of the cost 
of purchasing livestock feed 
and hay, not to exceed five 
cents per pound feed grain 
equivalent. The Emergency 
Feed Assistance Program 
authorizes producers to pur- 
chase grain from the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation 
CCC) at 75 percent of the basic 
county loan rate for the particu- 
lar feed grain 

So far, 56 county farmers 
have signed up for program 
approval, said Kozier. His 
department has only been able 
to begin those appraisals, he 
added, and are ‘‘working over- 
time and requesting more 
help.”

LOUDOUN COUNTY, VA, FARMERS WILL DONATE HAY? 

Several farmers in Loudoun County, Virginia, have offered to 
donate hay to Garrett County farmers who are in need. At the 
present time, we are working with the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture to arrange transportation of the hay. First of all, we 
need to determine the need for hay. If you need hay, please call 
the Extension Office immediately. We need to know the amount 
you could use.

BARLEY PLANTING TIME 

Many farmers are now planting barley. Normally, barley can 
be planted up until late September here in Garrett County. This 
year there were some good yields here in the county. I heard of 
one farmer who harvested 110 bushel per acre. Also, barley yields 
three to four tons of haylage in the spring. Caution — if you are

U.S. Labor Depart. To Hold Public 
Meeting On Farm Labor Issues 


The U.S. Department of 
Labor will hold a public meet- 
ing on Monday, September 19, 
at Potomac State College in 
Keyser, W.Va., to hear com- 
ments suggestions about 
federal laws and programs that 
impact on farm workers and 
growers. The meeting will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. in lecture 
room 220 of the Science Hall 
near the intersection of Route 
220 (Mineral Street) and Fort 
Avenue, 

Monica Heppel, of Mount 
Vernon College in Washington, 
D.C., will be the meeting's 
guest speaker. A cultural 
anthropologist who has worked 
extensively with migrant farm- 
workers, Dr. Heppel received 
her Ph.D. in 1982 from Ameri- 
can University. She is on the 
board of Telamon Corporation, 
which serves migrant farm- 
workers in 10 states, and is a 
member of the American 
Friends Service Committee, 
which operates a project to 
assist farmworkers on the east- 
ern shore of Virginia

Salmonella E. 
Is Target Of Md. 
Testing Program 


Maryland's commercial egg 
producers will be first in the 
nation to participate in a major 
new consumer protection pro- 
gram being carried out jointly 
by the Maryland Departments 
of Agriculture (MDA) and 
Mental Health and Hygiene 
DHMH) in response to the 
threat of Salmonella enteritidis 
— contaminated eggs 

First announced on July 28, 
testing by the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture will 
begin immediately, according 
to Dr. Roger E. Olson, who is 
coordinating the testing pro- 
gram for MDA. It is the depart- 
ment's goal to complete testing 
by October 10. However, re- 
quests from agriculture 
officials in neighboring states 
and Maryland producers have 
prompted MDA and DHMH 
officials to reconsider this dead- 
line 

‘We all test birds any time at 
the request of the owner,”’ said 
Dr. Arch Park, assistant secre- 
tary of Animal Health and Con- 
sumer Services at MDA 

Dr. Park went on to assure 
producers that current certifi- 
cation of parent (breeder) 
flocks in accordance with the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s National Poultry In- 
spection Plan (NPIP) would be 
recognized and that com- 
mercial laying flocks derived 
from currently certified 
breeder stock need not be 
tested 

At the meeting held in West- 
minster, producers and state 
officials discussed the pros and 
cons of being the first to partici- 
pate in testing for Salmonella 
E. Although producers and in- 
dustry representatives support 
the concept of testing, they ex- 
pressed reservations about 
being the first to undertake the 
testing program. However, 
being tested first can give a pro- 
ducer the advantage, since 
Maryland eggs could be the 
first in the country to reach the 
market certified as being from 
tested flocks 

While there have been no 
known cases of egg-related ill- 
ness in Maryland during the 
past year, everyone should be 
aware that taking ordinary pre- 
cautions in preparing all food, 
including eggs and poultry, 
drastically reduces the chance 
of illness. Following these 
safety measures assures whole- 
some food 
*cook chicken and eggs until 
well done 

“don't serve food items con- 
taining raw eggs — instead use 
pasteurized eggs in items like 
homemade ice cream, egg nog, 
etc 


“refrigerate chicken and eggs 
promptly following purchase 
*keep hot food hot and cold 
foods cold 

*wash raw foods carefully and 


*don't re-use utensils or cut- 
ting boards that have been used 


to prepare foods like raw 
chicken, meats, and eggs until 
they have been thoroughly 
washed with soap and water 

*wash hands thoroughly after 
handling raw foods to lessen the 
possibility of contaminating 


Safety and Health Admini- 
stration and the Office of

Following Dr. Heppel’s ad- 
dress, representatives from 
each agency will take com- 
ments and answer questions 
about such topics as migrant 
labor laws, labor recruitment 
efforts on behalf of growers and 
requirements for the use of 
temporary alien workers 
harvest perishable crops. 

The Labor Department holds 
similar yearly meetings in each 
of its ten regions throughout the 
United States. The Potomac

(USDA) have endorsed the 
Maryland plan as a potential 
model for development of a 
federal program, according to 
Dr. Park. 

“The MDA and state health 
officials have an excellent 
working relationship,”’ said Dr. 
Park. ‘‘We are extraordinarily 
lucky to have the cooperation of 
our producers, our fellow state 
agency and agencies in 
neighboring states,’ he went 
on. “This is the beginning of a 
regional program that will 
benefit producers and con- 
sumers alike,"’ he concluded

The 
Department of Recreation and 
Parks is conducting the study 
by giving pre-trip and post-trip 
questionnaires to rafters and 
kayakers. They also count the 
number of boaters on the river

Pre-trip questions include the 
type of trip, ie. whether it is 
commercial or private and 
whether it is a raft or a kayak; 
whether or not the boater has 
been down the Upper Yough- 
iogheny; what other rivers the 
person has run; reasons for tak- 
ing the trip, i.e. to view the 
scenery, to run the rapids, to 
get away from crowds, take 
chances in dangerous situa- 
tions, to experience the 
challenge; how many rafts and 
kayaks you expect to see on the

The post-trip questionnaires 
include such questions as how 
the boater would rate his trip; a

New Power Plant To Be Built 


Near Bayard’s North Branch Mine 


Financial commitments have 
been made and papers are be- 
ing drawn up for a $150 million 
power plant project near Island 
Creek Coal Company's North 
Branch mine near Bayard, 
W.Va., according to a recent 
release by United Press Inter- 
national 

Construction could begin as 
early as December, according 
to Peter McEwan, an officer 
with Energy America South 
East Inc., of Lexington, Ky 

A subsidiary of Energy 
America of San Diego, the com- 
pany is a managing partner in

Inc., a partnership among coal 
and energy companies 

Reportedly, employment ap- 
plications for the project will be 
available at the Garrett County 
employment office in Oakland 
sometime in October 

The plant will burn castoff 


coal from a 10-million-ton slag 
pile at North Branch mine, us- 
ing a pressurized, fluidized bed 
combustion process to reduce 
sulfur emissions 

‘It can burn garbage, waste 
coal, wood wastes, or it can 
burn clean coal,’"’ McEwan 
said. ‘It has a special advan- 
tage in these circumstances in 
that it requires an inert bed of 
material, in this case, 
limestone. It’s a cost-efficient 
alternative to scrubbing.” 

West Virginia Power Com- 
pany, a unit of Virginia Electric 
Power, has reached an agree- 
ment with NR Partners to buy 
power from the plant. West 
Virginia Power supplies elec- 
tricity to a number of 
Washington, D.C., suburbs 

Funding for the project will 
be raised through the sale of 
$150 million in bonds underwrit- 
ten by Goldman Sachs

Superintendent of Schools Dr 
Jerome Kyscavage began by 
discussing the Capital Improve- 
ment Program, which must be 
submitted to the state school 
construction committee by the 
middie of October.

The schedule for the Capital 
Improvement Program outlines 
construction through 1995, and 
includes various phases of the 
Southern High School project, 
the addition of at least four new 
classrooms at Northern High 
School, and the construction of 
a Lynn Valley Elementary 
School to consolidate the pre- 
sent Loch Lynn and Red House 
Elementary schools. 

Ryscavage said, “I’m not 
recommending that you take 
any action at this point, other 
than to study this long-range 
plan. I will meet with the state 
construction people in two 
weeks to further discuss the 
project and its place in the 
Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram, and will attempt to come 
back to you in October with 
some kind of recommendation 
for both.”

Now Available 


Governor Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
the Department of Housing and 
Community Development has 
funds available in low-interest 
mortgage money for income- 
eligible Maryland homebuyers. 
The funds are available through 
DHCD's Maryland Mortgage 
Program (MMP) 

“The Maryland Mortgage 
Program is one of the creative 
financial public/private 
partnerships that has enabled 
low and moderate-income 
people to achieve homeowner- 
ship. More than 15,000 Mary- 
land families and individuals 
have purchased homes through 
this program,’’ Governor 
Schaefer said 

To qualify for a 30-year fixed- 
rate mortgage loan through 
MMP, individuals can earn up 
to $28,000 a year, families up to 
$33,000. In most areas, 
borrowers cannot have owned 
their own homes within the last 
three years. This requirement 
does not apply in Baltimore 
City, Hagerstown, and Alle- 
gany, Caroline, Dorchester, 
Garrett, Kent and Somerset 
Counties 

Interest rates have not been 
set, but the State hopes that for 
people earning $22,000 a year or 
less, the interest rate will be 
8.25 percent. Those earning 
more than $22,000 a year, up to 
the program's maximum in- 
come limit of $33,000 will pay 
9.25 percent interest 

Newly-constructed and exist- 
ing houses, including semi-de- 
tached houses and townhouses, 
can be purchased through the 
program Condominiums 
acceptable to the mortgage 
insurer also are eligible. 
Modular homes qualify for fi- 
nancing if they carry the state 
seal of approval for code com- 
pliance 

Maximum purchase prices 
vary depending on location and 
whether the home to be pur- 
chased is newly constructed or 
an existing house 

The maximum purchase 
price for Garrett County for an 
existing home is $66,000 and 
$77,000 is the limit for newly 
constructed homes 

Interested people should 
apply directly to a participating 
lending institution. Borrowers 
must have a signed sales con- 
tract on a qualifying home be 
fore applying for the loan. Bor- 
rowers should make their sales 
contacts contingent upon 
receiving financing through the 
Maryland Mortgage Program 

Homebuyers must have 
established credit and a good 
credit rating. At the time of 
application for the mortgage, 
borrowers will be expected to 
pay fees for a credit report and 
an appraisal of the property 
When the loan is settled, bor- 
rowers will pay points, closing 
costs, and prepaid items such 
as the first year’s property 
taxes. In most cases, borrowers 
are charged one point, or one 
percent of the loan, on MMP 
loans 

The program is administered 
by DHCD’s Division of Housing 
Finance (Community Develop- 
ment Administration) which re- 
cently sold the tax-exempt 
MorWage Feveiiu is for the 
program

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A Valuable Lesson... 


The U.S. Department of Commerce released 
some great news yesterday concerning our nation’s 
economy. The figures for July are in and they show 
that the United States’ merchandise trade deficit 
dropped from $13.2 billion in June to $9.5 billion in 
July, a whopping 30 percent decrease in just one 
month. The $9.5 billion mark is the lowest since 
December of 1984. 

The nation’s trade deficit has been one of the few 
aspects of our economy upon which the Democrats 
have been able to attack the Reagan administration. 
With yesterday’s announcement, about the only 
remaining economic ax to grind for the Democrats 
is the nation’s overall federal deficit, which, 
although enormous, seems to have little effect on the 
everyday lives of the majority of our citizens. Most 
of us are truly much better off now than we were 
eight years ago in terms of buying power and 
economic stability. 

We hope that the trade deficit figures are 
dropping because our nation’s industrial leaders and 
labor unions have learned a valuable lesson. We 
hope they have learned that making more money 
with little regard to quality of the merchandise will 
quickly come back to haunt you. We saw this happen 
in our steel mills, where the workers’ demands for 
more and more compensation caused our steel 
industry to price itself right out of the world market. 
Since that time, in order to survive, many of our 
industries have taken steps to become more cost 
effective and many of our workers have taken 
concessions in order to save their jobs. Working for 
$20 per hour is not as good as for $25 per hour, but it 
sure beats not working at all. 

There has also been a much greater emphasis 
placed upon quality of goods the past few years, a 
little tip we picked up from the Japanese. A certain 
pride in one’s work seems to have been restored 
after an expensive leave of absence. The result is 
that the U.S.-made product is again competitive on 
the world market, both in price and quality. 

Greed is a devastating, all-consuming human 
weakness which will always be with us. With God’s 
help, however, we do have the capability of 
recognizing its effects and taking the appropriate 
action to keep it in check.

Doter'e 
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Garrett County Grand Jury 


Convenes September 6 And 7 


The Garrett County Grand 
Jury convened for the 
September term on September 
5 and 7. Two indictments and 
one presentment were return- 
ed 

Presentations were made by 
Garrett County Commissioners 
John Braskey, Ernest Gregg 
and Elwood Groves; Garrett 
County Sheriff M. Van Evans; 
Garrett County Treasurer Pat- 
ty Glover; Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital Ad- 
ministrator Larry Beck; Gar- 
rett County Road Administrator 
Paul Shockey and Garrett 
County Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Jerome Ryscavage. 

The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners discussed the Glendale 
Bridge project, the Southern 
High School renovation project, 
the development of Deep Creek 
Lake and its impact on the 
county, airport expansion, in- 
dustrial parks, White Water 
races and the ripple effect to the 
business community, and the 3 
percent accommodations tax as 
it effects the Promotion Council 
and tourism in the county. 

The commissioners and the 
roads department have engag- 
ed engineering firms to 
evaluate and design the renova- 
tion of the Glendale Bridge. The 
project is slated for 1989, and 
will require 12 to 15 months for 
completion. The Grand Jury 
recommended that this project 
be given priority, and further 
recommended a study of the 
Glendale Road from Route 219 
to the bridge to consider an im- 
proved alinement. 

Dr. Ryscavage made a 
presentation regarding the 
renovation of Southern High 
School. The Grand Jury recom- 
mended that the Board of 
Education and the County Com- 
missioners negotiate a plan that 
will meet the recognized needs 
at Southern High School, and 
further, that both bodies keep 
an open line of communication. 

Sheriff Evans reported to the 
committee about the operation 
of the jail and communications 
center, stating that he would 
like to see the central alarm 
system and his communications 
center merged since they work 
so closely together 

Sheriff Evans noted the need 
for two additional deputies, 
mainly because of a growth in 
the county's population. His 
main concern is the need for ad- 
ditional space to both the jail 
and offices 

Sheriff Evans explained each 
aspect of his duties as sheriff, 
and of the operation of his 
department. He noted that Gar- 
rett County has been certified 
for 1985 through 1987 for com- 
pliance with rules and regula- 
tions as set forth by the state 

Pat Glover briefed the com- 
mittee on the financial status of 
Garrett County. Besides collec- 
ting tax Glover is 
responsible for seeing that each 
official department stays within 
its allocated budget 

Glover explained the opera- 
tion of the treasurer's office and 
the handling of funds as they 
are collected. Excess tax funds 
are presently being held in First 
United National Bank and Trust 
and Garrett National Bank in 
the form of Cerificates of 
Deposit. She also explained 
revenues which are collected, 
such as accommodations tax, 
severance and coal tax, and 
trailer park taxes. Glover noted 
that she used the double entry 
accounting system, while the 
general ledger is held in the 
computer at the 
commissioner's office 

Larry Beck described the 
operations and functions of Gar- 


nee 


monies, 


umte Mamarial Hnenital 
stating that it is a 76-bed facili- 
ty, given direction by a 
16-member Board of Gover- 
nors. The staff cares for ap 
proximately 5,000 incare pa- 
tients, 15,000 emergency room 
cases and 20,000 outpatient 
cases. The Garrett County 


Hospital Foundation is current- 
ly conducting a capital fund 
drive of $1,000,000, of which 
over $900,000 has been attained. 
Paul Shockey gave a brief 
overview of the Garrett County 
Roads system, noting that, of a 
total of 709 miles, 200 miles are 
not paved. He discussed the 
Glendale Bride and indicated 
that plans are being developed 
to replace the bridge as soon as 
possible, with construction 
slated for Spring of 1989. 
Shockey also discussed the 
landfill conditions, noting that 
additional land has been obtain- 
ed for a future site. The site is 
in Round Glade, near the pre- 
sent location. Shockey informed 
the Grand Jury about the Marsh 
Hill Road construction projects, 
noting concern over the 13 per- 
cent slopes of the roadways if 
the roads are eventually taken 
into the county road system. 
Dr. Ryseavage briefed the 
Grand Jury on the county’s 
educational system. He 
presented an annual report 
citing population, staffing, and 
the fiscal report for 1986-87 
Test scores, including achieve- 
ment and functional testing, 
were highlighted as above the 
state average in all areas. 
Ryscavage responded to 
questions about the Southern 
High School renovation project 
by presenting three architec- 
tural renderings of the proposed 
project. Ryscavage noted that 
he favors the commissioners 
floating a bond to fund the 
renovation project as well as 
the additions needed at Nor- 
thern High School. 


Garrett County Court House 

A tour of the Garrett County 
Court House was conducted by 
Gary Mullich. Sheriff Evans 
escorted the seven-member 
committee through the jail and 
the communications center. 
The committee noted that they 


were impressed with the 
modern equipment and efficient 
personnel in the communica- 
tions area. Concern for lack of 
food storage space for the jail 
was eased by the recent addi- 
tion of a walk-in freezer 

The Sheriff's Department ex- 
pressed a need for additional 
space in both the jail and office 
areas. Possible areas include 
some of the space now being 
leased to outside agencies or 
some office space facing Third 
Street. The committee concur- 
red with Sheriff Evans that ad- 
ditional space is needed. 

The committee then toured 
the rest of the court house with 
Mullich, who informed the com- 
mittee of the proposed 
rehabilitation of the Court 
House complex, including 
rewiring and replumbing the 
building, new lighting for the of- 
fices, and the renovation of the 
woodwork and marble floors in 
the rotunda. 

Mullich noted that air condi- 
tioning in the building is a 
future possibility. The commit- 
tee noted that this step should 
be taken while the changes are 
in the planning stage. They also 
noted that the heating system 
should be considered. There is 
only one thermostat for the 
Court House, which makes 
some areas too cold, while 
others are overheated. 

The tour concluded with a 
visit to the newest wing of the 
Court House, which contains the 
county treasurer's office, 
assessment office, election 
board, and the records room. 

Animal Shelter and Landfill 

The committee expressed 
disappointment over the 
sanitary conditions at the Gar- 
rett County Animal Shelter. The 
committee noted that the condi- 
tions could be vastly improved 
with a little time and effort. 

The committee felt that the 
animal shelter should retain the 
animals for five working days 
instead of three. The committee 
also noted that there should be a

What they didn’t see, however, is equally important to all of 
us. The World Whitewater Championships are a paramount 
example of how a private/public partnership can succeed where 
no other opportunity exists. This success story is further proof 
that Maryland can become a model of a ‘‘New Capitalism”’ in 
which state governments work to encourage economic growth 
from the global marketplace 

The State and our organizing committee stood side-by-side 
during 1988 with C&P Telephone, Mid Atlantic, Coca-Cola, 
Westvaco Corporation, Potomac Edison, Frostburg State 
University, Garrett Community College, and numerous 
supporting sponsors to create a unique sports event. 

By 1989, the vast majority of Whitewater championships’ 
budget will be private sector money anchored by sports 
marketing investments from Marriott Corporation and Pepsi 
Cola. None of this would have been possible without the seed 
money support of local government and, ultimately, the 
enormous energy the State of Maryland has mustered in support 
of our efforts 

It is very important that these Western Marylanders be given 
credit for believing in themselves. Behind the roar of the Savage 
and the boost our region is receiving from the international 
publicity is a unique organizing etfort. Whitewater 
Championships encompasses over 500 people, most of whom are 
volunteers. They successfully sought the right to hold the 1989 
World Whitewater Championships here and, before they are done, 
they will have generated a multi-million dollar economic 

impact. 

It is equally important that all Marylanders understand how 
State government effectively created a platform from which the 
1989 World’s will spring. The Maryland International is an 
excellent example of the potential for systematic pursuit of a 
‘New Capitalism”’ in our state. 

Just like a corporate business plan that projects a return 
from a specific expenditure, Maryland should work to develop an 
economic plan that outlines long term policies toward new 
product development funding, university based research and 
development, public education and event promotion. Similarly, 
we must define ways of assessing return through increased 
employment and taxes 

Consider the opposite of Gramm-Rudman. Instead of 
outlining what government will no longer do, Maryland could 
outline what it will do, in terms of economic policy over the next 
decade, to bring the world to us. 

Government's job is easier if responsible growth is 
encouraged as a source of government revenue. By clearly 
defining the relationship between our State government and 
economic opportunities within the global economy we have a 
chance to create an initiative on the scale of multi-year national 
goals like physical fitness, landing a man on the moon or deficit 
reduction. 

Such a long-term economic development policy and 
commitment to job creation will be among the only tools available 
in coming years to replace decreasing Federal entitlements and 
infrastructure project funding. 

William Donald Schaefer and the State of Maryland stuck 
their paddle in the water to make the 1988 Maryland International 
happen. They were rewarded by an outstanding effort from the 
local organizing committee and by a million dollar private 
investment that will multiply many times through Western 
Maryland in years to come 

We must learn from this example and continue to invest our 
State’s money in those activities that will stimulate growth and 
fuel the fire of capitalism within our borders. And we must strive 
to bottle the success formula of the Savage in order to create an 
incisive plan for repeating the process during the decade ahead.

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A NEW OLYMPIC SPORT that will be followed closely by a number of Garrett County residents 
over the next several days of the 1988 Summer Games is Tae Kwon Do. The Korean martial art form 
has been an Olympic exhibition sport several times and will be a demonstration sport this year, with 
full competition and the awarding of medals. It will become a regular competitive sport in the 1992 
games. The Chung Do Kwan form of Tae Kwon Do has become quite popular in Garrett County and 
surrounding areas of West Virginia and Pennsylvania because of the efforts of Friendsville native, 
Tony Artice, who is a third degree black belt. Artice was a student of Duk Kyung Choi, who was a 
student of Master Won Kuk Lee, founder of the first Tae Kwon Do school in Korea. The coach of the 
Korean Olympic team, which is expected to take all of the gold in the Olympics this year, was alsoa 
student of Master Lee. Artice explained that the difference between the Chung Do Kwan form of Tae 
Kwon Do and other Korean martial art forms is that there is a greater emphasis on the self-defense 
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techniques in the Chung Do Kwan and less emphasis upon the iestiaien and spiritual aspects. The 
style of Chung Do Kwan emphasizes closed-fist punching and whipping kicks to the head, all planned 
in combination intended to totaily disable an opponent. Besides the benefit of learning self-defense, 
the sport provides tremendous physical exercise and promotes self-confidence. Dozens of Artice’s 
students from his seven area studios have won various regional and national awards and many of his

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Tri-County Council Gives Approval 
To Seek Funds For County Projects 


Approval to apply for funding 
for several projects in Garrett, 
Allegany and Washington 
Counties which are on the 
priority list was given by the 
Tri-County Council for Western 
Maryland at the general council 
meeting held Thursday, 
September 8 

TCC is made up of Garrett, 
Allegany and Washington 
counties and seeks funding for 
high-priority projects from the 
U.S. Appalachian Regional 
Commission and the U.S 
Economic Development 
Administration 

The two federal agencies act 
as the major funding sources 
for TCC, but also receive money 
from the three counties. TCC 
enables the three counties to 
work together on projects that 
have an economic impact 
toward creating and retaining 


jobs for the area 

According to Mike Wagner, 
TCC Executive Director, the 
priority projects that concern 
Garrett County which will be 
submitted to the Economic 
Development Administration 
are the Southern Garrett 
Industrial Block B, which will 
be seeking $1,000,000; the 
Northern Garrett Industrial 
Park, which will be seeking 
$1,660,000; and the Garrett 
County Airport Terminal, 
which will be seeking $685,000.

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ed or not; how many rafts or 
kayaks the boater actually saw 
and whether it was an accept- 
able number; what percent of 
the time the boater was in sight 
of other boats; how much fun 
the boater had; and whether 
conditions on the river were 
safe because of the number of 
boats on the river. 

Both questionnaires include a 
space for the boater’s name and 
address, so that before and 
after responses can be matched 
up 

Al Graef, of Pennsylvania 
State University’s Department 
of Parks and Recreation, said 
that they will be mailing follow- 
up questionnaires to the 
boaters. The follow-up question- 
naires will be more detailed, 
since the boater will have more 
time to spend on the questions. 

Graef said that the questions 
are based on the questions used 
in similar studies, but have 
been tailored to this particular 
river and to what is likely to be 
the particular concerns. He said 
that the Department of Parks 
and Recreation has done 
similar studies and is current- 
ly doing studies for the National 
Park Service on the Delaware 
River 

Graef stated that they began 
the study around the middle of 
August and will continue the 
study as long as the season 
lasts, which may be until 
sometime in October. He said 
that there will be some 
preliminary results available 
before the deadline of March 31, 
1989 

Graef said that his depart- 
ment had proposed to do the 
study in May, but were not 
authorized to begin until 
August. He said there is the 
possibility of an extension being 
given. An extension would 
enable the DNR to have a 
realistic view of the use of the 
river in the spring, which is the 
height of the boating season. 

John Wilson, the local DNR 
representative, stated that 
March 31, 1989 has been set as 
the completion date for this 
study. However, he said that the 
DNR would like to have the 
regulations ready to be im- 
plemented by February. Wilson 
stated that the DNR will 
evaluate Pennsylvania State 
University’s study and recom- 
mendations after the study is 
completed. The regulations can 
then be re-evaluated if 
necessary. 

The Youghiogheny Local Ad- 
visory Board discussed the re- 
cent draft of the regulations 
concerning use and develop- 
ment of the wild river section of 
the Youghiogheny River. 
Several questions were asked 
concerning the regulations, in- 
cluding who will be responsible 
for enforcing the regulations. 
Wilson stated that the regula- 
tions will be enforced through 
the cooperation of the outfitters 
and if necessary, the DNR 
police or the Forest Parks and 
Wildlife Service personnel. 

Wilson stated that he would 
take the draft of the regulations 
and have his people look them 
over If revisions are 
necessary, he said he is willing 
to call an emergency meeting to 
discuss the revisions. He said 
that he would like to get the 
regulations to the Maryland 
register so they can be approv- 
ed and be ready to put into 
effect by the next boating

The board reviewed the Use 
and Development Plan Applica- 
tion. An application by Roger 
Riley to build a stone and wood 
house on the east side of the 
Oakland-Sang Run Road was 
approved. John Hinebaugh’s 
application to reconstruct a 
structure on his property was 
also approved. 

John Wilson gave the DNR 
update. He said that the Yough- 
iogheny Corridor boundary is 
still being established. The 
draft introduction for the 
Youghiogheny River Manage- 
ment Plan was discussed. 

John Hinebaugh stated that 
complaints have been made 
aboul vehicles speeding on the 
section of the Hoyes Sang Run 
Road to the Youghiogheny 
River, particularly where the 
speed limit is 25 miles per hour. 
He made a motion that ap- 
propriate action be taken to en- 
sure that vehicles are aware of 
the speed limits on Sang Run 
Road. The motion was approv- 
ed. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Local Advisory Board has 
been set for October 13. 


Renovation 
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High School would have 840 
students, which is within the 
standards of 866 students for the 
renovated facility. Morris noted 
that Loch Lynn Elementary 
would have 145 students, and 
Red House would have 141, 
which is “hovering around 300 
for the proposed Lynn Valley 
School.” 

Ryscavage noted that the 
deadline to receive funds for the 
Southern renovation project to 
begin next year has already 
been missed, and the earliest 
money could be received for the 
project would be in July of 1989 

Board member Clarence 
Stem suggested that, since the 
commissioners allocated ap- 
proximately $2 million for the 
SHS project, the board should 
accept half the money to com- 
plete the additions at Northern 
High School. He said, ‘We'll 
take half now and save the other 
half. Let’s ask the commis- 
sioners to give us $1 million and 
next summer build these 
classrooms and that auxilliary 
gym and get that project out of 
the way. Then we can go back 
later and ask for funds for the 
Southern project.”’ 

Mikal Moomau, board vice 
president, commented, ‘‘I think 
we should examine what we 
could use the commissioner's 
money for. We need to find out if 
it is available for other needs.” 
Moomau mentioned the 
possibility of placing the money 
in a fund to draw interest, or ex- 
ploring other needs. 

Albert Ringer, assistant 
superintendent of curriculum 
and instruction, presented a 
report on the opening of school. 
Enrollment on the first day of 
school was compared to the 
first day last year, with a total 
increase of 167 students. 

At Accident Elementary, 
enrollment was up 30 students. 
Broad Ford was up 14, while 
Dennett Road was up 45 
students from last year. At 
Grantsville, enrollment rose 15 
students, while Loch Lynn was 
up nine. Ringer noted that 
enrollment was also up at Kitz- 
miller, and Northern Middle 
School enrollment was up con- 
siderably, while Southern Mid- 
dle enrollment rose only slight- 
ly 

Ringer noted that he has 
received ‘not one phone call 
from any principal about the 
opening of schools."’ Several 
concerns which were express- 
ed, however, included math 
books which are back-ordered 
at Northern High School and 
several classes at Southern 
High which need additional tex- 
thooks 

Ringer noted that the French 
exchange teacher, Mile. Anne- 
Marie Gouhier, is working out 
very well. However, he noted 
that scheduling is very tight 
with the traveling resource 
teacher. A second teacher had 
been in the original draft of the 


budget, but was removed dur- 
ing budget cuts. 

A report on summer 
maintenance at the county 
schools was presented by John 
Morris and John Ringer, 
maintenance foremen. Morris 
noted that ‘‘many minor items 
were accomplished” as well as 
“very major work” in three 
month's time. 

Morris noted that a head 
custodian now remains full time 
at each school during the sum- 
mer, which proved to be suc- 
cessful. Projects which were 
completed over the summer in- 
clude replacing one third of the 


roof at Dennett Road Elemen- 
tary School, a major roof job at 
Bloomington, major work at 
nearly all schools for com- 
pliance with fire regulations, 
and work on handicapped ac- 
cess to buildings. 

An appeal was held for a re- 
cent decision by Michael Sines, 
supervisor of transportation for 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education, to deny a request for 
a bus stop at Kitzmiller. The re- 
quest was originally denied 
because the location is within 
one mile of the school, and 
board policy does not allow bus 
stops within that distance. 
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Testimony was heard from

Goldstein Speaks At Keedysville; 


Says Md. Agriculture At Crossroads 


Diversify your crops, explore 
new markets and seize the 
opportunities offered by the 
State experiment stations, was 
State Comptroller Louis L 
Goldstein's message to Western 
Maryland farmers attending 
the Ag Field Day at the Western 
Maryland Research and 
Education Center at Keedys- 
ville on Thursday, September 8. 

The comptroller said all 
sectors of the agriculture 
industry need to plan, experi- 
ment and innovate now if the 
future is to be brighter. He also 
said the state must help 
because agriculture from the 
farm to t'- food market is an 
$11 billion industry in Maryland 
that affects 365,000 jobs 

“I’m not going to stand here 
and tell you that 1988 has been a 
great year for Maryland agri- 
culture. It has not. But I will tell 
you that the future can be bright 
for agriculture here in Western 
Maryland, and across our state 

“If you are an active farmer 
in Western Maryland, you 
already have pride in your 
chosen occupation, pride that 
stretches back six or seven 
generations on many farms 
here in Western Maryland. You 
must add to that pride an ability 
to look at the future without 
blinders,’’ Goldstein said 

The comptroller also had a 
few words of advice for other 
ag-industry professionals. ‘“‘If 
you work at the ag experiment 
station center, you have 
already made tremendous 
advances. But you must turn 
those experiments into solid, 
practical results 

“If you are an ag-business 
person in a related industry, 
you have long benefited from 
Maryland's agricultural 
diversity. But you must know 
by now that the farmers’ 
problems are your problems,”’ 
the comptroller said. *‘And your 
solutions can be their solutions 

solutions such as developing 
new, higher income crops, and 
especially finding new markets, 
and developing new marketing 
techniques 
‘Agri-business people need to 
creative if they want to 
the future,’ Goldstein

said, adding, ‘‘we are already 
seeing the future in the agri- 
culture bio-tech industry 
Firms are already in Maryland 
and working on products that 
will alter livestock as well as 
plant production 

“Private industry is apply- 
ing the latest technological dis- 
coveries in the world to your 
industry. 

‘Maryland state government 
is taking steps to help the ag- 
business industry meet the 
challenges of the future. What 
could be more basic, more 
important, more exciting than 
the kind of research that is 
taking place here in Keedysville 
and the other experiment 
centers?’’ Goldstein asked. 


A sign of Maryland’s commit- 
ment, according to the 
comptroller, is the Governor's 
Conference on the Future of 
Maryland Agriculture, 
scheduled for November 10 and 
11. “Under this administration, 
agri-business will not be a for- 
gotten part of Maryland's 
economic future.”’ 

Looking at some of the 
problems Maryland agriculture 
has faced in the last year, the 
comptroller said, ‘Because of 
the drought, Maryland's corn 
yield is the lowest it has been in 
20 years. Another of the unfor- 
tunate realities of Western 
Maryland agriculture has been 
the drastic drop in apple and 
peach production, due to a 
number of factors. But this 
center is testing high-yield 
apple varieties, and has one of 
the only peach variety test 
blocks in the Appalachian 
region 

“The drought of 
western Maryland especially 
hard. Washington, Allegany 
and Garrett counties have been 
placed in the ‘severe’ drought 
category—among the hardest 
hit in the state. According to the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture, Garrett County went 
almost two months without a 
drop of rain,’ Goldstein said 
“Unfortunately, we cannot say 
that the drought of 1988 is 
unusual, not with three straight 
years of drought conditions

Protect Children 
Around The Farm 


One in four children in the 
United States is involved in an 
accident of consequence each 
year. Accidents kill more chil- 
dren than any other cause. 
Parents and care-givers must 
take responsibility to reduce 
risk to children, teach them 
about safety hazards and how to 
avoid them, and make sure they 
get the best possible care if in- 
jury occurs. 

A farm or ranch is a good 
place to bring up children. Yet 
they are also exposed to many 
workplace hazards and often at 
a young age lend a hand with 
work. 

Several recommendations 
can help keep children safe: 


1. Educate youngsters about 
dangers of farm equipment. 

2. Keep firearms, chemicals, 
medications, matches, and 
tools inaccessible to children. 

3 Keep play areas free of 
hazards; enclose preschoolers’ 
play area 

4. Teach children to swim but 
do not let them swim without 
the presence of a responsible 
adult. 

5. Before allowing children to 
bike on public roads, make sure 
they know the rules of the road 
and can handle the bike 
capably. Be sure the bike is in 
good condition and has the re- 
quired lighting and safety 
devices. 

6. Make grain bins, shop, 
animal quarters, silos, and 
chemical storage areas off 
limits to children. Lock and bar 
entry. Remove keys from 
motorized equipment to prevent 
children from starting it. 

7. Train and supervise young 
people in a new chore or job 
until you are sure they can do it 
safely. 

8. Encourage young people to 
take part in safety activities of 
local youth organizations and 
schools. Involve them in hazard 
hunts around their homes. 

9. Do not allow children, 
unless supervised by an adult, 
to be near animals and pas- 
tures. 
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President Reagan Proclaims 
National Farm Safety Week 


President Ronald Reagan has 
proclaimed the week of Sep- 
tember 18-24 as National Farm 
Safety Week, the 45th annual 
observance. 

“Each year, hundreds of lives 
and millions of dollars are lost 
on farms because of prevent- 
able accidents and illnesses,” 
said T.C. Gilchrest, president of 
the Chicago-based National 
Safety Council, a co-sponsor of 
National Farm Safety Week. 
“Farming is one of the most 
dangerous occupations, and the 
president's proclamation helps 
to focus attention on farmers’ 
special safety and health 
needs.” 

Agricultural work accidents 
resulted in 1,600 deaths and 
160,000 disabling injuries in 
1987, according to council esti- 
mates. Many farm residents 
were also disabled or killed in 
home, roadway and recre- 
ational accidents. Other 
farmers and farm workers suf- 
fered work-related illnesses, 
often caused by exposure to 
sun, dust, noise, toxic gases and 
chemicals, that are known to 
result in disability and some- 
times premature death. 
Although 1987 agricultural 
death rate dropped six percent 
from 1986, farming remains 
among the nation’s most 
hazardous major industries. 

Jack Burke, program 
manager for agricultural safety 
at the council, cited several 
reasons for the high accident 
rate in agriculture, including 
the nature of farming itself. 

“In most other occupations,” 
said Burke, ‘‘trained people are 
responsible for the safety and 
health of workers. In farming, 
however, safety and health 
management falls on farmers 
themselves, and they may not 
always be trained for the chal- 
lenge. 

“Although farm equipment is 
safer than ever, farmers lag 
behind other workers in the use 
of personal protective equip- 
ment,”’ said Burke. ‘“‘The fact 
that medical help is often far 
from the scene of an accident 
also contributes to agriculture’s 
high rates of disability and 
death. When someone in a plant 
or office is hurt, a co-worker is 
usually nearby who can call for 
help, so medical personnel often 
arrive quickly. A seriously in- 
jured farmer, however, might 
not be discovered for quite a 
while. On top of that, it usually 
takes a lot longer for medical or 
rescue personnel to get to the 
scene.”’ 

The theme of this year’s 
National Farm Safety Week is 
“Ensure Your Future With 
Farm Safety.’’ Burke empha- 
sized the need for farm people 
to be prepared for such emer- 
gencies as fires, storms, in- 
juries and sudden illnesses, and 
be able to cope until help 
arrives. 

“It’s hard enough for people 
to realize their hopes and 
dreams, to succeed in farming 
or other careers, and to find 
some joy along the way, even 
when they are healthy and 
whole,”’ Burke said. “A bad 
accident or illness that didn't 
need to happen could really 
make it tough by sidetracking 
or even wrecking one’s plans, 
imposing a burden of pain and 
financial insecurity, and possi- 
bly putting a success forever 
out of reach. For that reason, 
preventing accidents and ill- 
nesses is a concern that de- 
serves every farmer's atten- 
tion.” 

The purpose of National 
Farm Safety Week is to call 
public attention to the safety 
and health problems of those 
engaged in full or part-time 
farming, and to suggest prac- 
tical ways to help control these 
problems. 

Joining the council in 
sponsorship of the week are the 
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facturers Association, Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, 
Kentucky Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, Kentucky Farm Bureau 
Mutual Insurance Company, 
State Farm Fire and Casualty

Farm Bureau, and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture.

\flatoxin Testing 
Again Being 


Offered Farmers 


Again this year, summer 
drought and early fall rain have 
created an environment which 
could lead to aflatoxin contami- 
nation problems in cornfields 
and corn storage bins through- 
out Maryland and the South- 
east. Previous outbreaks 
caused estimated losses of $438 
million in 1977 and 1980 for 
farmers in the same geographic 
area. 

To help prevent contami- 
nation, Dr. Arvydas P. Gry- 
bauskas, field crops disease 
specialist for the University of 
Maryland's Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, recommends 
prompt hearvesting of corn. 

Following Harvest, Dr. Gry- 
bauskas says, the grain should 
be dried down as soon as possi- 
ble to a moisture content of 15 
percent. Aim for storing corn at 
a moisture content of 12 to 13 
percent. 

An explanation of the afla- 
toxin contamination process is 
offered by Dr. John A. Doerr, 
acting poultry science depart- 
ment chairperson at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and a noted 
mycotoxin researcher: 

“Infestation of corn and 
other grain by the mold, Asper- 
gillus, can result in contami- 
nation with aflatoxin. However, 
corn which does not appear 
moldy may still contain afla- 
toxin. 

“Aflatoxin is acutely toxic to 
poultry, farm animals and 
people — although age, sex and 
species all influence sensitivity 
to this mycotoxin. It is impor- 
tant, therefore, to know if feed 
grains are contaminated. Only 
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proper laboratory testing will 
determine whether aflatoxin is 
present or not.” 

As in past years, a free afla- 
toxin testing service is avail- 
able from the University of 
Maryland at College Park. The 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture again is underwriting 
the costs through a drought- 
relief grant requested by 
Governor Schaefer and ap- 
proved by the State Board of 
Public Works. 

Instructions for taking and 
shipping samples are contained 
in Extension Fact Sheet 444, 
published in 1987. 

A representative sample of 
whole corn should be collected, 
says Dr. Doerr. The sample 
should include corn from a 
number of locations within the 
sampling source — bin, truck, 
railcar, etc. At least 10 pounds 
of grain is needed. 

Samples should be bagged 
and boxed for shipment. Use 
cloth or paper bags not 
plastic. Try to arrange shipping 
early in the week so that 
samples are not delayed in 
transit over a weekend. 

Label each sample with 
sender's name, address and 
daytime telephone number. If 
there are two or more samples 
in a shipment, give each a sepa- 
rate identification number. In- 
clude the source and type of 
sample. Examples of sources

Soil Moisture Is 


Sull Improving 


During the week ending 
September 12, soil moisture 
conditions continued to improve 
with recent rain and cooler 
temperatures. Topsoil moisture 
averaged 10 percent surplus 
and 90 percent adequate, 
according to the Maryland 
Agriculture Statistics Service. 
Subsoil moisture was 80 percent 
adequate and 20 percent short. 
There were 5.2 days suitable for 
field work during the week. 
Pasture conditions remained at 
50 percent good and 50 percent 
fair. Current hay supplies were 
70 percent adequate and 30 per- 
cent short. 

Corn conditions are remain- 
ing fairly stable at 10 percent 
poor, 70 percent fair, and 20 per- 
cent good. Corn had reached 
maturity on 25 percent of the 
acreage, compared to 55 per- 
cent last year. Silage has been 
cut on 50 percent of the acreage, 
15 percent behind last year and 
five percent behind the five 
year average. 

Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on five percent of the 
acreage compared to 20 percent 
last year and 10 percent on 
average. Corn earworms are 
causing some problems in some 
areas. Weeds, especially morn- 
ing glory, are causing problems 
in many areas and are breaking 
down stalks. 

Soybeans remained in mostly 
good condition with only 30 per- 
cent reporting in fair condition. 
Virtually all of the crop had 
bloomed and 85 percent had set 
pods. Last year, 90 percent had 
set pods; equal to the five-year 
average. Soybeans were turn- 
ing color on 10 percent of the 
acreage, compared to 30 per- 
cent last year and 25 percent on 
average. Pod worms were 
reported to be very active and 
many farmers are spraying.

PROPER TIMING OF HARVESTING CORN SILAGE 


Due to the drought stress on our corn this year, you may be 
changing your harvesting time. Most of the ear development has 
taken place, which in a lot of cases is very little. Since the quality 
and quantity of corn silage has been reduced, it is very important 
that you do a good job on harvesting for proper fermentation. In 
most situations the optimum percent moisture is 60 to 65 percent. 
Corn ensiled at less than 55 percent moisture will result in 
reduced fermentation. Moisture levels above 70 percent will 
result in seepage losses and production of a foul smelling,

The Garrett County Plumbing 
Code Ordinance and a new in-

Garrett County Planning Com- 
mission held September 14. 

The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners have adopted a draft of 
the Garrett County Plumbing 
Code Ordinance to comply with 
the mandate issued by the 
State’s Department of Licens- 
ing and Regulations, which 
stated that Garrett County had 
to adopt an ordinance by Oc- 
tober 1 

The draft of the plumbing 
code ordinance states that all 
plumbing work performed in 
Garrett County must be done by 
a licensed Master, Journey, or 
Apprentice Plumber, under the 
direction of a Master Plumber 
licensed to practice in the State 
of Maryland or under the direc- 
tion of a Master Plumber licens- 
ed to practice in Garrett or 
Allegany County. It also states 
that permits must be obtained 
for new construction and 
repairs (emergency repairs 
needed outside normal working 
hours may be done but a permit 
must be obtained at the next 
normal business day) 

The draft also states that in- 
spections must be made on 
plumbing work associated with 
new construction, prior to con- 
nection with water or sewer 
facility. The permitting agency 
must give written approval 
before any tap for water or 
sewer service and well or septic 
system or other private water

Man Sentenced

Special Grant 
To Aid Industry 
In Western Md. 


A special project designed to 
help industries in Washington, 
Allegany and Garrett Counties 
achieve greater competitive- 
ness through use of new tech- 
nology has been funded by the 
Appalachian Regional Com- 
mission. 

The project is one of a 
number of technology transfer 
initiatives being funded during 
1988 in the Appalachian states, 
using special funds designated 
by ARC for this purpose. The 
objective of the program, which 
will make up to $100,000 avail- 
able to each of the 
Commission’s 13 member 
states, is to help small 
businesses and industries gain 
access to new processes that 
will help them modernize and 
thus compete for their share of 
economic growth. 

In Maryland, the project 
sponsor, the Regional Edu- 
cational Service Agency of 
Appalachian Maryland, will act 
as a clearinghouse for western 
Maryland industries, working 
through an existing consortium 
of local colleges to provide 
information about appropriate 
new technologies to the 
industries. Participating in the 
consortium are: Allegany Com- 
munity, Garrett Community, 
and Hagerstown Junior College, 
Frostburg State’s School of 
Business and the Technology 
Extension Service of the 
University of Maryland. 

Each community college will 
advise companies in its county 
of the availability of technical 
assistance to help them adopt 
appropriate new technology to 
increase productivity, address 
problems and dispose of 
industrial waste. Training in 
new technologies will be pro- 
vided both for labor and 
management. Other services 
will include joint training on 
common problems, workshops 
and consulting services for 
individual plants and firms 

The special ARC technology 
transfer allocation will fund 
$100,000 of the project’s total 
cost of $138,200, with the state 
providing $20,000. 

A conference to be sponsored 
by ARC September 28-29 in 
Greenville, South Carolina, will 
address the challenge of 
building on this development by 
helping Appalachia’s small and 
mid-sized manufacturers and 
businesses adopt the new tech- 
nologies, especially through the 
region’s network of technical 
schools and community 
colleges.

Staff That GCC Is “On The Move”’

He then outlined a total of 47

outstanding institution.” 

According to Dr. Herman, 
highest priorities for the next 
five years will be those in the 
academic area, particularly the

Dr. Herman also announced 
the new Friends of the Children 
program.

Dr. Herman went over 
selected provisions of the 
Higher Education Reorganiza- 
tion Bill issued by the Maryland 
State Board for Community Col- 
leges. Each president 
quired to prepare a mission 
statement, which includes 
goals, measurable objectives, 
and level of degrees, as well as 
prepare a performance accoun- 
tability plan.

This past spring, the John Duckworth Coal Company was one 
of five national winners of the second annual ‘‘Excellence in 
Surface Coal Mining Reclamation National Competition," 
sponsored by the Interior Department's Office of Surface Mining 
Reclamation and Enforcement. The national award was 
presented to Duckworth and his employees last April in Chicago 
Tonight, John Duckworth will be honored for having received 
such a prestigious national award by the Maryland Coal Associ- 
ation of their Fifth Annual Coal Symposium Reclamation Awards 
Banquet at the Wisp 

National winners like John Duckworth and the 1987 national 
winner, Buffalo Coal Company, are good for the Maryland coal 
industry. Unfortunately, nothing is harder to live down than a bad 
reputation. And the coal industry has suffered from a bad reputa- 
tion because of mining practices used around the turn of the 
century up through the 1950s and 60s. Today's operators, like 
Duckworth, find themselves surface mining and reclaiming both 
old deep mines and surface mines, which were mined and 
abandoned before any state or federal regulations were enforced 
It is these abandoned mines which have given the coal industry 
such a bad reputation, causing erosion, pollution of streams and 
water supplies through acid mine drainage, and leaving unsightly 
scars on the landscape 

Scars like the spoil pile pictured at the left, below, can still be 
seen in Maryland coal country. According to Joe Mills, state 
inspector for the Bureau of Mines, the spoil pile pictured is 
between 80 and 100-years old. Evidence of pollution can be seen at 
the right of the spoil pile where water is draining down over the 
side of it into Aaron's Run which flows into the Savage River near 
Bloomington. ‘‘These (spoil piles) are examples of what we quite 
often find when we go in to reclaim an abandoned mine area,” 
said Duckworth. ‘‘Our first job in Frostburg involved 19 acres of 
spoil,”’ he added 

The goa! of Duckworth and other coal operators today is to 
end up with land looking like that in the other pictures on this 
page. The Maryland Bureau of Mines not only issues mining 
permits and enforces the reclamation laws, but often advises 
operators on how to accomplish this goal 

In the photo at the right above, Bureau of Mines officials 
commend Duckworth on the results of the reclamation and 
reseeding of this job in the Mt. Zion area. Pictured, left to right, 
are: State Inspectors for the Bureau of Mines Ray Karlstrand and 
Joe Mills; John Duckworth, owner and operator of John 
Duckworth Coal Company; and Anthony Abar, director of the 
Maryland Bureau of Mines 

The Mt. Zion permit involved an old deep mine with subsi- 
dence and also an old surface mine with a high wall and old spoil 
piles. The entire site had been stripped and abandoned. Duck- 
worth took out the old Pittsburgh coal stumps and pillers left from 
the deep mine and about 10-feet of Morantown coal from under the 
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stumps. The permit was backfilled as it was mined, with the 
entire job finished by December 1984 and planted to a mixture of 
Kentucky fescue, clover and bird’s foot treefoil by June of 1985 
The land is well stabilized with vegetation and still has one year 
left on the reclamation bond. 

Pictured at the right, above, is an area mined and reclaimed 
by Duckworth near Bloomington. The pond that Duckworth and 
the Bureau of Mines officials are looking at was designed for easy 
access by cattle and wildlife and has been successfully stocked 
with fish. This area was another abandoned surface mine before 
being mined and reclaimed by Duckworth. 

Duckworth tries to be considerate to property owners and 
surrounding residents when mining. The family graveyard in the 
grove of trees in the picture at the right, below, is an example. 
The family gave him permission to mine up to 50 feet of the 
cemetary, instead of the usual 100 feet, so that he could reclaim 
the land and smooth it out and replant it right up to the cemetary. 
Duckworth also had an access road to the cemetary upgraded for 
the owner. This job was finished and reclaimed years ago before 
reclamation laws were in effect. 

The same treatment has been given to family cemetaries on 
other jobs, even as far as clearing brush from the graveyard as 
part of the reclamation. Abar says that Duckworth also refuses to 
use explosives on any permit with residential homes near by. 


An area being mined near Frostburg by Duckworth was 
previously deep mined and the owner had to go so far as to fence 
his cattle out of the area because of the subsidence and sink holes. 
After being remined and reclaimed, the owner can now make hay 
on the acreage and safely pasture his cattle. 


Abar says that it was this kind of cooperation that made 
Duckworth a nominee for the national award. The recommenda- 
tion to nominate Duckworth for the national award was made to 
the Bureau of Mines by the Land Reclamation Committee, a 
13-member board that sees all the jobs in the state annually and 
reviews every permit. This gives the committee a multiple 
perspective, more so than one of the Bureau's inspectors who 
may know his own district but not the rest of the state. This 
committee gives its own award annually, focusing on land 
reclamation. The state and national OSM award also takes into 
consideration the operator's history of compliance during mining, 
innovative techniques used by the operator, an emphasis on being 
a ‘‘good neighbor,’’ and ways to improve the general public's 
perspective of the coal industry through field tours, etc.

The honors John Duckworth received are only one example of 
his growth in the industry. Starting in the industry in 1974 with two 
employees and two pieces of equipment, the company now 
employs 12 persons and owns 16 pieces of equipment. The 
company currently holds five permits, is working three jobs and 
operates one tipple. Abar says that as a result of Duckworth’s 
ability to efficiently move materials, he has successfully bid on 
and been awarded abandonded mine projects in addition to his 
other permits. Duckworth has also agreed to take part in an OSM- 
funded study of surface coal mine sedementation ponds and 
standards for such ponds. ‘‘He always demonstrates a willingness 
to cooperate,” said Abar.

Democrat presidential candidate Michael

all employers provide health insurance coverage for 
their employees. 

We have not yet heard his thoughts on just how 
all of the employers are going to be able to afford 
such a thing. The already outlandish premiums for 
health insurance continue to climb, partially 
because of our out-of-control age of litigation and 
partially because of manipulation by the insurance 
companies. There are hundreds of thousands of 
employers who do not provide health insurance 
because they cannot afford it. There are thousands 
more who do provide it, or a percentage of it, but are 
finding it increasingly difficult to continue to do so. 
To make it mandatory would not only destroy some 
businesses, but it would also be one of the most 
inflationary mandates of this century, as the cost of 
the insurance coverage would be passed on to the 
consumers in the form of significantly higher prices. 

We would rather hear from the presidential 
candidates more effective proposals to reduce the 
litigation crisis and to provide some additional 
control over the insurance industry. Also in the area 
of health coverage, we would like to see more 
limitations on free medical coverage and more 
assistance to those who face catastrophic medical 
bills, but do not qualify for a medical card. 

A television media report this week concerned 
the family of a young boy who suffered from 
leukemia. The family did not qualify for a medical 
card, but they did not have the money to cover the 
major medical expenses of their son. The 
government did nothing to assist them, the fund- 
raising effort for the family did not yield enough 
support, and the child died. Yet all the while, there 
are thousands of persons abusing their medical 
cards, streaming into hospital emergency rooms at 
the drop of a hat for treatment of sniffles, sore 
throats, and headaches, all at taxpayer, government 
expense. It is criminal that there was no similar 
support available for this dear child, whose illness 
was real and ultimately destroyed him. 

So try again, Governor Dukakis. Your first idea 
on the subject was really just a joke, right?

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Beyond Our Whitewater Success, 
A New Beginning

For far too long the media searchlight has focused on Western 
Maryland's economic miseries: the plant shutdowns, the lost 
jobs, the missed opportunities, the steady exodus of our best and 
brightest young people 

For two brief shining weeks last summer time froze. 
Suddenly, all of that changed. And, in the hearts and minds of 
many of us who live and work in this scenic and rugged region, the 
change holds the possibility for new beginnings. 

Rarely, does a nation, let alone a locale, have the opportunity 
for a repeat performance of an exceptional public event, such as 
the U.S. Bicentennial or the Olympic Games. Yet, for two weeks 
next June Western Maryland will once again play host to the 
world with the 1989 World Whitewater Championships to be run 
down the roaring torrent of the Savage River, a race course 
absolutely worthy of its name. 

It is not too early to begin reporting to Marylanders about the 
extraordinary partnership between government and the private 
sector that will once again bring the World to Western Maryland, 
as our posters, bumper stickers and TV spots proclaim, and to 
consider how this partnership, born of athletics, can enrich the 
economic life of our region long after the tumult and shouting are 
over 

The World Whitewater Championships are forging a new and 
vital public-private enterprise in this part of Maryland with 
tangible economic results which hold great promise in the years 
immediately ahead. 

With the enthusiastic can-do leadership of Governor William 
Donald Schaefer mobilizing State agencies, with the unstinting 
support of regional corporate leadership moving the private 
sector, and with a group of hard-working volunteers paving the 
way for public support, a small economic miracle play is under- 
way in the deep Appalachian hollows near the confluence of the 
Savage and the Potomac. 

Act I took place this past summer, as the State invested 
money and untold manpower, from agencies as diverse as Frost- 
burg State University to the State Railroad Administration to the 
Maryland National Guard. Even the Federal government got into 
the act through the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. The effort 
transformed the banks of the Savage into a world class white- 
water amphitheater that will attract more than 50,000 spectators 
at next summer's events. 

Companies like C & P Telephone, Westvaco, Potomac Edison, 
Mid-Atlantic Coca-Cola and many others contributed money, 
manpower and equipment to turn witnessing a sport unfamiliar to 
many Marylanders—as well as to most Americans—into an up 
close and personal experience of a classic and rivetting battle, 
pitting canoeists employing only their skill and know-how against 
the power and unpredictability of nature. 

As a result of this public-private sector partnership, most of 
Act Il—next year’s Whitewater Championship races—will be 
funded by private investment, the bulk of which comes from one 
of Maryland’s major corporate citizens, Marriott, and from Pepsi 
Cola. This means a payoff far beyond the initial investment, 
which will continue to pay dividends for years to come by turning 
the Savage course into America’s toughest test of whitewater 
skills. When the sport is added to the 1992 Olympics and becomes 
a part of the summer games thereafter, future American 
medalists will use the Savage course to hone their skills. 

The Savage River course will serve as a future site of state, 
regional, and national, world olympic whitewater trials. 

Nothing of this magnitude has happened here short of 
building the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal in the early 1800s. 

Western Marylanders can take deep pride in their 
accomplishment. First, it represents an act of faith; of faith in 
ourselves, something we haven't gotten much credit for in recent 
years 

Behind the roar of the Savage and the chant of the crowds that 
echoed through our hills and valleys last June and will reawaken 
again next summer, lies an exceptional local organizing effort. 

Whitewater Championships, Inc., our organizing committee, 
comprises more than 500 individuals, mostly volunteers. We went 
after the rights to hold the games on the Savage, even before 
there was a commitment from the state or of private financial 
assistance. By the time our committee is finished its work, we will 
have worked a multi-million dollar marvel for our state, our 
region and for our fellow citizens. 

But we must not let the opportunity created by this new spirit 
die. We must pursue a new and energetic partnership between the 
public and private sectors that builds on these beginnings. 

Moreover, what's been accomplished here in Western 
Maryland can spread to all of Maryland. 

Just as a corporate business plan projects a return from a 
specific expenditure of capital, the people of Maryland should 
require their future leaders in both the public and private sectors 
to develop a statewide master plan built on a public-private 
partnership, which charts long-term policies towards and creates 
imaginative new programs. 

We need the same kind of partnership driving new initiatives 
in economic areas such as multi-stage venture capital funding, 
university-based research and development, broadened career, 
vocational and professional education, job retraining and skills 
development, product development funding, and we need a broad 
commitment to the staging and promotion of public events. 

Under such an enterprise a New Capitalism can take firm 
root in the Free State, and propel our future. 

It is not unthinkable that Maryland, with world class natural 
and human resources, could with the same commitment, drive. 


and resourcefuiness exhibited by its westernmost citizens this 


summer, be the venue for the Year 2000 Olympic Games that will 
open the Twenty-first Century. 

We need to look beyond today’s beginnings, to think big, to 
work together, to create tomorrow's opportunities.

Continued from Page A-1 
or sewer system may be made 
operational, except for 
emergency repairs. 

The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners do not wish to give their 
approval to the draft until the 
Department of Licensing and 
Regulation approves the excep- 
tions to the ordinance. The ex- 
ceptions include: plumbing 
work done on government- 
owned or operated property; 
and minor plumbing work when 
the cost is less than $500.00, 
including replacement of fix- 
tures and appliances and 
repairs of leaks and stoppages 
except for replacement of drain 
taps. 

John Nelson, of the Garrett 
County Planning and Zoning Of- 
fice, said that the ordinance will 
probably not go into effect on 
October 1. A final draft cannot 
be approved until the state con- 
curs with the ordinance, and 
then a public hearing must be 
held. 

The planning commission has 
decided to proceed with restora- 
tion of the lake shoreline, next 
to the Information Booth on 
Route 219, Deep Creek Lake, to 
prevent erosion. 

The restoration will include 
330 feet in length along the lake, 
and the commission hopes to 
add 25 feet in width for addi- 
tional parking, and will also in- 
clude the building of boat docks 
so that boaters can dock their 
boats and obtain information on 
boating.

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Gov. Schaefer 
Speaks Out 


MARYLAND'S JUDGES: 
WE MUST HAVE THE VERY BEST 
By Governor William Donald Schaefer 

As governor, I am responsible for appointing the members of 
many boards, commissions, and advisory groups. These are all 
very important decisions. They bring some of Maryland's finest 
and most caring citizens into public service for our state 

The appointments which occupy the most of my time, how- 
ever, are the appointments of judges to Maryland's courts. With- 
out question, these appointments are among the most serious 
decisions I make as the governor of Maryland 

Since January 1987, I have had the opportunity to appoint 26 
judges to our court system. During the next two months, I will be 
filling at least six additional vacanies on the district, circuit, 
special appeals, and appeals courts of Maryland 

I have only one requirement in the selection of a new judge 
Each appointee must be the very best possible candidate. It's that 
simple 

People tell me, ‘“You must appoint a woman or a member of 
this ethnic group to the bench.” I agree that we need balance and 
we need wide experience in our courts, but most of all, we need 
the best prepared and the best qualified individuals 

I don’t look first to see what sex or what ethnic group a pos- 
sible candidate represents. I don't ask who their powerful 
political friends are. I look to see what they have done, what their 
experience is, and what contributions they have already made to 
their communities and their profession. Who is the most qualified 
for this job—that is the key to a strong and a fair court system. 

With every appointment, I ask ‘‘Would I like to be judged by 
this person if I had committed a crime? Would I get a fair trial? 
Would I be treated impartially in a civil action? Would he or she 
protect my individual rights, the rights of society?" Those are 
extremely important questions and they quickly narrow the list of 
possible appointees for any vacancy 

By law and by tradition, the judicial appointment process in 
Maryland is a very careful and a very deliberate one. It involves 
not only the governor but a cross-section of citizens and members 
of the legal profession. Every candidate whose name comes to me 
has been evaluated and recommended by the local judicial 
district's or the state’s Judicial Nominating Commission, depend- 
ing on the vacancy. 

I really value the work of those local commissions which are 
composed of six lawyers nominated by the local bar association 
and six lay members appointed by the governor. A thirteenth 
member appointed by the governor serves as chairman. 

The judicial nominating commissions are very thorough. 
They work with local bar associations, citizens, and community 
groups to solicit nominations for vacancies. They review all can- 
didates thoroughly before presenting their recommendations to 
the governor. 

Without exception, I have been extremely pleased with the 
recommendations from these local commissions. They do their 
homework. They always present me with an extensive file on 
each possible candidate giving me insight into their background, 
their experience, and their judicial philosophy. 

There is always pressure to fill a judicial vacancy imme- 
diately to avoid any prospect of backlogs in our courts. This is one 
area, however, where I resist the temptation to, in those famous 
words, do it now. Every one of these appointments deserves very 
serious study and that should not be rushed. I personally inter- 
view each judge I appoint. I consider what each thinks they can 
bring to our courts. I consider what is important to them. I a!so 
talk to people in the community. No, I don’t start with local poli- 
ticians. This is an area where political accomplishments and con- 
nections do not and should not play a role. 

Our judges, the men and women who decide and uphold our 
laws, must not be subject to the trends of public opinion or the 
pressures of political approval. Every decision, every ruling must 
be objective and thorough. Our judicial system goes to the very 
heart of our nation’s democratic heritage and freedom. There can 
be no more important decision

Be True to Your School is basically a 
diary which he kept during 1964 when he was a second semester 
junior and first semester senior at Bexley High School near 
Columbus, Ohio.

His diary reminds one of the 
problems and troubles which fade with time, the arguments with 
parents, the conflicts with other students and the uncertainty of 
adolescent sexuality. Although attending high school in rural 
West Virginia was in many ways radically different from 
suburban Ohio, many of his experiences brought back memories 
of similar times. I had forgotten about the intensity of school 
rivalries. At Petersburg our hated rivals were the denizens of 
Moorefield High. It was fine in our group if a male Petersburg 
student dated a Mooreficld girl, but an affront if the opposite 
occurred. I imagine that the rivalry between Garrett County 
schools is much the same. If you graduated from high school 
anytime during the sixties or just want a refresher course on what 
your teenage years were really like, I think you would enjoy Be 
True To Your School.

Professor Dodge 
Presents Paper 


To Ornithologists 


“at 


Kevin Dodge, assistant pro- 
fessor of Wildlife and Biology at 
Garrett Community College, 
presented a paper at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Ornithologists’ Union in 
Fayetteville, Arkansas, in 
August. 

Entitled ‘‘Importance of Tree 
Species Composition in Forest 
Bird Habitat Modeling,’’ the 
paper was given during the 
ecology session of the meeting. 
It was coauthored by Dr. 
Robert C. Whitmore of West 
Virginia University. 

Dodge discussed the useful- 
ness of incorporating infor- 
mation on the amount of 
different tree species occurring 
in an area when attempting to 
describe the habitats occupied 
by various bird species. He 
noted that tree species infor- 
mation was more useful in pre- 
dicting what birds would occur 
in an area than was information 
describing other features of the 
habitat, such as shrub and 
canopy cover and the number of 
living and dead trees of 
different sizes 

The information for this 
paper was derived from the 
research done by Dodge and 
Whitmore near Berkeley 
Springs, W.Va., on the effects of 
gypsy moth outbreak on forest 
birds

As the new Center for Com- 
munity and Continuing 
Education prepares to open at 
the McHenry campus of Garrett 
Community College next 
month, the college continues to 
maintain a presence in the Oak- 
land Center on Center Street 

According to Lowell Bender, 
director of Continuing Educa- 
tion, the college is keeping three 
classrooms and an office with a 
part-time administrator in Oak- 
land to continue to serve the 
people of that area. Space and 
cost of maintenance in the Oak- 
land Center are currently being 
shared by the college, Com- 
munity Action, and 
Appalachian Crossroads 

With the re-location of the 
administrative offices and most 
classrooms of the Continuing 
Education Division to the new 
McHenry facility, Bender says, 
“We've moved back home, but 
this will not diminish our ability 
to serve the community. GCC 


will continue aggressive out- 
reach into other areas of the 
community.” 

He noted that the Continuing 
Education Division had pro- 
vided courses and programs in 
28 different sites throughout 
Garrett County last year.

University, West Virginia 
University, Potomac State Col- 
lege, and Allegany Community 
College. A major initiative is 
currently underway in opening 
opportunities for students to 
move easily from non-credit to 
credit programs. GCC now 
offers courses for both credit 
and non-credit. 


The College is developing a 
system of non-traditional credit 
assessment through which 
students may receive college 
credit and advance standing for 
learning acquired through work 
and other experience. The 
possibility of GCC’s having a 
Weekend College is being pur- 
sued, and a series of Garrett 
Golden Adventures, 2% day 
packages of educational, 
recreational, and entertain- 
ment offerings for the senior 
citizens’ bus tours, are being 
planned. The first of these will 
occur next week 


Another major improvement 
in the enrollment area will be 
the establishment of the Job 
Placement Center to provide 
resume writing and job search 
and placement services for 
GCC’s students and former 
students. This service has been 
made possible through a recent 
grant the College received. 

The college will also be 
launching a “Welcome Neigh- 
bor’’ program under the 
sponsorship of the Mountaintop 
Chamber of Commerce. A GCC 
representative will greet new 


families in behalf of the 
Chamber and the community, 
bringing them information 
about regional businesses, 
schools, churches, and recrea- 
tional opportunities. Through 
an initiative designed to 
enhance student life called 
“Home Away from Home,” 
local residents will be asked to 
consider renting a room in their 
home to college students who 
would then have a home and 
family environment during 
their time at GCC. 

Foremost among the 
initiatives listed in the com- 
munity services area were the 
opening of the new Center for 
Community and Continuing 
Education set for October 5 at 
the McHenry campus and the 
establishment of the Small 
Business Development Center 
that will be housed there. The 
SBDC will provide free con- 
Sultation services to any 
business or prospective 
business person in the com- 
munity. 

Other initiatives listed by 
Herman include the college’s 
involvement with the Garrett 
Lakes Arts Festival, the White- 
water Championships, and the 
Agrinet information system for 
local farmers. A new Friends of 
the Children program which 
will send GCC volunteers to an 
elementary school in the county 
to enrich the education of 
students is commencing. The 
Kitzmiller School will be the 
cooperating elementary school 
for two years. Students will 
occasionally be bused to the 


college for special programs. A 
community service project pro- 
vided by GCC’s library staff is 
the Accident photo-album 
project, an initiative to pre- 
serve regional history in sepia 
prints. 

In addition to these many 
projects underway to better 
serve all of GCC’s con- 
stituencies, a number of initia- 
tives are underway internally. 
The Organization and Salary 
Committee is completing its 
work toward a re-organization 
of college administrative and 
support staff, classification of 
all positions, and implementa- 
tion of a new and equitable 
salary structure. A_ revised 
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Policy and Procedures manual 
will be developed. A manage- 
ment information system is 
being developed. The Student 
Assistance Center launched last 
year has greatly improved the 
intake and advisement 
processes, benefitting both 
students and faculty. An 
interim plan for student 
retention is to be implemented. 
A GCC Foundation has been 
established and will soon 
increase efforts to strengthen 
GCC’s resources. 

All these initiatives, said Dr. 
Herman, will help make Gar- 
rett Community College ‘‘the 
kind of college we want it to 
be.”’

In the first 
run of the project, CSEA 
successfully collected $5,731 in 
overdue child support from two 
lottery winners. 

Based on a cooperative agree- 
ment between the two agencies, 
the Child Support Enforcement 
Administration will, on a 
monthly basis, provide the 
State Lottery Agency with a 
magnetic tape containing a list 
of all persons in Maryland who 
are behind in child support pay- 
ments by $150.00 or more. The 
Lottery Agency will compare 
the name of any person who 
wins a lottery prize in the 
amount of $600.00 or more with 
that list before awarding the 
prize (lottery winnings of 
$600.00 or more must collected 
from the State Lottery Agency) 
Any winner whose name is on 
the list will be given his prize 
minus the amount of the child 
support arrears, plus a written 
statement of how much of his 
prize has been paid to the Child 
Support Enforcement Admin- 
istration. 

“This project is just one of 
many ways the Child Support 
Enforcement Administration is 
striving to assure that Mary- 
land’s children receive the sup- 
port that is due to them,”’ said 
Ann C. Helton, executive 
director of the Child Support 
Enforcement Administration. 
“With the continued support of 
the Governor and State Legis- 
lature, we anticipate the imple- 
mentation of other innovative 


projects to aide in the collection 
of delinquent child support.”’ 

Any winner whose prize is 
intercepted and feels a mistake 
has been made should call the 
Child Support Hotline for an 
investigation (333-0661 in 
Baltimore, 1-800-492-5676 
outside Baltimore). A prize 
winner aggrieved by this action 
can also appeal for a formal ad- 
judication of his complaint. An 
appeal form can be obtained 
from the State Lottery Agency, 
any Child Support Enforcement 
Office, or by calling (301) 
333-0661 in Baltimore or 
1-800-492-5676 throughout Mary- 
land.

‘We were really pleased with 
our kids’ effort, though,” he 
continued, ‘‘although we should 
have scored another 
touchdown.”

A four-touchdown, 127-yard 
performance by tailback Brent 
Sanders highlighted Southern 
High School's second victory in 
as many starts this season, as 
the Rams flattened Central 
Preston Friday night, 47-14, in 
Kingwood.

The study was conducted with 
three major purposes, accor- 
ding to the Forest, Park, and 
Wildlife Service. The first was 
to provide the Department of 
Natural Resources with infor- 
mation on current recreational 
use of the Deep Creek Lake 
area; secondly, to present 
systematic approaches for the 
resource managers to use in 
determining appropriate social 
and resource capacities for the 
lake area; and finally, to in- 
troduce a variety of possible 
carrying capacity management 
techniques far recreational nee 
and resource protection in- 
cluding specific recommenda- 
tions for the department. 

After receiving questions and 
comments concerning the draft 
report, the URDC will submit a 
final report to the DNR in 
November.

Md. Students’ 
SAT Scores 
Down Slightly 


Total mean scores for all 
32,628 Maryland high school 
students who took the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
declined between 1987 and 1988, 
according to the Maryland 
State Department of Education. 

On the mathematics section, 
scores went from 477 to 475, and 
on the verbal section from 437 to 
433. Although the state’s scores 
for 1988 declined slightly, they 
fall within the trend toward 
higher scores that began in the 
early 1980's after several years 
of declining scores. 

In 1988, the Maryland 
average verbal score was five 
points above the national 
average of 428. The state’s 
mathematics score was one 
point below the national 
average of 476. 

Sixty percent of projected 
1988 Maryland high school 
graduates took the SAT — a 
higher percentage than all but 
11 other states. This percentage 
is significant because, in 
general, a higher percentage of 
students taking the test results 
in lower average SAT scores, 
according to Robert Gabrys, 
chief of program assessment, 
evaluation, and instructional 
support in the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Among states that equaled or 
surpassed Maryland’s 60 per- 
cent rate of participation, only 
three states had higher verbal 
scores and only one state had a

higher mathematics score, Dr 
Gabrys said. 

Business and commerce re- 
mained the most popular col- 
lege major among Maryland 
students, as well as among 
students across the country 
Twenty-three percent of 
Maryland high school seniors in 
1988 said they intended to select 
business and commerce, up 
from 22 percent last year. In- 
terest in studying engineering 
and computer sciences declin- 
ed, respectively, from 11 and 
five percent last year to 10 and 
four percent this year. 

Interest in social sciences and 
history as a college major in- 
creased from 12 to 13 percent of 
the class of 1988. More students 
also said they intended to major 
in education (from five percent 
to six percent) and physical 
sciences (from one percent to 
two percent). 

Penn State became the most 
popular out-of-state college or 
university for Maryland high 
school graduates in 1988, acor- 
ding to the number of SAT 
reports students requested the 
College Board to send to various 
institutions. Other non- 
Maryland institutions ranking 
high in the college aspirations 
of Maryland students were the 
University of Delaware, the 
University of Virginia, James 
Madison University, and 
Virginia Tech. 

SAT score reports sent to the 
University of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park, declined from 45 per- 
cent to 42.7 percent. 

The SAT is widely used by col- 
leges and universities in their 
admissions process. Combined 
with school grades, it is 
generally considered a reliable 
indicator of how well students 
will perform in college 

Information released by the 
College Board, which ad- 
ministers the SAT, reveals 
some differences between 
Maryland test takers and test 
takers nationally. Those dif-

ferences include the following 
Years of Study 

Maryland students on 
average have studied the major 
academic subjects for 19 years, 
compared with 18.3 for test 
takers nationally 

Writing Test 

Maryland students out-

Scores 

In mathematics, four percent 
of Maryland students and three 
percent of students nationally 
scored 650 or above (800 is the 
top score). 

Reading Comprehension 

On this portion of the verbal 
section of the SAT, 10 percent of 
Maryland students, compared 
with 8 percent of students na- 
tionally, scored 60 or above (80

Study Vo-Tech 
Education Named 


A commission to study vo- 
cational-technical education in 
Maryland has been appointed 
by Dr. Joseph L. Shilling, state 
superintendent of schools. 

The 20-member commission, 
composed of educators and 
representatives of business, in- 
dustry, and labor, will review 
changing technology, demo- 
graphics, and social attitudes 
and examine ways for vo 
cational education to address 
these changes in their secon- 
dary school and community col- 
lege programs 

The chairman of the commis- 
sion is Brian L. King, senior 
vice president for human re- 
sources, First National Bank of 
Maryland 

The commission's findings 
will be presented to the state 
superintendent of schools by 
June 30, 1989. The report will 
contain a statement of ‘‘phi- 
losophy for vocational-technical 
education” and a “conceptual 
framework” for practical appli- 
cation of the philosophy as well 
as recommendations for pro- 
gram delivery.

MDA To Distribute List Of 
Pesticide Sensitive Individuals 


Some people may experience 
allergic reactions to pesticides 
even when properly applied 
according to label directions. 
These pesticide-sensitive 
individuals are advised to avoid 
exposure to chemicals causing 
allergic reactions. 


‘Pesticide-sensitive individ- 
uals may receive advance 
notice of pesticide applications 
being made by lawn and land- 
scape companies under a new 
program conducted by the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture (MDA)," according to 
Secretary Wayne A. Cawley Jr. 
‘Recently adopted depart- 
mental regulations require that 
commercial pest control firms 
and public agencies notify sen- 
sitive individuals listed with the 
department before applying 
pesticides to lawn or landscape 
plants on neighboring prop- 
erties,’’ said Secretary Cawley. 
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friday *til 8:00 p.m. 
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“These regulations, and the 
registration program, were 
developed through cooperative 
efforts by representatives of the 
pest control industry, environ- 
mental groups, general public, 
elected officials, and the 
department,’’ Cawley con- 
tinued. ‘‘The new regulations do 
not pertain to homeowners 
using pesticides or to pest 
control companies applying 
pesticides to sites other than 
lawns or landscape plants,”’ he 
concluded. 

To be placed on the sensitive 
list, an individual must com- 
plete an application provided by 
the department, listing the 
names and addresses of ad- 
jacent or contiguous property 
owners to their property. A 
physician's certification is re- 
quired stating that the named 
individual has a documented 
sensitivity to certain pesticides 
and should avoid exposure. 

This list will be maintained 
and updated by MDA and be 
distributed to licensed lawn 
care and landscape companies 
and public agencies by Febru- 
ary 15 of each year. Sensitive 
individuals will be contacted by 
licensed firms before applying 
pesticides to neighboring prop- 
erties. Individuals on the list 
will be called to tell them of 
planned treatment times and lo- 
cations. If a listed individual 
cannot be reached by telephone, 
applicators will be contacting 
the people at home just before 
the application. If no contact is 
made, applicators will leave 
written notice of application at 
the door of the listed individual. 

Individuals given advance 
notice have the opportunity to 
avoid exposure by leaving the 
area, closing off outside venti- 
lation, or by wearing a respi- 
rator. The notification process 
is designed to help prevent po- 
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Applications for listing as a 
pesticide-sensitive individual 
can be obtained by contacting 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, Pesticide Regu- 
lation Section, 50 Harry S.

Antietam National Battle- 
field, the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center, and Great 
Falls National Park are among 
the facilities slated to receive 
funds under the legislation as 
the result of efforts by Senators 
Sarbanes and Mikulski .

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Proposed Preston County Landfill 


Is Disputed By Citizens’ Group 


A contention over garbage 
of all things is raging in 
neighboring Preston County, 
W.Va. Garrett County became 
involved when a letter in 
opposition to a proposed landfill 
was drafted by the Friendsville 
Mayor and Town Council at 
their September meeting and 
mailed to the Preston County 
Commissioners, federal 
officials and Maryland state 
and local officials 

In the midst of this conten- 
tion, and the major cause of it, 
is Chambers Development 
Corporation, a Delaware waste 
disposal company located in 
Pennsylvania, that is planning 
to establish a municipal landfill 
just across the Maryland/West 
Virginia state line in Preston 
County, if the proper permits 
are approved 

Working to prevent that from 
happening is the group, West 
Virginians Against Out-Of-State 
Garbage. This group of con- 
cerned citizens has been lobby- 
Preston County Com- 
and encouraging 
other citizens to do the same. As 
a group, they attended a public 
hearing held by the Commission 
late last month to protest the 
landfill proposal 

Also attending that hearing, 
Chambers 
Development Company, was 
Tim Hickman, who said that 
Chambers gave a presentation 
to Kingwood city officials be- 
ause the Kingwood landfill 
currently the entire 
county is under a closure plan 
with the W. Va. Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). A 
new W. Va. state law mandates 
that landfill planning to 
accept more than 10,000 tons of

Chambers then 
approached the Commission for 
a permit application, hoping to 
gain that approval 

The matter of ‘gaining that 
approval” is not that easy 
even without opposition from 


the citizens’ group because 
the new law mandates the coun- 
ties to set permit requirements 
before Chambers, or anyone 
else, can even apply 

The Republican Newspaper 
tried repeatedly to contact any 
of the eight Preston County 
commissioners for their 
comments, and was able to dis- 
cuss the issue with four of the 
commissioners by phone. 

Preston County Com- 
missioner Eldon Cale (Pleasant 
District) said that the county’s 
legal council is currently study- 
ing a permit system developed 
by the Commission. He ex- 
plained that it must then be 
voted on, and accepted by the 
Commission before permit 
applications could be accepted. 
Each permit application, he 
said, must then go through a 
public hearing process 

Commissioner Lee Slaubaugh 
(Union District) said the Com- 
mission is ‘really putting some 
stipulations in the require- 
ments, and they will be very 
strict.’ She added that the com- 
missioners have made no 
commitments (as of last week), 
and that nothing will be decided 
upon without going through the 
public-hearing process 

Nothing will be (decided upon) 
behind closed doors,’ she said. 

Preston County Commission 
President David Friend (Reno 
District) stated that after 
county-wide regulations are 
approved, and permit appli- 
cations are presented to the 
county — any permits approved 
by the county must then be 
approved by both state and fed- 
eral agencies and comply with 
their regulations, also 

Chambers’ Proposal 

In a phone conversation with 
Hickman yesterday, he stated 
that what Chambers wants to 
bring into Preston County and 
the 14-county waste-shed area is 
a Class A sanitary landfill. The 
company has an option on the 
purchase of 1,000 acres of land 
in the Bruceton Mills, Hazelton 
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area. Hickman said that area is 
being considered because of its 
proximity to Route 48, and be- 
cause the land mass is large 
enough to buffer the lan {fill 
area from the surrounding 
areas. 

Hickman made it clear that 
the landfill would not involve 
the entire 1,000 acres. ‘‘Over the 
20-year life of the landfill, the 
company expects to use an 80 to 
100-acre ‘footprint’ in the 
center of that acreage for the 
landfill itself,"’ he said. Hick- 
man added that the company 
intends to set aside 200 to 300 
acres to develop an industrial 
park, hoping to attract other 
industries to the county because 
of the availability of the landfill 
The rest of the acreage would 
be used as a buffer zone of trees 
surrounding the landfill, he 
said. 

“We will bring in all ‘state- 
of-the-art’ technology. The 
facility will he a double-lined 
site, and there will be a waste 
water treatment plant. These 
are all environmentally-sound 
facilities,’ Hickman said. ‘‘We 
will be applying a lot of new 
technology to protect the 
environment,"’ he said and 
added, ‘‘We will work as a West 
Virginia corporation in West 
Virginia and establish the land- 
fill to handle West Virginia gar- 
bage.”’ 

Hickman said that opposition 
began when he explained to the 
citizens of Preston County that 
the company anticipates bring- 
ing municipal waste to the land- 
fill from Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. ‘‘Not forever,” he said, 
‘but for the next five to seven 
years, until the open landfill 
sites in West Virginia become 
full and all of that garbage is 
brought to the Preston County 
landfill.”’ 

According to Hickman, 
80-percent of the municipal 
solid waste landfills in the 
United States are operated by 
government agencies (the 
municipalities themselves, or 
counties), and it is these that 
are causing the most problems, 
health hazards and environ- 
mental pollution. ‘‘We are try- 
ing to change that negative im- 
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age through public meetings 
and presentations,” Hickman 
said. 

He said, however, that he is 
afraid that most people in West 
Virginia ‘‘don’t want to listen to 
facts, and have made it an 
emotional issue.’’ The bottom 
line, he said, is ‘‘not the origin 
of the waste, but how to handle 
that waste properly.” 

When asked, during the phone 
conversation, if municipal 
waste carried any toxins, Hick- 
man said that to a degree, it did. 
“The paint can that held the 
paint you painted your house 
with, the hairspray, nail polish, 
and cleaning fluids you use are 
all toxins,’’ he said. He added 
that the percentage is small, 
and that through the ‘dilution 
effect’’ these toxins would be 
absorbed into the breakdown of 
the trash and no longer be of 
danger to anything. The small 
percentage of toxins remaining, 
he said, would be contained in 
the leachate, a term used to de- 
scribe the liquid that has passed 
through or emerged from solid 
waste. This leachate would then 
go through the treatment plant, 
he said. 

Chambers Development 
Company, according to Hick- 
man, encourages ‘‘community 
household hazardous waste pro- 
grams" in the areas they serve. 
Under this program, residents 
may deposit their old paint cans 
and other toxins to be picked up 
at a certain time, at a certain 
place, to be disposed of by the 
proper procedure. 

Hickman says that presently, 
West Virginia transports all its 
hazardous waste to the states of 
New Jersey, Alabama and Ohio 
to be disposed of. He added that 
the citizens of one Ohio com- 
munity where that trash is 
taken are currently protesting 
against ‘‘out-of-state-garbage.”’ 

When asked if the company 
could guarantee a _ high 
standard of water quality, Hick- 
man said that an engineering 
study, taking nine months to 
one year, will be done to 
determine the water flow in and 
around the landfill site (if a 
permit is approved). He said 
that an adequate stream flows 
through the site, and into the 
Cheat River. The surface water 
and leachate will be collected, 
purified at the treatment plant, 
and discharged back into the 
stream. 

The stream running through 
the site, Cherry Run, is cur- 
rently polluted by acid mine 
drainage, according to Hick- 
man, and the water quality of 
the stream should be better 
after the treated water is re- 
turned to it than it is now, he 
said. ‘‘We will be sure that no 
pollution goes back into the 
stream,"’ Hickman said. 

He explained that surface 
runoff is easily controlled by 
diversion ditches and so on, but 
ground water is more impor- 
tant. ‘‘Ground water is what the 
majority of work and money 
goes to protect,’’ Hickman said. 
He stated that at the company’s 
other facilities, a series of wells 
are drilled to constantly test 
ground water for possible pollu- 
tion 

He said that the company’s 17 
years operating landfills has 
proven that they can run a land- 
fill properly and protect the 
environment. Hickman said 
that several of the Preston 
County commissioners had 
visited Chambers’ Johnstown, 
Pa., landfill, and that twice he 
personally extended an invita- 
tion to the citizens’ group 
against out-of-state garbage to 
visit one of their sites, but both 
times they refused. 

Hickman said that the 
construction phase of the land- 
fill would last 14 to 22 months 
and require 45 to 60 employees 
including heavy equipment 
operators, mechanics, me- 
chanics’ helpers, laborers, 
surveyors and engineers. The 
operation itself, depending upon 
the volume, he said would re- 
quire 15 to 25 full-time 
employees. Those employees 
would include heavy equipment 
operators, laborers, security 
everde clerical workers, gate 
keepers, a manager and a 
manager trainee. “We'll have 
well over a million-dollar pay- 
roll and generate a lot of tax 
dollars,’ Hickman said. 

Hickman related that at a 
public forum, the company 


offered a host community tee to 
the county, although no 
specifics have been discussed 
yet. 

He also added that there 
would be some spin-off employ- 
ment in the area for com- 
modities such as bulk desiel 
fuel, sand and gravel, all of 
which would be purchased 
locally if available locally 

Friendsville’s Opposition 

‘“‘We are very much 
opposed,”’ said Friendsville 
Mayor Spencer Schlosnagle, 
after the September meeting of 
the town council. ‘‘We under- 
stand that municipal waste 
from the New Jersey area is to 
be trucked via Route 48 to this 
site at a rate of approximately 
85 trucks running for 10 hours of 
operation daily, each carrying 
22 tons of waste. A major spill 
or accident on Route 48 would 
affect this town very much.”’ 

The town’s letter was sent on 
September 8 to each of the 
Preston County com- 
missioners; Colonel Richard 
Rothblum of the Pittsburgh Dis- 
trict, U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers; Maryland DNR Secre- 
tary Dr. Torrey C. Brown; 
Youghiogheny Local Advisory 
Board Chairman Elwood 
Groves; Eva Honisch, Mary- 
land state STP inspector 
Division of Municipal Com- 
pliance; the Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners; Mary- 
land’s Sixth District U.S. Con- 
gresswomen Beverly B. Byron; 
U.S. Senators from Maryland, 
Paul S. Sarbanes and Barbara 
Mikulski; Maryland State Dele- 
gate George C. Edwards; 
Maryland State Senator John N. 
Bambacus; Youghiogheny 
River Association President 
John Hinebaugh; the members 


of the Youghiogheny Local 
Advisory Board; and Maryland

In the letter the mayor and 
town council said that, ‘‘as elec- 
ted representatives of the resi- 
dents of Friendsville, we feel 
obligated to register our opposi- 
tion to this proposed landfill 
with you. Route 48 passes di- 
rectly through Friendsville 
With the volume of Chambers 
Development vehicles hauling 
potentially dangerous cargo via 
this road the potential of an 
accident is great. 

“Another concern to us is the 
fact that Friendsville is located 
on the banks of the Yough- 
iogheny River downstream 
from the proposed dump site. If 
a seepage of toxins and/or 
heavy metals were to occur at 
the dump, our municipal water 
supply, which is drawn from the 
river, would surely be 
adversely affected. 

‘We understand that the 
dump is to be double-lined with 
no lid. In such a situation leach- 
ate formed when rain water 
filters down through the dump 
site's contents can seep into the 
ground and thus contaminate 
the ground water supply. Be- 
cause Friendsville is in the 
watershed area of this section 
of Preston County, you can 
understand our distress." 

‘We are very concerned 
about our citizens, the town it- 
self and the surrounding 
areas,’’ said Mayor Schlosnagle 
in an interview yesterday. 

Citizens’ Group 

West Virginians Against Out- 
Of-State Garbage and Waste 
Inc. was formed to oppose the 
proposed landfill and the trans- 
port of New Jersey garbage into 
Preston County. The group has 
been in contact with the com- 
missioners asking them to vote 
against the Chambers, or any 
other out-of-state company, 
landfill which would transport 
such waste into the county. 

A flyer distributed by the 
group states that ‘‘many people 
within a 25-mile area stand the 
chance of contaminated drink- 
ing water, lowered property 
values, as well as diseases and 
health hazards that go along 
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with garbage and toxic waste 
The flyer asks citizens to call 
the county commissioner who 
represents their district and 
object to landfills accepting out 
of-state garbage 
regardless of who operates the 
landfill 

‘These citizens 
done their 
Commissioner Cale, who's dis 
trict adjoins the Grant District 
where the landfill is proposed 
Ward F. Thomas, com 
missioner from Grant District 
said that people were being 
swayed by the citizens’ group, 
but not entirely. “They have 
read about landfills and have 
their own opinion,”’ he said 

Linda Alkire is one Preston 
County citizen who has done a 
lot of research, and she recently 
presented her findings and her 
opinion at a Bruceton Mills 
town meeting

30,000 pounds of toxins per day 
is 150,000 pounds per week or 
7,800,000 pounds yearly. ‘‘That 
seems like a lot of toxic 
material to me,” she said 
Commissioners’ Comments 
Commission President 
Friend told this newspaper that 
at least two other companies 
have an interest in developing 
landfills in Preston County, and 
all could be competing for 
permit approval once regu- 
lations are solidified. He said he 
has toured several landfill oper- 
ations, and Chambers is “‘by far 
superior to any of the others.”’ 
He said the landfill could be 
very advantageous to Preston 
County, but “if it cannot be 
proven that the landfill could be 
perfectly safe, I'll not agree.” 
Commissioner Slaubaugh 
says she objects to out-of-state 
garbage coming into the 
county. ‘‘We do need a landfill 
in Preston County,”’ she said, 
and added that perhaps some- 
thing could be worked out be- 
tween adjoining counties some- 
time in the future 
Commissioner 
toured Chambers’ facility at 
Johnstown, Pa., and said it 
looked like a very efficient oper- 
ation economical and clean 
He said that for Preston County 
there would be economic 
advantages, but other dis- 
advantages, too.

Congress has again under- 
scored its commitment to the 
goal of a quality education for 
all Americans,”’ said Senator 
Paul Sarbanes following the 
Senate’s passage of the Depart- 
ment of Education appropria- 
tion earlier this week. ‘This 
funding represents an invest- 
ment in the future and an effort 
to ensure educational oppor- 
tunity for our students so that 
they can meet the needs of our 
expanding modern economy.’ 

“Our children are our most 
resource. This will 
that all our 
children—needy, educationally 
disadvantaged, or handi- 
capped—will have equal access 
to good education, from kinder 
garten through college,”’ said 
Senator Barbara A. Mikulski, 
who as a member of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee 
worked to get the funding 
included in the bill

allocations such as $67 million 
for Chapter 1 programs, which 
are available to all Maryland

The surveys measured a total 
of 11,000 homes over the seven 
states. While only five readings 
exceeded 100 pCi/L, a signifi- 
cant percentage of screening 
measurements exceeded 20 
pCi/L, the level of which EPA 
recommends immediate follow- 
up. EPA estimates that over 
200,000 homes in these states 
will have levels greater than 20 
pCi/L, a level that exceeds cur- 
rent health-protection stan- 
dards for uranium miners 

The data from this year’s 
study, when added to infor- 
mation gathered in last year’s 
10-state survey, allow EPA to 
predict that over three million 
houses in the 17 states surveyed 
will have screening levels 
greater than four pCi/L. (The 
states surveyed last year were 
Alabama, Colorado, Connecti- 
cut, Kansas, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, Rhode Island, Tennessee, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming) 

EPA recommends that every- 
one living in detached houses 
(including trailer homes with 
permanent foundations) should 
test for radon. Residents living 
in townhouses or rowhouses 
should test as well as people liv- 
ing in basement, first or 
second-floor apartments 

Having a home tested in- 
volves a simple procedure that 
can be done by the homeowner 
and can cost as little as $10-$25 
with elevated radon 
levels can be fixed easily for 
about $500 to $1,000. Home- 
owners should contact their 
appropriate state agencies for 
more information on radon

Maryland drivers consumed 
211,62¢,384 gallons of motor fuel 
during July, just one-quarter of 
one percent less than the record

July, 1987,"' Goldstein said, 
noting that the dry summer 
weather had apparently encour- 
aged travel through the state 

Motor fuel tax revenue for 
August, which is based on July 
sales, totaled $38,299,100, down 
3.1 percent from the $39,579,669 
collected for the same month a 
year ago 

For the first two months of 
fiscal year 1989, motor fuel tax 
revenue totaled $77,768,715, 
about one-half of one percent 
less than the $78,199,109 
collected during the identical 
period of fiscal year 1988 

Maryland's motor fuel tax is 
18** cents per gallon. Most of 
the revenue collected is turned 
over to the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation and 
funds state and local transpor- 
tation projects.

‘This is in sharp 
contrast to last year’s activity 
when both employment and the 
labor force declined,”’ he said 
More than 5,600 residents 
found jobs this July, bringing 
the statewide employment total 
to 2,361,466, while the number of 
unemployed persons dropped 
from 108,679 to 104,414. 
Remaining substantially 
below the national estimate of 
5.5 percent, the decline in the 
jobless rate places July's 
estimate at the same level 
recorded for the state in July 
1987. It is also the lowest rate 
recorded for a July since 1970. 
Specifically, seasonal hiring 
continued in construction, 
eating and drinking places, 
amusement and _ recreational 
activity, membership organ- 
izations, and city and county 
governments. Vacation shut- 
downs and slower business 


activity reduced employment in 
apparel/textile and paper 
products manufacturing 
School closings also resulted in 
employment cutbacks in state 
and educational institu- 
tions, transportation and educa- 
tional services 

Even though Garrett 
County's July jobless rate was 
the same as June’s, there were 
actually over 300 more persons 
employed in July than in June 
The labor force totalled 12,481 in 
June, with 11,287 employed, 
compared to 12,848 in July with 
11,618 persons employed. 

In the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, 5,707 residents left 
the jobless rolls and found 
employment, causing that 
area’s estimated unemploy- 
ment rate to drop from 5.0 to 4.5 
percent in July. Estimates for 
all jurisdictions in the area 
dropped, except in Howard 
County where the rate 
remained steady at 2.5 percent.

Bill Passes 


U.S. Representative Beverly 
Byron's bill to protect Antietam 
National Battlefield Park was 
passed unanimously by the 
House of Representatives last 
Tuesday afternoon 

I am delighted with the pass- 
age of this bill,”’ said the fifth 
term Congresswoman. ‘‘With 
this legislation, we have taken a 
giant step towards further pro- 
tection of this great part of the 
American Heritage.”’

Bishop Ogilby To 
Lead Worship At 
St. Matthew's 


St. Matthew's Episcopal 
Church in Oakland will have as 
its celebrant and preacher at 
both services this Sunday, Sep- 
tember 25, The Rt. Rev. Lyman 
C. Ogilby, retired Bishop of 
Pennsylvania. 

According to the Rev. 
Michael Pumphrey, rector of 
St. Matthew’s Church, Bishop 
Ogilby will make this visitation 
on behalf of the Rt. Rev. A. 
Theodore Eastman, Bishop of 
Maryland. Bishop Ogilby, who 
resides in Philadelphia with his 
wife, has a distinguished and 
varied background of service to 
this country, the world, and the 
Church, Rev. Pumphrey said. 

Bishop Ogilby, born and 
reared in Conncecticut, re- 
ceived a BS degree from Hamil- 
ton College in New York. He 
served as a Lieutenant in the 
United States Navy with a PT 
Boat squadron in the Pacific 
during 1943-1946. He studied at 
the Episcopal Theological 
School, earning a BD degree in 
1949. He began his ordained 
ministry in the Philippines as a 
school chaplain and teacher, 
and as a missionary priest. In 
1952, he was elected Suffragan 
Bishop of the Philippines, and 
was consecrated the following 
year. 

Bishop Ogilby was elected 
Bishop of the Philippines in 
1957. He carried out, in addition, 
the responsibilities of several 
other positions both in the 
Philippines and in the wider 
area of Southeast Asia. His con- 
cern for developing national 
leadership in the Philippines 
was fulfilled in 1967 when he re- 
signed to permit the first elec- 
tion of a Filipino Bishop for the 
Phillippine Episcopal Church. 

Ogilby was elected Bishop Co- 
adjutor of South Dakota in 1967 
and became Bishop of South 
Dakota in 1970. That same year, 
he resigned to allow the Mis- 
sionary Diocese of South 
Dakota to elect its own Bishop. 

In 1971, Bishop Ogilby was ap- 
pointed Archdeacon of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania. Having been elected 
Bishop Coadjutor in 1973, he 
became Bishop of Pennysl- 
vania. He served in that 
capacity until his retirement in 
February 1987.

Statistics Higher,

Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J. Gabriele has 
announced the arson statistics 
for the State of Maryland, 
which occurred during the first 
six months of 1988 

The statistical data, compiled 
by the Maryland Arson Crime 
Reporting Program, is based on 
information from law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout the 
state which indicates that the 
number of arson offenses 
increased approximately seven 
percent during the first six 
months of 1988 as compared 
with this same period in 1987 
From January through June of 
this year, 1,538 arsons were 
reported as compared to 1,442 
such cases for the first six 
months of 1987 


According to the Maryland 
State Fire Marshal’s Office, the 
Southern Maryland region of 
the state, which includes 
Calvert, Charles and St. Mary’s 
counties, experienced the most 
significant rise in reported 
arson cases at 28 percent. The 
largest increase in arson in this 
region occurred in St. Mary’s 
County, where 21 reported 
arsons occurred during the first 
six months of 1988 as compared 
with 12 such incidents during 
this same period in 1987. The 
only decline in arson in South- 
ern Maryland occurred in 
Charles County where arson 
dropped from 23 cases in 1987 to 
20 such incidents in 1988. 

The Eastern Shore region of 
Caroline, Cecil, Dorchester, 
Kent, Queen Anne’s, Somerset, 
Talbot, Wicomico and Wor- 
chester counties had the second 
highest increase in arson 
offenses at four percent for the 
first six months of 1988 over 1987 


totals. Wicomico County 
recorded the highest increase in 
arson in this region with 14 
reported cases thus far in 1988 
as compared to seven such 
incidents in 1987. 

The Baltimore-Metropolitan 
area of Baltimore City, Anne 
Arundel, Baltimore, Harford 
and Howard counties developed 
a two percent increase in arson 
offenses. The Baltimore-Metro- 
politan region had an increase 
from 730 arson offenses for the 
first six months of 1987 to 744 
during the same period in 1988. 

The Western Maryland 
region, which includes the 
counties of Allegany, Garrett, 
Washington, Frederick and 
Carroll, experienced the largest 
reduction in arson at three 
percent. There were 96 reported 
arson cases during the first six 
months of 1987, which dropped 
to 93 such incidents from 
January through June of 1988. 

The Washington-Metropolitan 


THE REPUBLICAN, OAKLAND, MARYLAND 


region, which includes Mont- 
gomery and Prince George’s 
counties, experienced a two 
percent reduction in arson. 
There were 390 reported cases 
for the first half of 1988 as 
compared with 398 during this 
same period in 1987. Mont- 
gomery County reported the 
largest reduction of arson 
offenses in this region with 246 
reported in 1988 as compared 
with 274 in 1987. 

The statistics compiled on 
arson by the State Fire Marshal 
indicates that nearly $15 million 
in property was destroyed by 
arsonists during the first half of 
1988.

The initiative, if approved by 
the voters, would create a five- 
member ‘‘scientific advisory 
board” that could establish 
compulsory regulations govern- 
ing the feeding, housing, 
transportation and slaughter of 
farm animals. The board could 
also dictate the specifications 
for new or remodeled livestock 
and poultry facilities. 

No Farm Input 

As outlined in the initiative, 
the panel would be nominated 
by representatives of non-profit 
humane organizations. No 
farmers would sit on the board. 

At stake in Massachusetts is 
whether farmers will continue 
to have the right to manage 
their animals or whether that is 
to be taken over by the state, 
subject to approval by animal 
welfare activists. The new rules 
governing all activity related to 
animal agriculture would have 
to be in place as soon as possible 
after referendum approval. 

Initially, the effort to dictate 
farming methods met over- 
whelming defeat in the state 
Legislature. Still, through the 
state’s initiative process, the 
Coalition to End Animal Suffer- 
ing and Exploitation (CEASE) 
managed to place the measure 
on the ballot. 

It is opposed by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis and the state’s top 
agricultural official, August 
Schumacher Jr., who has said it

would cost the state’s farmers 
$100 million to comply with the 
referendum’s provisions. For 
example, he said, the state’s 500 
dairy farmers could be required 
to replace their stanchion-type 
barns with open ones. At an esti- 
mated cost of $250,000 per 
100-head barn, he said, it would 
cost the state’s dairymen close 
to $90 million. 
“Unnecessary” 

And the state’s $25 million 
poultry industry could face a $6 
million tab to meet the referen- 
dum’s requirements, Schu- 
macher said. Commissioner 
Schumacher said the CEASE 
proposal is “‘unnecessary, un- 
workable, costly and unfair.” 
The state already has tough 
animal protection laws and pro- 
ponents of the ballot question 
acknowledge that humane 
treatment of farm animals is 
the rule in Massachusetts. 

To combat the ballot ques- 
tion, Massachusetts farmers, 
led by the state Farm Bureau, 
formed ‘The Committee to 
Save the Family Farm."’ The 
committee determined a mini- 
mum budget of $2.4 million was 
needed to defeat the measure, 
said Jay Slattery, Mass- 
achusetts Farm Bureau 
administrator. The committee 
has been developing strategy, 
raising funds and organizing to 
defeat the initiative in Novem- 
ber. 

‘Farmers are fighting back,”’ 
said Slattery, ‘‘but they repre- 
sent only one-tenth of one per- 
cent of the state’s population. 
They realize they must find 
many allies outside agriculture 
if they are to defeat the initia- 
tive. The committee has 
developed fair displays, pro- 


duced signs and bumper 
Stickers, placed exhibits in 
business places, formed a 
speakers’ bureau and engaged 
a professional firm to develop 
strategies.”’ 

They are receiving assis- 
tance, not only from the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
and other state Farm Bureaus, 
but from many individuals, 
agri-businesses and non-agri- 
cultural firms that have some 
relationship to agriculture. A 
number of county Farm 
Bureaus have contributed funds 
and have urged their members 
to do so. Sportsmen's organ- 
izations and horse owners’ 
groups also have joined in the 
effort and are helping to get out 
the vote against the initiative, 
Slattery said. 

One way Massachusetts 
farmers are urging a ‘‘no’’ vote 
is by using huge six-by-32-foot 
posters as traveling billboards 
on their tractor-trailers, park- 
ing them in key locations on 
roads leading to parks and 
recreation areas. Other smaller 
signs are being placed on hay 
wagons and delivery trucks and 
vans, Slattery said. 


A Broad Agenda 
Hugh Johnson, director of the 
American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation poultry department, said 
the Massachusetts referendum 
is part of a larger effort by 
animal rights activists. 


‘Many farms have been 
broken into by these people,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The goals of the animal 
rights movement are to elimin- 
ate the use of animals for food, 
research, pleasure and fashion. 
Many of their attacks have been 
through the media, on the legis- 
lative front and on the streets 
with pickets and demon- 
strations.”’ 

Johnson, coordinator of 
animal welfare activities for 
AFBF, said, ‘‘The Mass- 
achusetts coalition needs all the 
support it can get. The budget 
calls for most of the funds, 
approximately $1.9 million, to 
be used for media spots against 
the initiative."

Drought Losses 
Are Assessed 
By Ag Agents 


The Associated Press reports 
that county agricultural agents 
are undertaking what has 
turned out to be the tedious task 
of asessing the losses of Mary- 
land farmers 

“We are up to our eyeballs” 
in processing drought relief 
applications, said James C 
Richardson, state director of 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, a 
branch of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture 

The latest federal crop esti- 
mates, released in August, indi- 
cated Maryland corn yields 
could drop to 56 bushels per 
acre this year. That compares 
to 78 bushels per acre last year 
and a record high of 118 bushels 
in 1984. 

As of August 1, Maryland pas- 
ture land was rated 35 ona scale 
of 100, indicating severe 
drought. 

It is up to ASCS officials and 
county Extension agents to 
determine how badly damaged 
each farmer's crops are for the 
purpose of payments under the 
federal relief bill. That job in- 
volves trekking through corn 
fields, collecting sample stalks 
and poking them with a pencil 
to test their maturity 

Getting the job done quickly 
is important because the opti- 
mal point for cutting corn is 
drawing near. If farmers wait 
too long before harvesting what 
little has survived, the corn will 
Start to rot when it is stored in 
silos. 

Losses of less than 65 percent 
of normal yield are covered by 
the drought relief bill passed by 
Congress and signed by Presi- 
dent Reagan.

ASCS Reminds Farmers Of 
Disaster Claim Filing Procedures 


William F. DeWitt, chair- 
person of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee, said crops 
damaged by drought conditions 
during this calendar year may 
be covered under the Disaster 
Assistance Act of 1988. 

The act provides assistance 
for emergency livestock feed, 
loss of 1987 and 1988 tree 
seedlings, re-establishment of 
forage crops on permanent pas- 
ture, disaster payments for 
qualifying deficiency in produc- 
tion, and retention of part of the 
advance 1988 crop deficiency 
payments. 

“Eligible crops include all 
commercial crops,’’ DeWitt 
said. 

Farm program participants 
who received advance de- 
ficiency payments will not have 
to refund that part of the ad- 
vance payment for crop pro- 
duction losses less than 35 per- 
cent of normal production. 
“Producers who did not collect 
advance payments at sign-up 
will have 30 days after being 
notified to request their ad- 
vance payments.”’ 

Garrett County farmers who 
abandon or harvest their 
damaged crop for other than in- 
tended use should contact the 
Garrett County ASCS office be- 
fore the crop is destroyed. The 
crop may need an appraisal to 
establish production credit. ‘‘If 
workload prohibits an immedi- 
ate appraisal."’ 

Also producers are urged to 
keep all their production evi- 
dence of crops either sold, or 


stored, and either have it 
weighed or measured. 

Measurement service of bins 
is available from the Garrett 
County ASCS office for a small 
fee. 

The ASCS official said dis- 
aster payments will be avail- 
able to eligible producers for 
those crops which suffered 
greater than 35 percent loss of 
normal production based on the 
disaster yield established for 
the crop. 

Further information on the 
Disaster Assistance Act of 1988 
will soon be available from Gar- 
rett County ASCS office. 


Crop Conditions 
Remain Constant 


During the week ending Sep- 
tember 19, conditions remained 
constant for most commodities 
Topsoil moisture averaged 70 
percent adequate and 30 per- 
cent short, according to Mary- 
land Agriculture Statistics Ser- 
vice. Subsoil moisture was 70 
percent adequate and 30 per- 
cent short. There were 5.9 days 
suitable for field work during 
the week. Pasture conditions 
improved to 70 percent good 
and 30 percent fair. Current hay 
supplies were 80 percent 
adequate and 20 percent short. 

Corn conditions were 45 per- 
cent poor; 45 percent fair, and 
10 percent good. Corn has 
reached maturity on 55 percent 
of the acreage, compared to 70 
percent last year at this time

Corn Yields Down 
The second forecast of 1988 corn for grain yield in Maryland 
indicates farmers harvesting an average 56 bushels per acre. If 
realized, this corn yield will be 22 bushels below last year’s 78 
bushels, 62 bushels below the record 118 bushels in 1984, and the 
lowest yielding crop since 1966 when corn yielded a mere 44 


bushels per acre. 


Lupin Beans 

This coming year I will be conducting some demonstration 
plots on Lupins. Lupins are a legume with a bean that has a 
protein content of 32 to 40% which makes them comparable to 
soybeans. In many of the northern states such as Minnesota and 
Michigan, the Lupin Bean is being grown to replace soybeans in 
the animals’ diet. Lupins have some advantages over soybeans. 
They can be fed directly to the livestock by grinding them. They 
don’t have to be roasted like soybeans. Lupins can be planted in 
March. They can tolerate temperatures down to 16 degrees F’. and 
even colder for short periods of time. They have a growing season 
of 100-110 days. Lupins also provide another important benefit to 
the grower in that they will fix nitrogen in the soil, up to 150 
Ibs./acre. Yields in the northern states average around 56 bushels 
per acre. I think this field crop may be a good one for Garrett 


County. 


Pricing Corn Silage 
I have been receiving a lot of calls on pricing corn silage so I 
will repeat the article that I wrote some time ago. One common 
pricing formula for silage of approximately 30% dry matter, is to 
multiply the market price of corn by 6, then add $3 to $4 per ton to 
cover the costs of harvesting and storing the silage. If the market 
price for corn was $4 per bushel, the silage would be valued at $27 


to $28 per ton. 


Beef Weaning Record 
Results Divulged 


Researchers at Kansas State 
University recently studied 
weaning weight records kept by 
Kansas beef producers on over 
33,000 calves from 1986 to 1988. 
The information collected 
clearly indicated that calves 
born early in the calving season 
had a substantial advantage in 
terms of weaning and/or sale 
weight. 

According to results of this 
study, calves born during the 
first 21 days of the calving 
season weighed an average of 
26 pounds more at weaning than 
calves born during the second 
2l-day period. Calves born 
during the seventh 21-day 
period, or four to five months 
after the earliest calves, were 
137 pounds lighter at weaning. 

When calves are worth 80 
conte te @1 1% a nound the dollar 
loss is significant on late-born 
calves, the study reported. A 
reasonable goal would be to 
have 50 percent of the cows and 
60 percent of the heifers calve 
during the first 21 days of the 
calving season, according to the 
Kansas researchers.

Silage has been cut on 75 per- 
cent of the acreage to be cut for 
silage, equal to last year at this 
time and the 5-year average. 
Corn for grain had been har- 
vested on 15 percent of the acre- 
age. Last year at this time 30 
percent of the grain had been 
harvested and on average, 25 
percent of the grain is har- 
vested at this time. Corn ear- 
worms and weeds are causing 
problems in many areas. 

Soybeans remained in mostly 
good condition with only 30 per- 
cent reporting in fair condition. 
Virtually all of the crop had 
bloomed and 90 percent had set 
pods. Last year, 95 percent had 
set pods; equal to the 5-year 
average. Soybeans were turn- 
ing color on 25 percent of the 
acreage, compared to 35 per- 
cent last year and 40 percent on 
average. Podworms were 
reported to be very active. 

Alfalfa hay had been cut three 
times on 95 percent of the acre- 
age, slightly behind last year 
and the 5-year average. The 
fourth cutting was 50 percent 
complete, equal to the average. 
Clover and other hay harvest is 
nearing completion in most 
areas. 

Apple and peach conditions 
were 60 percent good and 40 per- 
cent fair. Peach harvest was 
almost complete. Apple harvest 
was progressing at the average 
pace with 40 percent harvested. 
Vegetable harvest was nearing 
completion for most vegetables.

Livestock Slaughter 
Up From Last July 


In Delaware and Maryland, 
the total liveweight of livestock 
slaughtered during July 1988 
was 8.2 million pounds, up 16 
percent from last year. Com- 
mercial red meat production 
during July 1988 totaled 5.5 mil- 
lion pounds, up 22 percent from 
last year but 17 percent below 
June 1988. 

Commercial red meat pro- 
duction for the U.S. in July 1988 
totaled 3.17 billion pounds, 
nearly the same as July 1987. 
January-July red meat pro 
duction at 22.5 billion pounds 
was up 3 percent from the com- 
parable period a year earlier. 
The percentage changes from 
1987 accumulated production by 
individual components were: 
beef, nearly the same; veal, 
down 11; pork, up 9; lamb and 
mutton, up 7

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SMVs Mean Caution On Public Roads 


When farmers take to public 
roadways to transport equip 
ment, production supplies and 
harvested crops, the resulting 
mix of slow and fast vehicles 
can lead to unwanted accidents 

Farm equipment was in- 
volved in 30,000 accidents on 
public roads last year, accord- 
ing to National Safety Council 

- estimates. About half of the 
accidents, involved collisions 
with other vehicles. The rest 
were single-vehicle accidents - 
jackknives, upsets, runs off the 

- road, and collisions with sta- 

- tionary objects like bridges and 
culverts. 

“Most roadway farm vehicle 
accidents could be avoided,” 
said Jack Burke, the council’s 
agricultural safety specialist, 
“by more care on the part of 
both farmers and motorists 

‘Anyone who travels on rural 
highways and country roads 
must be alert for slow moving 
vehicles (SMVs), and be ready 

- to take appropriate actions to 
avoid hitting them,’’ Burke 
said 

The National Safety Council 
recommends that farm vehicle 
operators take the following 
steps to prevent roadway acci- 
dents: 

*Be sure you can see. Clean 
cab windows, and keep your 
lights and wipers in good condi- 
tion. 
*Conversely, be sure you can 
be seen. Along with your flash- 
ing lights, clearly display the 
orange triangular ‘‘SMV"’ 
emblem on your vehicle. Be 
sure the emblem is not mud- 
encrusted, faded or improperly 
mounted 


*Make sure wagon tires are 
properly inflated and the hitch 
and load are secure. Nothing in 
your load should stick out 
enough to catch on tree 
branches or be struck by pass- 
ing vehicles. Observe regu- 
lations concerning length, 
width, weight, lights, reflectors, 
safety chains and warning 
placards or big loads of 
hazardous materials. 

*Move wide machinery only 
during daylight hours when 
traffic is light. Before moving 
large or heavy loads on un- 
familiar roads or driveways 
check the routes for hazards — 
underpasses, weak bridges, low 
power lines, narrow passages 
Use a second vehicle with flash- 
ing lights to accompany large 
pieces of equipment 

*Only allow licensed drivers to 
transport farm machinery for 
any distance on a public road 
Though many youngsters 
operate tractors in the field, 
they may not have the knowl- 
edge and judgment to deal 
safely with difficult traffic situ- 
ations 

*Never carry extra riders on 
your vehicle. Many extra riders 
are senselessly killed or 
maimed in falls from farm 
machinery 

*Keep driveway and access 
lane sightlines clear. Cut away 
growth blocking the view and 
avoid planting tall crops where 
they might hide a view of on- 
coming traffic 

*If traffic is closer than a fifth 
of a mile, stop until it passes. It 
can take as much as ten seconds 
to get fully onto or across a road 
from a dead stop, and a car

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moving at 55 mph would travel 
about 800 feet during that time. 
*Drive cautiously, with your 
flashing lights on. Try to keep 
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*If something goes wrong with 
your vehicle, pull off the road as 
far as possible. If possible, set 
out reflectors and flares to alert 





Safety Helps Cut 
Farmers’ Costs 


Economic conditions in agri- 
culture have forced farmers to 
look closely at production costs 

One unnecessary financial 
burden borne by far too many 
farmers is the one imposed by 
accidents and work-related ill- 
nesses,’’ said Jack Burke, pro- 
gram manager for agricultural 
safety at the Chicago-based 
National Safety Council 

According to council esti- 
mates, the average cost of a dis- 
abling work injury for all occu- 
pations in the U.S. approaches 
$13,000, while an average work- 
related fatality costs nearly 
$460,000 (including estimated 
future earnings) 

‘Doctor and hospital bills are 
the most visible costs of any 
accident,’’ said Burke 
“Farmers seem to suffer more 
than most groups, since many 
of them don’t even have health 
or accident insurance, or what 
they do have doesn’t come close 
to covering medical expenses 

Even if the injury is not 
serious,’’ said Burke, ‘‘an acci- 
dent can result in costly prop- 
erty damage. Money lost to 
repairs and work delays can 
amount to more than many 
farmers Can spare 

Every farmer should ask 
himself, ‘How much am I worth 
a day?’ * said Burke ‘What 
would it cost me if my work had 
to get done, but all I could do is 
watch from the back porch or 
bedroom window? Even if I 
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hired extra help, could I be sure 
the work would get done prop- 
erly, especially if I weren't on 
hand to oversee things? That's 
something to think about, and a 
very good reason for farmers to 
take safety measures to help en- 
sure that nothing happens to 
keep them away from the 
action. Even minor injuries, 
like a bad cut on the hand, can 
interfere with work and pre- 
vent you from doing as you 
otherwise could.” 

Burke added that cost- 
conscious farmers needn't fear 
that safety is expensive. Most 
investments, he said, take the 
form of personal attention and 
better work methods rather 
than an outlay of dollars. 

‘“*But beyond economic 
factors, farmers need to be 
aware of the human toll of pre- 
ventable accidents and ill- 
nesses,’’ said Burke. ‘*You can’t 
put a dollar figure on human 
suffering or the despair experi- 
enced by accident victims and 
those who care about them. 

“Farmers must also guard 
against work-related illnesses 
which can also reduce produc- 


tivity and cause serious disa- 
bilities,’’ Burke said. Most com- 
mon are skin irritations and 
diseases, noise-induced hearing 
losses, and diseases or even 
acute poisoning caused by un- 
protected exposure to dust, 
molds, chemicals, manure 
gases and other farm air pol- 
lutants. Inexpensive personal 
protective equipment, such as 
goggles, respirators and ear 
plugs, can greatly reduce ill- 
ness risks in farm work. 

Safety and health information 
is available in most com- 
munities from several sources, 
including the agricultural ex- 
tension service, local safety 
councils, police and fire depart- 
ments, health organizations, 
farm publications, public 
libraries, and, most impor- 
tantly, product labels and in- 
struction manuals.

New Machine Makes WVU Hospitals 


MORGANTOWN, W.Va 
The recent purchase of another 
high-tech machine designed to 
disintegrate kidney stones 
makes West Virginia Univer- 
sity Hospital one of the nation’s 
leading stone treatment 
centers. 

The organization had already 
enjoyed recognition as one of 
four hospitals in the U.S. with 
the SD-3 lithotripter, which uses 
shock waves to disintegrate kid- 
ney stones. 

And following July’s opening 
of Ruby Memorial Hospital, an 
SD-1 electrohydraulic lithotrip- 
ter capable of distintegating 
stones the SD-3 cannot reach 
was purchased by University 
Health Associates. 

Donald L. Lamm, chairman 
of the Department of Urology, 
said, ‘‘We're quite pleased with 
the SD-3. We find it’s very 
reliable and relatively easy to 
use. Thirty-eight patients have 
undergone the non-surgical pro- 
cedure at WVU with no comp 
lications 

“Now with the SD-1 electro- 
hydraulic lithotripter, we're 
able to disintegrate small, in 
accessible stones in the kidneys 
with a tube inserted through the 
ureter and bladder, eventually 
reaching the kidneys. The new 
machine gives us added 
capabilities and better enables 
us to offer the most compre- 
hensive state-of-the-art health 
care available today.” 

Dr. Lamm explained that 
both lithotripters utilize 
hydraulic shock waves to 
shatter the stones, breaking 
them into pieces small enough 
to be passed 

The difference is that the SD-3 
uses high pressure shock waves 
to disintegrate the stones from 
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the outside of the body, while 
the SD-1 electrohydraulic litho- 
tripter uses a tube inserted 
through the ureter with a 
catheter to break up the stones. 

The SD-3 procedure requires 
a local anesthetic and a one-day 
hospital stay, while the SD-1 
requires either a spinal or a 
general anesthetic, depending 
on where the stone is located, 
and a one- to two-day hospital 
Stay 

With the SD-3, the physician 
locates the stone by using an 
ultrasound scanner. Then sound 
waves, fired by a spark plug, 
are bounced off the stones while 
the area remains visible to the 
physician on a_ television 
monitor 

Lamm explained that the 
SD-3 generates shock waves of 
water transmitted through a cy- 
linder to a ballon-like apparatus 
positioned against the patient’s 
body through a hole in a table. 

A total of 200 patients must be 
treated with the four existing 
SD-3 lithotripters in the U.S. 
before FDA approval is 
granted. Lamm estimates that 
it will take six to nine months 
before enough data is collected. 

He added, ‘Despite its status 
with the FDA, this can no longer 
be called an experimental pro- 
cedure.

Byron Trails Bill 
Clears Senate: On 
To White House 


The United States Senate has 
passed S. 1544, companion 
legislation to H.R. 2641, “‘The 
Trails System Improvements 
Act’’ sponsored by Repre- 
sentative Beverly Byron. The 
measure was initially passed by 
the House of Representatives on 
April 19. The bill, which would 
convert federally granted rail- 
road rights-of-way to recrea- 
tional trail use upon abandon- 
ment, is now awaiting signature 
by the president. 

“I am very pleased to see 
passage of this landmark trails 
legislation,” said the fifth-term 
representative. ‘‘This bill will 
couple the thousands of miles of 
abandoned railroad rights-of- 
way with the ever-growing 
demand for trail development. 

‘*This Rails-to-Trails 
initiative provides an efficient 
and cost-effective means for 
trail expansion,”’ Byron stated. 
“The legislation will permit, 
where possible, state and local 
agencies to take on the respon- 
sibility of trail management, 
thus reducing the cost of the 
federal government and helping 
state and local governments to 
develop their own trail 
systems.”’ 

The majority of abandoned 
rights-of-way addressed by the 
bill were originally granted to 
the railroads by the federal 
government in the 19th century. 
S. 1544 reaffirms the public 
interest in these tracts by 
calling for their conversion to 
recreational trails. If trail con- 
version is not feasible for a 
particular tract, it may be sold. 
The proceeds would then go to 
the Land and Water Conser- 
vation Fund to further 
additional recreational oppor- 
tunities.

Influenza, or flu, is caused by 
a virus, the spokesman said 
Typical influenza symptoms 
may include the abrupt onset of 
fever, aching, sore throat, 
headache, chills, extreme 
malaise (tiredness), and non- 
productive cough. More severe 
infections can result if the virus 
invades the lungs (primary 
viral pneumonia). The flu 
incubation period is 24 to 72 
hours, with the illness usually 
lasting two to seven days. The 
period of infectivity is for 
approximately three days after 
the onset of symptoms

The completion of U.S. Route 
219 from Somerset, Pa. to the 
Maryland border is being con- 
sidered as an alternative to con- 
structing a third tube at the 
Alleghany Tunnel on the turn- 
pike between Pittsburgh and 
Breezewood. 

Pennsylvania State Rep. Bill 
Lloyd (D-Somerset) has asked 
the Turnpike Commission to 
consider completing U.S. 219 
rather than constructing the 
third tube on the turnpike. 

The Turnpike Commission 
has ordered a feasibility study 
of a third tunnel tube to ac- 
commodate the rapid increases 
in turnpike traffic 

“Although the recently ap- 
proved tunnel tube feasibility 
study apparently does not in- 
clude widening of the existing 
turnpike I believe it is 
reasonable to assume that more 
lanes will be necessary unless 
some traffic is diverted from 
the existing turnpike to U.S. 48 
and Interstate 70 via U.S. 219,” 
Lloyd noted in a letter to 
Transportation Secretary 
Howard Yerusalim, chairman 
of the Turnpike Commission. 

Lloyd’s previous requests to 
have the U.S. 219 project placed 
on the State Transportation 
Commission's 12-year planning 
schedule have cited the same 
increase in the turnpike’s traf- 
fic volume as a major reason 
for completing U.S. 219 as a 
four-lane highway from 
Somerset to Maryland. 

Yerusalim’s reply to Lloyd's 
request emphasized 
Penn-DOT’s financial limita- 
ions and Lhe project 5  muaaie 
of the pack” priority under Act 
61 of 1985 which authorized turn- 
pike extension projects.

Editors Note: The following 
letters were directed to Eric 
Schwab, manager of Deep 
Creek Lake. The writers re- 
quested that they be published 
here 
Dear Mr. Schwab 

Subject: Objection to the use 
of buffer strip property in 
accordance with present State 
of Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources lake regu- 
lations, to supply vessel slips 
for off lakefront property in a 
strictly residential cove. It is 
my understanding, that the 
present regulations permit one 
vessel slip (that may accommo- 
date more than one vessel) for 
every 50 ft. of buffer strip, pro- 
viding the buffer strip property 
is contiguous to the property of 
the developer. (Or is it to an 
individual lot or single resi- 
dence contiguous to the lake- 
front property). Under present 
regulations, an additional 7 
slips or more could be awarded 
a permit to the developer. 

I request any additional dock 
permit on the former Henry 
property be denied 

Area of Concern: Deep Creek 
Lake, Maryland, Penn Point 
Subdivision, buffer front recent 
purchase of the Henry resi- 
dential property by a developer 
for dock use of the Penn Oaks 
development, or any off buffer 
front development 

Present Conditions: Pres- 
ently there are 88 docks in the 
Penn Point-Pergin Farm Cove 
by my count on 9/12/88. The 88 
dock figure is measured in a 
line from the F einstein property 
directly across the mouth of the 
cove, counting docks only to the 
wesl 

There are 16 docks on the 
Pergin Fartn side or south side 
of the cove, from Feinstein 
property to the Devlin property 
approximately 600 yards 

There are 15 docks on the 
south of the Penn Cove penin- 
sula facing the Devlin-Wallin 
properties. Fourteen of these 
docks are resting in water that 


is marginally or totally non- 
navigable from dock permit 
number 16-51 west, as of 
9/12/88 

There are 7 docks on the north 
of the Penn Cove peninsula, 
with six docks west of permits 
19-51 non-navigable as of 
9/12/88 

On the Penn Point residential 
area, on the north side of the 
Cove, there are 50 docks includ- 
ing one on the Henry property 
on approximately 800 yards of 
shoreline. Four of these docks 
are in marginally or non-navi- 
gable water as of 9/12/88 

Twenty-four docks are in 
marginally or non-navigable 
water as of 9/12/88 in the entire 
cove. Twenty of these dock 
permits were issued in the Penn 
Cove Development area in the 
past 5 years. I expect the prop- 
erty sold as lake frontage, 
which realistically is not there 
for all but 90 days of the year 

Conclusion: My objections 
are two-fold: 

First: Water safety: At its 
narrowest point of width, the 
Penn Point-Pergin Farm Cove 
is approximately 80 yards, or 
less when safe area from docks 
that jut into the lake of varying 
length are considered. In this 
approximately 600 yard length 
of fully navigable water are 
water skiers, numerous jet 
boaters, people pulled behind 
vessels with every conceivable 
non-controllable conveyance 
from an inner tube to raft at- 
tached to boats, some capable 
of up to 50 miles per hour, 
fisherman, swimmers, float 
boaters, sight-seers in un- 
familiar (to them) rental 
wees le numeroque enilhoards 
and sailboats — all intermixed. 
On the safety issue above, I re- 
quest that no back property 
developer be issued permits of 
any kind, including those pro- 
vided by existing regulations in 
the Penn Point-Pergin Farm 
Cove, a strictly residential 
area. 

Secondly: The deterioration 


of present lakefront property 
owners property values when 
developers can buy buffer strip 
front property, with contiguous 
land, and add multiple docks 
next to existing residences in 
totally residential areas. What 
accompanies the additional 
docks, are all the accom- 
panying water conveyances 
aforementioned. Also, a park- 
ing area to convenience the 
more distant development 
owners is conceivable with the 
accompanying noise, etc. avail- 
able 24 hours per day, does not 
enhance the existing lake 
owners value but is invaluable 
to the developer. I live on 
Pergin Farm that is yet to be 
fully developed, but I feel my 
property value is threatened by 
the current regulations, if all 
that needs to be done is buy the 
house next to me for lake 
access. Commercially zoned 
property as marinas by 
developers, or one dock per 
buffer strip frontage with 
limited number of boats per- 
mitted per dock, should be the 
only provision for lake access 
plus facilities, with limitations 
provided by the State Park 
system In any case, 
Developers should not be per- 
mitted additional dockage on 
buffer strips

Dear Mr. Schwab 

Are all the areas bordering 
Deep Creek Lake to be con- 
sidered equal for zoning and 
dock permit purposes? Do some 
sections require special 
consideration because of 
unusual circumstances? 

The Pawn Run ‘“‘finger’’ 
(inlet) is different. First, it is 
very narrow. At the highest 
traffic point (the Henry prop- 
erty), it is only 75 yards wide at 
MLW and only 100 yards at high 
water. Second, it is unique in 
that it is incredibly noisy due to 
the immediate topography. In 
fact, it is a classic, narrow, echo 
valley 

On a typical summer week- 
end traffic already exceeds any 
rational safety standard. 
Sooner or later, someone will be 
killed or seriously injured. And 
the noise level during peak 
periods exceeds 85db for hours 
at a time, due to echo reinforce- 
ment. 

Now, along comes the Penn- 
Oaks Corporation with a re- 
quest to add a huge dock at the 
worst possible spot — the Henry 
frontage 

When are we going to balance 
the legitimate right of the real 
estate merchants to make 
money with the safety and 
quality of life of the residents? 

The request to add eleven 
docks at the Henry residence 
Pawn Run should be denied on 
safety and quality of life 
grounds

The Autumn Glory Festival is 
ready to go, except for 
completion of the plans for the 
Grand Festival Parade, and the 
Maryland Vacation Guide is on 
its second printing, Diane 
Wolfe, director of the Garrett 
County Promotion Council, 
informed the Garrett County 
Commissioners at the monthly 
staff meeting on Tuesday. 

Mrs. Wolfe said that there 
were 100,000 copies of the 
Vacation Guide printed 
originally, but that the office 
has only about 300 copies left. 
An order for 19,000 more copies 
has been submitted. The 
Council will be running 
advertisements in the 
Baltimore and Washington, 
D.C. newspapers which usually 
bring in 1,000 to 1,500 requests 
for the guides. 

Wolfe also announced that 
14,000 vacation packets were 
mailed out so far this year, as 
compared to 11,000 for last 
year. 

Board of Education 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
presented the goals of the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education to the 
commissioners. Ryscavage 
stated that the staff has been 
briefed on the goals, which state 
as their main objective a wish 
to provide a teaching and 
learning environment which 
will enable each student to 
maximize his full potential. The 
goals were adopted in July. 

Garrett Community College 

Dr. Stephen Herman, 
president of Garrett 
Community College, informed 
the commissioners of the 
launching of the Friends of the 
Children program, which is a 
supplemental educational 
program for children in Garrett 
County schools. The program 
will begin at the Kitzmiller 
Elementary School. 

Herman also announced that 
the books on enrollment have 
been frozen. The college is 25 
percent ahead in fulltime 
equivalencies and 25 percent 
ahead in student enrollment. 
The college also closed 50 
sections of classes and had to 
open 10 additional sections. 

Economic Development 

Tom Jones, director of 
Economic Development, 
provided the commissioners 
with a copy of the update of the 
current statistics on agriculture 
in Garrett County, which is 
available at the Soil 
Conservation Service in 
Oakland. 

Sanitary Commission 

Wendell Beitzel, director of 
the Garrett County Sanitary 
Commission, said that the Trout 
Run treatment plant, which was 
scheduled to be completed in 
October, has run into some 
problems, so the completion 
date is not yet known. 


Environmental Health 

Rodney Glotfelty, of the 
Garrett County Environmental 
Health Department, said that 
the public hearing on the Upper 
Potomac River Commission's 
application for the disposal of 
sludge on Phoenix Hill had a 
large turnout and public 
comments were “very 
productive.”’ 

Glotfelty said that the 
permittee is required to pay 50 
cents per ton of sludge hauled 
across Garrett County roads, as 
well as 530 cents for each ton 
deposited in Garrett County. Hx 
said that there is only about one 
acre on the site which is 
actually in Garrett County, and 
that the County should realize 
between $50,000 and $100,000 
from the deposit of the sludge.

State Residents 
Rate Community 
Colleges High 


That Maryland residents 
generally have a high opinion of 
the community college in their 
area was determined by a 
random telephone survey 
conducted last spring by the 
Maryland Public Polling 
Project at the University of 
Maryland, College Park, and 
recently released by the State 
Board for Community Colleges 

Responses showed that 
persons who were familiar with 
their community college and 


those who had attended the 
local college were especially 
likely to rate it highly. In the 
survey, 21 percent of Mary- 
landers rated their community 
college excellent, 38 percent 
rated it good, 11 percent said 
the educational quality was 
fair, and two percent rated the 
quality as poor. Twenty-seven 
percent reported that they did 
not know about the quality of 
education. 
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Among the respondents from 
households where at least one 
person had taken a community 
college course during the last 
five years, 29 percent had taken 
courses for self-enrichment, 24 
percent to update current job 
skills, 16 percent to prepare for 
transfer, and 15 percent to 
prepare for a new job 

The sample for the Maryland 
poll was selected by random 
digit dialing to 1,005 residential 
households throughout the 
state. Only persons 18 years of 
age or older were included

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Dedication, Caring And Commitment Lead 
Northern Rescue To [5 Years Of Service

On July 18, 1972, a group of 
dedicated young men belonging 
to the Grantsville Area 
Jaycees, wanted to initiate an 
ambulance service for the 
northern portion of Garrett 
County. So these community- 
minded individuals took the 
initiative and put together a 
plan for a workable, efficient 
and trained ambulance and 
rescue service. 

The first step was to promote 
public awareness and interest 
among the citizens of the area 
Therefore, through community 
meetings, a roster was com- 
piled of those interested in 
promoting, supporting and join- 
ing an emergency service, as 
well as becoming emergency 
medical technicians (EMTs) 

On August 14, 1972, and each 
Monday evening through 
February, 1973, an Emergency 
Medica! Technician-Ambulance 
training course was held 

Ambulance and rescue oper- 


ations began on November 15, 
1972, after the completion of the 
EC-1 Modual (Emergency 
Care-Phase 1). The primary 
need for an emergency vehicle 
was met by the Garrett County 
Commissioners when they do- 
nated two ambulance units to 
initiate the service. The need 
for the housing of these units 
was then met by the Grantsville 
Volunteer Fire Department 

In February, 1973, the EMT-A 
training course and exami- 
nations were completed by 40 
individuals, including Jaycees 
and their spouses, as well as 
others within the service area 
In April, 1973, graduation exer- 
cises and an open house were 
held for the community 

This project originated from 
a dire need within the com- 
munities. The Jaycees took a 
stand of leadership to organize 
and initiate a plan to meet the 
needs for an ambulance service 
which continues in operation 

Historically, in April, 1973 
the Northern Garrett County 
Rescue Squad was the first and

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Commission Makes 
No Agreement On 
Landfill Guidelines 


The Preston County Com- 
mission came to no agreement 
on county landfill guidelines at 
their meeting last Wednesday. 
The guidelines have been in the 
works for two months, but the 
commissioners could not reach 
an agreement on what they 
wanted included 

The commissioners have 
been told by Director Dennis 
Tracy of the W.Va. Department 
of Natural Resources that 
guidelines must be adopted be- 
fore January 1, 1989, or all 
decisions about landfill permits 
will be made by either a county 
or regional solid waste 
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authority 

Attorney Melvin C. Snyder 
Jr., who appeared before the 
commission, said if that 
happened, the only involvement 
the commission would have in 
the issue of solid waste disposal 
would be through its two 
appointees to the solid waste 
authority 

West Virginia law mandates 
some basics that must be 
addressed when approving 
landfill guidelines. These in- 
clude the investment and values 
of residence, business or com- 
mercial property; the social, 
economic, aesthetic and 
environmental effects; and the 
impact that a landfill would 
have on the growth and develop- 
ment of safety, education, utili- 
ties and health, Snyder said. 

The attorney also told the 
commission that, under the new 
law, every person must have 


proof that his garbage is dis 
posed of properly and a $150 
penalty can be assessed to 
individuals who don't have 
proof 

The Preston County Com 
mission will hold its regular 
meeting on Monday, however, 
Commissioner Eldon Cale said 
he did not know if landfill guide- 
lines would be on the agenda

and pneumnococcal 
nation overlap considerably 

Both vaccines can be given at 
the same time at different sites 
without increasing side effects 
However, influenza vaccine is 
given annually, and it is 
currently recommended that 
pneumococcal vaccine is given 
only once. 

The spokesman said most 
young, healthy people who get 
influenza recover completely 
within one to two weeks 
However, older people and 
those with certain chronic 
diseases are much more likely 
to develop serious medical 
complications or die following 
the influenza infection. In the 
U.S., influenza is associated 
with an average 20,000 deaths 
yearly and an larger 
number of hospitalizations 
There is also a dramatic 
increase in the number of 
persons visiting physician's 
offices and emergency rooms 

Health officials emphasize

High-risk persons who have 
long-term illness, such as heart

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Sanders, Ram Defense Lead 
In Win Over Musselman 


A 22-yard rushing perfor- 
mance by senior tailback Brent 
Sanders, coupled with an 
outstanding defensive effort, 
led the Southern High Rams to 
their biggest win of the 1988 
campaign Friday night, against 
possibly the most talented team 
in the area. 

The home-standing Rams 
knocked off previously 
unbeaten Musselman, 13-11, to 
record their fourth straight vic- 
tory of the campaign without a 
loss. While the game statistics 
were about as even as the point 
production by each team, the 
Rams made a few major errors 
that cost them points and at 
least one other error that set up 
a touchdown by the Applemen. 

The contest also featured five 
missed field goal attempts, plus 
two safeties scored against the 
Rams, one of them intentionally 
recorded by the Southern of- 
fense 

Momentum was on the side of 
the Rams at the opening 
kickoff, as they received the 
ball and drove 46 yards on 11 
plays and scored on a four-yard 
carry by Sanders at the 6:45 
mark. The drive was aided by a 
pass interference call that put 
the ball on the Musselman 
12-yard line 

John Milligan’s conversion 
kick gave the Rams a 74 advan- 
lage. 

The Southern defense con- 
tained the speedy Musselman 
offense after the ensuing kickoff 
and forced them to punt; 
however, the Rams’ offense 
was unable to move and a 
shanked punt that went only 
four yards gave Musselman 
possession on Southern’s 
47-yard line 

Musselman managed to move 
the ball only 13 yards to the 34, 
from which point All-State 
placekicker Chris Lewis at- 
tempted a 50-yard field goal 
The kick was on target, but 
short 

A second opportunity for 
Lewis on Musselman’s next 
possession also failed when his 
37-yard attempt struck the 
cross-bar of the goal posts and 
fell straight down 

The Rams took possession at 
that point, but again could not 
move against the Musselman 
defense and were forced to 
punt. The snap from center 
went over Doug Lewis’ head, 
however, and rolled into the end 
zone, giving the Applemen their 
first points of the game 

The free kick by Milligan that 
followed was a short squib-style 
kick that again gave 
Musselman excellent field posi- 
tion, but the Ram defense forc- 
ed the Applemen to attempt 
another field goal at the 1:33 


mark of the second quarter, this 
time from 32 yards out.

Southern quarterback Zack 
Gibson engineered another 
drive to the Musselman 20 and, 
with just one second left in the 
half, Milligan tried a 37-yard 
field goal. The ball traveled the 
distance, but was just wide to 
the right. 

A scoring opportunity for the 
Rams in the third quarter was 
dashed when, after driving to 
the Musselman 16, Sanders 
fumbled the ball away. Sanders 
had gained 45 yards on six car-

A 29-yard run by Darryl 
Hunter gave the Applemen a 
first down on their own 47, after 
which David Shelton connected 
with wide-out Daryl Prochazka 
on a 33-yard pass play to put the 
ball on Southern’s 16. After two 
failed rushes and an incomplete 
pass, Lewis again set up to at- 
ternpt a field goal. The snap was 
mis-handled by the holder, Eric 
Christman, but Christman 
scrambled with the ball and 
fired a 10-yard pass to Pro- 
chazka to give the Applemen 
first and goal at the three 

The Southern coaching staff 
and several hundred fans were 
looking for an illegal-lineman- 
down-field call from the of- 
ficials, but there was no such 
call and the play held 

Hunter then scored from the 
two-yard line and Lewis’ kick 
gave the Applemen a 97 lead 
with 1:06 remaining in the third 
quarter. 

After the kickoff, the Rams 
began a drive from their own 38 
and moved the ball to the 
Musselman 47 before Gibson 
was sacked, resulting in a 
fourth-and-15 situation. Doug 
Lewis mishandled the snap, 
however, the ball bounced off 
the front of his helmit, and was 
recovered by Musselman on the 
Ram 34. 

Again the Ram defense rose 
to the occasion and held the Ap- 
plemen, forcing them to at- 
tempt another field goal, this 
time from 43 yards out. The 
Rams rolled over the 
Musselman line, however, and 
blocked the kick, giving them 
possession on their own 48.

separate speicies of animals 
including one skunk, one fox 
and three raccoons. In addition, 
the geographical location of 
these cases continue to indicate 
that rabies is a problem in most 
areas of Garrett County. 
Continued efforts on the part of 
all County residents to have all 
their pets vaccinated against 
the disease is ‘‘extremely 
important” at this time, Pope 
said. 

Vaccination of dogs and cats 
is the single most important 
measure which can be taken to 
prevent the spread of rabies to 
the human population. Through 
vaccination, an effective 
barrier is erected between the 
wildlife population harboring 
the disease and human pet 
owners who are often in close 
contact with their dogs and 
cats. 

Maryland law now requires 
that all dogs and cats four 
months of age and older have up 
to date rabies vaccinations, 
although pets of only three 
months of age can be brought to 
the clinics and properly 
protected through immuniza- 
tion.

Hanna-Barbera keeps 50-year 
tradition alive and well

It came as no great surprise 
when the animation team of 
Hanna-Barbera was given 
the Governor's Award dur- 
ing the Emmy presentations 
Aug. 28. This is because 
during 50 years of creative 
union, William Hanna and 
Joseph Barbera have been 
accorded an astounding 
seven Emmys and seven 
Oscars. Referred to by some 
as “The General Motors of 
the cartoon industry,” 
Hanna-Barbera has given us 
American standbys Tom 
and Jerry, Yogi Bear, The 
Flintstones, The Jetsons and 
Scooby Doo 

A former New York bank 
clerk, Joseph Barbera had 
tried to pursue a “practical” 
career before leaving it 


behind for the world of 
cartoon animation. It was a 
blessing in disguise that Walt 
Disney had passed him over 
for an interview. Barbera 
ended up instead at Metro- 
Goldwyn Mayer, where he 
met his lifelong partner, 
William Hanna. Hanna also 
emerged from unlikely 
beginnings, as an engineer 
left unemployed by the De- 
pression. It was at MGM 
that the two created Tom 
and Jerry, which won them 
seven Oscars, and great ac- 
claim 

The duo formed their own 
company in 1957, and creat- 
ed an entirely new market 
for cartoons—television. 
They're still at it, producing 
Snorks and Smurfs

News and sports have made 
TV history through the years

News and sports. No mat- 
ter how much American 
culture historians like to 
assail the many shortcom- 
ings of the “boob tube,” few 
could argue that TV has 
failed to capitalize on its 
potential for bringing its 
audience excellent coverage 
of breaking stories, whether 
it be an assassination at- 
tempt, a natural disaster, or 
a Super Bow! scoop 

Here are some memorable 
moments from the TV world 
of news and sports. First 
sports 

Contrary to popular belief, 
ABC and Howard Cosell did 
not first team up to broad- 
cast prime-time football on 
the network's Monday Night 
Football. In 1959, Cosell 
anchored NFL action on 
Saturday nights, from 
August to October. Inciden- 
tally, Monday Night Foot- 
ball mainstay Frank Gifford 
was not a part of the original 
MNF broadcast team. The 
original play-by-play an- 
nouncers were Cosell, Don 
Meredith and Keith 
Jackson 

On a tragic note, shortly 
after a live ABC broadcast in 
1962 of a boxing match 
between Benny “Kid” Paret 
and Emile Griffith, Paret, 
who was knocked oul Dy 
Griffith, died as a result of 
injuries received in the 
fight. 

The first Olympics to be 
televised were the 1936 Ber- 
lin games, carried by Ger- 
many’s new electronic 
television system. 


Now for 
trivia 
Since 1946, only three men 
have held the job of chief 
anchor for the CBS Nightly 
News—Douglas Edwards, 
Walter Cronkite and Dan 
Rather 

President John F. Ken- 
nedy conducted the first live 
television news conference 
on Jan. 25, 1961 

ABC's Nightline sernes was 
not originally planned to be 
a continuing program. It 
evolved in 1979 when the 
American embassy was 
seized in Iran, and 50 people 
were held hostage. ABC 
provided daily late-night 
coverage of the story under 
the title, The Iran Cnisis: 
America Held Hostage. The 
show built such a solid 
audience for late-night news 
coverage that it was contin- 
ued, eventually being reti- 
tled Nightline 

During the live television 
coverage of the crime hear- 
ings conducted by Senator 
Estes Kefauver in 1951, 
witness Frank Costello 
refused to allow TV cameras 
to show his face while he 
testified. The network 
cameras were forced to focus 
only on Costello's hands 
while he spoke

Rehearsals are now under- 
way for the first show, Lily 
Dale, a drama by Horton Foote 
A writer for both stage and 
screen, Foote shows in his 
works an appreciation of the 
worth of individual lives lived in 
the small towns and cities of 
rural America. He received an 
Academy Award for his screen- 
play of To Kill a Mockingbird. 
Geraldine Page earned the 
Oscar as best actress in Foote’s 
most recent film, A Trip to 
Bountiful. 

In Lily Dale, a young man, 
after having lived virtually as 
an orphan, visits his family he 
longs to rejoin. But sister and 
mother have made bargains 
that leave him orphaned once 
more. The drama, directed by 
David R. Press, will be 
presented October 13-15 in 
Compton Auditorium 

The second show of the season 
will be Anton Chekhov's, The 
Three Sisters. Directed by 
Linda G. McCulloch, this drama 
will be presented December 1-3. 
Unquestionably, Anton 
Chekhov is one of the ‘‘fathers 
of modern drama’’ and 
probably no other early modern 
dramatist has had more 
influence on American play- 
wrights. His plays, in spite of 
their Russian settings, reflect a 
rather universal mood of 
spiritual discouragement that 
has dominated much of the 20th 
Century. In addition, they offer 
humor of character and circum- 
stance that is reflective of 
people everywhere A 
significant work, The Three 
Sisters is a study of three 
daughters of a deceased army 
officer who refuse to accept 
their lives in a_ provincial 
outpost. Consumed with the 
idea of returning to Moscow, 
none of the sisters is really cap- 
able of realizing the dream. 

A musical entitled The 1940s 
Radio Hour will be presented 
March 2-5. Written by Walton 
Jones with music by various 
composers, this show captures 
the spirit of that bygone era, 
when the world was at war and 
television was something from 
science fiction. The audience 
finds itself at a musical variety 
hour from the Hotel Astor's 
Algonquin Room on December 
21, 1942. Viewers will watch the 
radio staff prepare and broad- 
cast the variety show with all 
the old-time commercials, 
messages to the boys overseas, 
and a serialized episode from A 
Christmas Carol. And there is 
the music of the era—‘'The 
Chattanooga Choo Choo” and 
““Boogie-Woogie Bugle Boy.”

FSU Enrollment 
Jumps 8 Percent 


With an 8.1 percent increase 
in student enrollment for the 
fall 1988 semester, Frostburg 
State University is 
experiencing a record number 
of students ever in its 90-year 
history, according to a report 
released last week by the FSU 
Office of Student and Edu- 
cational Services. 

At the onset of this semester, 
which began in late August, 
University President Dr. Herb 
F. Reinhard predicted a more 
than eight percent increase in 
student enrollment for the start 
of this 1988-89 academic year. 
His predictions were right on 
the mark 

To date, 4,525 students are 
enrolled at the University, both 
on the undergraduate and 
graduate levels as indicated in 
the report. Dr. Thomas Bowl- 
ing, assistant to the vice 
president for Student and Edu- 
cational Services, noted that 
this fall’s enrollment figures 


opening of the new FSU Center 
at Hagerstown accounts for the 
additional percentage points in 
the enrollment growth. The 
Center currently reports an 
enrollment of 216 students for 
its first semester of operation 

Of the record number of 
students, 879 are first-time 
freshmen. Following a late 
April cut-off date for appli- 
cations, nearly 1,000 freshmen 
applicants were denied 
admission to FSU by the start of 
the academic year 

Among the undergraduate 
population (3,927 students), 
3,481 are enrolled full time, 
while 446 attend FSU on a part- 
time basis. The University has 
a graduate enrollment of 598, 
with 576 of those being 
classified as part-time students. 

This year’s 8.1 percent 
increase follows last year's 
Staggering 12.6 increase in 
student enrollment, which 
made FSU the fastest growing 
four-year institution, public or 
private, in the state 

In addition to its increases in 
enrollment, FSU also saw an 
18-point rise in admitted fresh-

This attempt 
failed and the operation had to 
work around the dwelling 
Action was aware that mining 
near the dwelling would inter- 
rupt a spring that served as the 
water supply for the home- 
owner. Therefore, Action mined 
the area as quickly as possible, 
through an innovative tech- 
nique re-established the spring, 
and upgraded the landowner’s 
water supply in the process.
